{[Editorial: "Vietnamese Army Is Ready To Make Trouble--Deng Yingchao Visits 
Thailand" ] 


[Text] Following the Soviet military invasion of Afghanistan, a tense situa- 
tion has emerged in Southeast Asia in the past few days. The invasion and 
the tense situation which were planned by the Kremlin are related. 


There are four indications that the two are related: 


1. Large numbers of Soviet naval vessels have moved southward from 
Vladivostok. They passed the Tsushima Strait the day before yesterday. 
According to some analysts, this fleet of naval vessels is not going to the 
Indian Ocean. It is going to the South China Sea to back up Vietnam. 


2. Vietnam has increased its armed forces stationed on the Thai-Kampuchean 
border areas from four divisions to six divisions which have about 50,000 
soldiers. According to an analysis made by Thai military personnel, it is 
possible that the Vietnamese troops will soon launch large-scale mopping-up 
operations along the Thai-Kampuchean border and that it is very likely that 
the Vietnamese troops will invade Thailand during the military operations. 


3. Heng Samrin, head of the puppet regime in Kampuchea, was summoned to 
Moscow and Brezhnev play-acted the scene of greeting Heng Samrin on his 
arrival. After this, they announced that both sides will sign a Soviet- 
Kampuchean "treaty of peace, friendship and mutual aid." This means that 
Kampuchea will be under the Soviet “umbrella.” In fact, Afghanistan's three 
coups and the assassinations of three heads of state [as published] in the 
past 18 months were the outcome of this kind of treaty. 


4. Tne Hanoi regime has carried out an extensive reshuffle. General 

Van Tien Dung who was in charge of the invasion of Kampuchea has been pro- 
moted to be defense minister. Le Duan announced at a Hanoi rally that he 
would comb out those party members who do not support the expansionist line. 
He also attacked China by name, since the last 10 days of last month, the 
Vietnamese troops have intensified their efforts to harass Chinese border 
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areas. There is a common saying: The wind sweeping through the tower 
heralds a rising storm in the mountains. This kind of situation shows that 
Moscow and Hanoi are currently hatching a new plot and a new operation. 

As far as the Soviet Union is concerned, this is aimed at distracting inter- 
national attention from the events in Afghanistan to ease the denunciation 
and resistance it is facing. Vietnam is concerned with obeying its master's 
orders in a vain attempt to mop up the Kampuchean people's patriotic armed 
forces and to use Kampuchea's border area as a springboard for continuing 
its expansionist activities. 


To realize this plot, Vietnam has tried quite a few tricks. While Vietnam 
was hurriedly increasing its armed forces in Kampucnea, Vietnamese Vice 
Foreign Minister Phan Hien told foreign correspondents that the "military 
problems have been solved" in Kampuchea and that the Vietnamese troops will 
not launch an "offensive" against the guerrilla forces. However, while 
Vietnam is stepping up its provocation and aggression against China's border 
areas and is preparing to launch a large-scale offensive against the 
Kampuchean people's patriotic armed forces, Vietnamese negotiation delegation 
leader Dinh Nho Liem has offered a so-called proposal to China on "ceasing 
armed clashes during the spring festival." Judging from Vietnam's recent 
military movements, the real intention of this proposal is clear to all. 


In his reply, Chinese negotiation delegation leader Han Nianlong noted: If 
the Vietnamese side truly wishes to ensure peace and tranquillity, it 

should immediately stop its provocations and incursions in the Chinese border 
areas and withdraw its aggressor troops from Kampuchea. This reply has 
revealed the heart of the matter in a few words. 


Just when a tense situation in Indochina has emerged, a Chinese delegation 
led by NPC Standing Committee Vice Chairman Deng Yingchao arrived yesterday 
in Thailand for a friendly visit. This visit is of special significance. 


During his visit to Thailand in last December, Wang Shangrong, deputy chief 
of the General Staff Department of the Chinese PLA, praised Thailand's 
efforts to safeguard its sovereignty and security. He said: No matter 
what happens, China will stand with Thailand. 


The whole Thai nation has attached major importance to Deng Yingchao's current 
visit. Sampawakoup, member of the Thai House of Representatives, made a very 
great remark, saying that "the solidarity and cooperation between Thailand 
and China are a positive factor for peace in Southeast Asia." 


In his talk on the Soviet Union's intensified aggressive and expansionist 
activities in various areas which was given during U.S. Defense Secretary 
Brown's visit to China, Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping said that all countries 
should unite to work conscientiously. Foreign Minister Huang Hua visited 
Pakistan following the events of Afghanistan. Now, a tense situation has 
emerged along the Thai-Kampuchean border, Thailand's security is being 
threatened and Vice Chairman Deng Yingchao is visiting Thailand. Her visit 
will certainly contribute to strengthening the friendly Sino-Thai relations, 
checking aggressors and fighting against the expansionist activities of big 
and small hegemonism.

Sakharov" ] 


[Text] Open Opposition To the Invasion of Afghanistan 


While the whole world is still condemning the Soviet Union for sending 
troops into Afghanistan, the Kremlin has flagrantly wiped out dissidents 
and exiled dissident leader Sakharov, who opposed sending troops into 
Afghanistan and supported a world boycott of the Olympic Gan °s in Moscow, 
and his family members to the city of Gorki on the bank of the Volga River, 
400 kilometers from Moscow. 


Sakharov is a fellow of the Soviet Academy of Sciences and a noted nuclear 
physicist. His greatest contribution to the Soviet Union is that he en- 
abled the country to make hydrogen bombs ahead of the United States. He 
is known as the "father of the hydrogen bomb." He was thrice awarded the 
honorable title of “Hero of Socialist Labor" by the Soviet government. 
This is a lifelong title. 


Strong Dissident Forces Exist in the Soviet Union 


Since 1957, Sakharov has vigorously attacked various policies of the Soviet 
government and become a noted antigovernment figure. Khrushchev once 
personally talked with him but failed to dissuade him from attacking Soviet 
policies. After Brezhnev assumed power, the Soviet Union speeded up expan- 
sionism and suppressed Soviet dissidents, thus further evoking Sakharov's 
strong opposition. As a result, a force centered on higher intellectuals 
formed to oppose the current regime. During the Helsinki conference on 
security and cooperation in Europe, the United States insisted on includ- 
ing the human rights provisions in the final document of the conference. 
This was aimed at supporting Sakharov's western concept of democracy. 











Prior to this case, a large number of Soviet dissidents had already been 
put into prisons, locked up in psychiatric hospitals or sent into exile 
by the Soviet government. In the past, the Soviet government dared not 
take action against Sakharov because of his fame. This time the Kremlin 
stripped him of all his state honors and exiled him. The following are 
several causes for doing so. 


1. Sakharov's attack on the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and his support 
for a world boycott of the Olympic Games angered the Kremlin. To suppress 
Soviet dissident forces, the Soviet Union carried out a movement to sup- 
press Soviet intellectuals following the last Soviet armed aggression, the 
one against Czechoslovakia.

2. Moscow will host the Olympic Games this summer. To prevent Soviet dis- 
sidents from contacting foreigners and particularly out of fear of Sakharov 
giving more talks in opposition to Soviet expansionism, Moscow recklessly 
exiled Sakharov to the city of Gorki, a city forbidden to foreigners. 


3. The Kremlin has found itself in an extremely awkward position after 
its armed aggression against Afghanistan was strongly condemned throughout 
the world. It worried about Sakharov taking the lead in opposing the ag- 
gression and feared that his opposition might evoke a nationwide response, 
The Soviet Union can never tolerate any action that shakes its rule. 


The noteworthy thing is that on the same day Sakharov was exiled, the 
Soviet government also dismissed Kirillin, vice premier and vice chairman 
of the State Science and Technology Committee from his posts. According 

to an analysis made by observers in Moscow, Kirillin was a "liberal" within 
the Soviet government. This move shows that the Soviet Union will further 
suppress intellectual circles. It also omens a Kremlin hard line. 


"Detente" Swindle Has Fallen Through 


To protest against the Soviet Union's exile of Sakharov, a visiting French 
parliamentary delegation cancelled its visit to the Soviet Union and returned 
to France ahead of schedule. French President D'Estaing also issued a 
statement, condemning the Soviet Union for exiling Sakharov. Public opinion 
in West Europe has unanimously charged that this move of the Soviet Union has 
“ruined efforts to achieve detente." 





Public opinion in the West has strongly responded to the Kremlin's exile 
of Sakharov, noting: The Soviet Union who put its signature on the final 
document of the Conference on Security and Cooperation in Europe has never 
implemented the relevant provisions. The Sakharov incident shows that the 
Soviet Union has formally repudiated the document.

[Text] The 5-day visit by Japanese Prime Minister Ohira to Aust? \}ia, 

New Zealand and Papua-New Guinea, members of the South Pacific Economic 
Community, is Japan's "first step in diplomacy for the 1980s." As Prime 
Minister Ohira said prior to his departure: The purpose of this visit 

is to establish a new “mutual reliance" and "creative relations of coopera- 
tion" with Australia and New Zealand in this new decade of upheaval and 
unrest. 


This visit was made after the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. Therefore, 
during Ohira's discussions with Prime Minister Fraser in Canberra and Prime 
Minister Muldoon in Auckland they first discussed the serious situation 
caused by the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. The heads of the govern- 
ments of Japan, Australia and New Zealand feel that they are all faced 

with the threat of hegemonist infiltration and expansion. The joint communi- 
que issued after the Japanese-Australian summit said that the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan “has established an extremely dangerous precedent 
of grave concern to all countries.” Prime Minister Ohira pointed out that 
there is "a still greater design" behind the Soviet action in Afghanistan. 
Prime Minister Fraser held that the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan has 
created the "most serious threat" to the world and to peace in the last 35 
years. He also maintained that the Soviet Union might take advantage of 

the disturbance in Iran to try to secure a warm water port. This would in- 
evitably create a direct threat to the oil consuming countries. After two 
rounds of talks, Ohira and Fraser agreed on the necessity of taking steps 

to strengthen cooperation. They urged the immediate withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan so that Kremlin will not intervene lightly in other 
countries in the future. According to foreign reports, Japan may cut down 

on its exports of sophisticated technology and materials to the Soviet Union 
and reduce its investments in the development of Siberia. 














Japan, Australia and New Zealand are situated on the northern and southern 
flanks of the Pacific respectively. Japan has always regarded Australia 

not only a source of supplies, but also as “a great nation in the Pacific." 
The report entitled "Japanese-Australian Relavions in the Asia-Pacific Era” 
prepared by the Japanese Foreign Ministry pointed out: The strengthening of 
the Soviet navai presence in the Pacific and the increase of land forces 
centered in Siberia are factors for instability in this region. In view of 
this situation, Japan feels that multilateral cooperation with the countries 
in the Asia-Pacific region must be strengthened. Prime Minister Ohira and 
Foreign Minister Okita during this visit also proposed measures to Australia 
and New Zealand for pushing forward a program on "Pacific basin coo} era- 
tion." They held that all sides should strengthen “understanding and 
trust," maintain "political independence™ and practice “open regional co- 
operation” in keeping with the swiftly changing international situation. 

The leaders of Australia and New Zeiland both acknowledged their responsi- 
bility and role in the Pacific are’. and also unanimously agreed to play a 
positive role in the implementation of the tentative new plan made by Japan 
which is aimed at strengthening joint cooperation with countries in this 
area. 


Because of the current upheaval in the Middle East, the overbearing Soviet 
expansionist offensive and the constantly increasing oil prices and daily 
decreasiug supply, Japan is anxious for Australia and New Zealand to become 
a stable source of energy supplies in the 1980s. The leaders of Japan's 
economic organizations and federations have called on the Japanese Govern- 
ment to “insure a steady supply of Australian coal" and have guaranteed to 
“cooperate in accordance with the government's policy." 


Because of its extremely rich coal resources, Australia has always enjoyed 
the reputation of a country "riding on a coal train." Japan has been try- 
ing to establish new "friendly and harmonious" cooperation with Australia 
around the energy question of coal, liquefied aatural gas and uranium. 
Nearly half of Japan's coal and iron ore are imported from Australia. Japan 
has already become Australia's bisgest trading partner. New Zealand is 
called a "livestock farming country," and the livestock industry accounts 
for more than four-fifths of its entire agricultural output. Japan is one 
of the principal markets for New Zealand farm and cattle products. New 
Zealand at present is developing its natural gas and coal resources. No 
doubt this will provide excellent prospects for the strengthening of eco- 
nomic cooperations between Japan and New Zealand. 


In summing up, the visit of Prime Minister Ohira has yielded positive 
result toward maintaining stability and unity in the Asia-Pacific region 
and in bringing together the foreign policies of Japan, Australia and New 
Zealand.

[Text] Washington, February 1 (XINHUA)--An Olympic torch relay ceremony was 
held at the capitol here today as the Olympic flame passed through 
Washington, D.C., on its way to the Winter Olympics at Lake Placid, New 

York State. 


Remarks were made at the ceremony by the House Speaker Thomas O'Neill, 
Senate Majority Leader Robert Byrd and some other congressmen. They all 
extended their salutes to the Winter Olympics’ athletes and wished them 
success at the games. 


In his remarks, Senator Jacob Javits called for a boycott of this year's 
Summer Olympic Games to be held in Moscow, because of the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan. 


After the ceremony, the torch was relayed by Tony Diamond, a runner of 
Washington, D. C., to Maryland's runner Mary Ellen Williams. 


The torch was first greeted at the Lincoln Memorial upon its arrival in 
Washington earlier today. A ceremony there was addressed by the ambassador 
of Greece and leaders of local Olympic organizations. 


The flame was brought from the site of the ancient games in Olympica, Greece, 
by U.S. Air Force One, the presidential jet, which landed at Langley Air 
Force Base near Yorktown, Virginia, yesterday. 


A navy boat then carried the flame up the choppy waters of the York River 
for ceremonies starting 52 American runners' nine-day, 1,000-mile journey 
which is to end at Lake Placid on February 8, four days before the start 
of the games after a number of ceremonies en route.

[Text] New York, 25 Jan (XINHUA)--American consumer prices rose 13.3 per- 
cent last year, the worst inflation since 1946, the Labor Department 
announced today. 


The Labor Department said the higher energy, housing and food costs were 
the main spur to the largest annual increase in 33 years. 


All categories of retail prices rose a double-digit level last year with 
the exceptions of clothing and entertainment. Enerzy prices rose 37.4 
percent in 1979, the biggest jump in history. Housing costs soared by 
15.2 percent and the cost of financing a home purchase rose 34.7 percent 
and new home prices climbed by 15.8 percent. The annual rate of food 
costs was almost 50 percent up the 9 percent increase in 1978. 


1979 would go down as the fifth highest race since 1913 when the govern- 
ment began compiling consumer price statistics, the Labor Department added.

[Text] Geneva, 5 Feb--The second session of the Geneva Committee on Dis- 
armament opens in Geneva 5 February. This Chinese delegation led by 

Vice Foreign Minister Zhang Wenjin is attending the session for the first 
time. 


The Geneva Committee on Disarmament (Disarmament Committee for short) is a 
multilateral international organization on disarmament talks. Its former 
body was the "Council of the Disarmament Committee." The UN Disarmament 
Committee in New York is an organization for discussing disarmament. 


As early as 1959, the foreign ministers of the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Britain and France decided at a meeting on the Berlin question to set 
up a 10-nation disarmament committee outside the UN framework but maintaining 
ties with the United Nations. The 16th UN General Assembly session in 1961 
decided to enlarge the committee to include 18 nations. The 1969 session 

of the 18-nation disarmament committee decided to add eight new members and 
changed its name to the "Council of the Disarmament Committee," generally 
called the "Geneva Committee on Disarmament," or the "Geneva Conference 

on Disarmament." The membership of the committee rose to 31 nations in 1975. 
The organization implements a system under which the Soviet Union and the 
United States take turns as chairman of the conference. Although France 

has always been a member, it began to attend the conference only in 

January 1979 after the new organization was formed. 


For a long time, a great number of small and medium-sized countries were 
discontented with the situation characterized by Soviet-U.S. control of the 
international disarmament organization and demanded that the system of 

Soviet and U.S. cochairmen be abolished and that quotas for small and medium- 
sized countries’ membership be increased so that all nations, regardless 

of size, could take part in disarmament talks on an equal footing. Thanks 

to the joint efforts by many small and medium-sized countries, the UN General 
Assembly special session on disarmament held in New York in June 1978 decided 
to reorganize the "Council of the Disarmament Committee" and establish the 
rew Geneva Committee on Disarmament. 














At present the Geneva Conference on Disarmament is composed of 40 members, 
including the Soviet Union, the United States, Britain, France and China-- 
the five permanent members of the UN Security Council. The committee holds 
an annual conference divided into spring and summer sessions. The cochairmen 
system has been abolished and all member nations take turns as chairman each 
month. During the first conference last year, nonalined nations and neutral 
states formed the "Group of 21 Nations." 


The main agenda for the second session are: 1) ban on nuclear tests, 

2) halt of nuclear arms race and nuclear disarmament, 3) effective inter- 
national arrangements for guaranteeing not to use, or threaten to use, 
nuclear weapons against nonnuclear countries, 4) ban on chemical weapons, and 
5) ban on radioactive weapons and other new-type mass destruction weapons. 


While taking part in the multilateral disarmament talks, the Soviet Union 

and the United States have frequently held bilateral talks in Geneva con- 
cerning the limitation of strategic, chemical and radioactive weapons 

in an attempt to impose their bilateral agreements on the Geneva committee 

on disarmament. They have ignored the just demands of small and medium-sized 
countries that the nuclear powers should guarantee not to use nuclear 
weapons against nonnuclear countries.

REPRESENTATIVES AT GENEVA DISARMAMENT SESSION CONDEMN USSR

[Text] Geneva, February 5 (XINHUA)--Representatives of a number of countries 
condemned the Soviet armed invasion of Afghanistan at the 1980 session of the 
Geneva Committee on Disarmament (CD) which opened here today. 


Swedish Foreign Minister Ola Ullsten pointed out in his statement, "the 
year 1979 was a year of armament, not disarmament,” the year “ended with the 
open military intervention by the Soviet Union in a small non-aligned 
neighbouring country," he said. "This is an act which threatens the 
stability of a strategically sensitive area of the world," he stressed. 


The representative of the Netherlands, Ambassador Richard H. Fein, said, 

"The Committee on Disarmament cannot and should not isolate itself from 

the harsh realities of world events." "The Netherlands rejects as utterly 
unacceptable the military intervention of the Soviet Union in Afghanistan." 
"This attempt at military domination of a small neighbour," he said, 
"constitutes a threat to the countries in that particular part of the world." 


The Australian representative said that the international climate has recently 
deteriorated as a result of the armed invasion of Afghanistan by the Soviet 
Union. The Australian Government has condemned this, he stressed. 


The Japanese representative, Ambassador Okawa, said, "A new situation has 
been created by the military intervention of the Soviet Union in Afghanistan 
which, we can say without exaggeration, has fundamentally shaken mutual 
confidence among nations." 


French representative Kean Claude Boyer cited the events in Afghanistan as 
the cause of worries dominating people's thoughts at present. He quoted 
an earlier statement of the French Government as saying that the develop- 
ments in Afghanistan run counter to the policies France has pursued. 


The Italian representative, Ambassador Vittorio Cordero di Montezemold, said, 
"Peace and security are challenged by recent initiatives and behaviour 

which constitute flagrant violation of the rules and principles of inter- 
national relations enshrined in the Charter of the United Nations." He said, 
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"The reaction of world public opinion has been unequivocal, and a refusal 
to accept an act--such as the military intervention of the Soviet Union 
in Afghanistan--which represents a manifest interference in the domestic 
affairs of a sovereign state having destabilizing effects." 


Faced with condemnations of the Soviet acts of aggression, the Soviet 
delegate, with a guilty conscience, dared not say even a word on the current 
situation in Afghanistan. In his statement this afternoon, he continued 

to play up the worn-out tunes of "detente" and "disarmament."

[Text] The Afghan incident marks a blatant act of aggression by the Soviet 
Union in the Third World countries, it has not only stripped the Soviet 
Union of its disguise as the so-called "natural ally" of Third World coun- 
tries, but has also laid bare its true features of hegemonism before the 
masses of people of Third World countries. 


In order to dominate the world, it is necessary for the Soviet Union to 
seize key strategic positions, strategic passages and strategic resources. 
To this end, the vast Third World is needed by the Soviet Union. But the 
Soviet social-imperialists are even more sinister than other imperialists. 
Under the banner of "opposing imperialism" and “supporting the National 
Liberation Movement," the Soviet social-imperialists have styled themselves 
as the “natural ally" of the Third World and engaged in aggression and ex- 
pansion against the Third World. 


Through economic infiltration, interfering in other's internal affairs, 
fostering pro-Soviet forces and carrying out subversive activities, the 
Soviet Union has been trying to establish military control over Afghanistan 
for more than 20 years. Recently, it has even blatantly launched an armed 
intrusion into Afghanistan to place the latter under complete military con- 
trol and turn it into a puppet state. This shows most typically how the 
Soviet Union is step by step carrying out its plot of aggression and expan- 
sion in the Third World. 


The Soviet Union has talked much and often about '_.;vorting the National 
Liberation Movement" and "supporting the antiimperialist struggle of the 
Third World countries." What happened to Afghanistan has exploded this 
lie, acting as the overlord in that country. It has engineerd military 
coups one after another and dealt with the political situation in the coun- 
try as it pleased. It denies the Afghan government the right to follow an 

















independent foreign policy and the course of peace, neutrality and non- 
alinement. It brutually cracks down on the Afghan people's struggle to 
preserve their national sovereignty and independence. What it has done 

in Afghanistan is exactly what an imperialist power would do. This proves 
that it acts like a hangman to the Natic.al Liberation Movement. 


The Soviet Union declares that it provides Third World countries with "dis- 
interested assistance" to help them preserve their national independence 
and develop their national economy. This lie is also demolished by what 
has happened to Afghanistan. Since the United States stopped granting 
"aid" to Afghanistan in the 1950's, the Soviet Union began to provide the 
latter with "economic and military assistance" and eventually became its 
chief source of "assistance." Through such "assistance," the Soviet Union 
gradually controlled Afghanistan's economic arteries and grossly plundered 
its natural and other economic resources. As a result, Afghanistan's 
national economy was destroyed. The Soviet Union also seized this oppor- 
tunity to gain control of the Afghan troops and built up its own armed 
forces there. Thus, it is in a position to interfere in the internal af- 
fairs of Afghanistan and infringe upon its sovereignty. It can be seen 
that “assistance” to the Third World countries is being used by Soviet 
hegemonism as a lever to plunder and control then. 


The Soviet Union says that it wholeheartedly wishes to “cooperate” with 
the Third World countries and that this "cooperation" contributes to the 
development of these countries and helps them to safeguard their independ- 
ence and security. This lie is also punctured by what has taken place in 
Afghanistan. Through numerous agreements it had increased its political, 
military and economic "cooperation" with Afghanistan with the result that 
the latter became more and more dependent on the former and more and more 
alienated from the Islamic world, the nonalined movement and the Third 
World in general. The Soviet-Afghan "Treaty of Good Neighborliness and 
Cooperation" is simply a yoke imposed on Afghanistan and secures the Soviet 
Union the right to intervene by force in that country wherever it deems 
necessary. The Soviet Union actually uses it as the pretext for its mili- 
tary occupation of Afghanistan. "Wholehearted cooperation" from the lips 
of the Soviet Union merely mears real enslavement. 


Soviet hegemonist intervention, subversion, aggression and expansion in 

the Third World have been brought to light long ago. The actions taken 

by Egypt, Sudan and Somalia against Soviet control have been instructive 

and revealing to the other peoples of the Third World. The Afghan tragedy 
today makes it clearer that Soviet social-imperialism is not a "natural 
ally" of the Third World, but its most ferocious and deadly enemy. People 
must be fully aware of the fraudulent nature of Soviet hegemonism and must 
not be fooled by its hypocrisy. This is another important lesson drawn from 
the Afghan incident..

[Text] Manila, 29 Jan (XINHUA)--Some 22 million voters in the Philippines 
go to the polls today in the first local elections since the proclamation 
of martial law in 1972. 


According to the commission on elections, 60,000 candidates are running for 
16,065 posts. To be elected are one governor and one vice-governor for each 
of the 73 provinces and 2 subprovinces, one mayor and one vice-mayor for 
each of the 59 cities and mayors and vice-mayors for 1,481 municipalities 

as well as municipal counsel members. In metropolitan Manila with a total 
population of over seven million, only mayors and vice mayors of its 4 
cities and 13 municipalities are to be elected. The position of Mrs Marcos 
who is governor of metropolitan Manila is not at stake in the elections. 


Seven parties are accredited to take part in the elections together with 
independent candidates. Among them only two are on a national scale. They 
are the ruling Kilusang Bagong Lipunan (New Society Movement), which was 
formed in February 1978 before the interim national assembly elections in 
the Philippines, and the Nacionalista Party. 


The Philippines’ last local elections were held in 1971. In December last 
year President Marcos suggested to the interim national assembly that local 
elections be held in January this year as a step towards the return to 
normalcy and later announced a 30-day suspension of martial law for the 
elections. However, the president held that it is still necessary for the 
country to have martial law and the national elections would not be held 
before 1984 when the six-year-term of the present interim national assembly 
expires.

[Text] Helsinki, February 1 (XINHUA correspondent Huang Sixian)--The economic 
situation in Finland turned for the better last year, with the gross national 
product increasing by 6.5 per cent, the country'- highest in 1970s. 


Economists here predicted that this growt trend, the best in the countries 
of the Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development, may last into 
the first half of this year before it slows down. 


Last year, the industrial production registered ar. increase of 8.5 per cent, 
with a 15.5 per cent increase in timber-processing and paper-making industries, 
8 per cent in metal industry and 6 per cent in other industries. The timber 
production grew by 25 per cent as a result of higher demand, and agriculture 
dropped by 1.5 per cent because of bad weather. 


In foreign trade, owing to oil price hikes and more industrial investment, 
import went up by 36 per cent, reaching 44 billion Finnish marks (about 

11 billion U.S. dollars), and export increased by 23 per cent, standing at 
43.4 billion Finnish marks (about 10.85 billion U.S. dollars). 


The favourable turn of the economy and the better competitive capacity of 
wood products in worid markets led to the revaluation of the mark by 
2 per cent, the first since the war. 


There are several contributing elements to the better economy. 


The timber industry, as one of the two pillars of Finland's economy, developed 
rapidly, producing 44 per cent of the country's total exports, thus promoting 
the national economy. 

As a result of government encouragement, investment in some industrial 
sectors, timber industry in particular, increased by more than 40 per cent. 
The total industrial investment rose 14 per cent in 1979, compared with 

that in 1978. 


Seeking new trade partners was *nother factor for economic recovery. Except 
its traditional markets in Europe, the country found new markets for its 
industrial products in Middle East oil-producing countries and in Latin 
America. 
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Economic sources here hold that the economic upturn is only temporary, and 

behind it lurk factors for another recession. Depending heavily on foreign 
trade, Finland's economy is bound to get adverse impacc from recessions 

of the U.S. and Western European economies. It is estimated that the over 

all economic growth will slow down with the GNP growth rate dropping to 

4.5 per cent. Active investment and more exports will cause huge de.jcits 

in foreign trade and inflation will go up.

FOREIGN INVESTMENTS IN U.S.~-Beijing, February 7 (XINHUA)--Foreign invest-

THE XIAN INCIDENT, TURNING POINT IN HISTORY, DETAILED 
Beijing LISHI YANJIU [HISTORICAL RESEARCH] in Chinese No 11, Nov 79 pp 16-35 
[Article by Li Xin [2621 2450]: "Preliminary Survey of the Xian Incident") 


[Text] The Xian Incident was a major historical event that shocked both 
China and the rest of the world. It marked a turning point in bringing an 
end to civil war in our country and the movement toward a war of resistance 
against Japan. The historical ramifications of the Xian Incident are very 
broad and very complicated, and some facets of the incident await further 
Study. This present article was compiled from existing materials, and 
corrections of any inaccuracies would be welcomed. 


1. The Inception of Our Party's Anti-Japanese Nationalist United Front 


The Xian Incident was the culmination of a series of developments and changes 
brought about by the intensification of Japanese imperialist aggression in 
China. 


Japan was a new arrival among the military imperialist powers. Driven by 
wild ambition, Japan could think of nothing but devouring China. Following 
World War I, Japan, Great Britain, and the United States carried on a 
struggle in China with a steady sharpening of contradictions. In 1929, when 
the capitalist countries of the Western world were drawn, one after another, 
into serious economic crisis, Japan, thanks to the expansion of its 
military forces in preparation for war, was stricken relatively lightly by 
this economic crisis. Japan took this opportunity to intensify its armed 
aggression against China in a vain attempt to realize its ambition of 
devouring China. 


The 18 September Incident [of 1931, in which Japan seized Shenyang] con- 
stituted an important step for Japan's realization of this ambition. Begin- 
ning with the 18 September Incident, the contradiction between Japanese 
imperialism and China began to escalate into a dominant contradiction. 


Following the 18 September Incident, the Chinese Communist Party immediately 
issued an anti-Japanese manifesto. People throughout the entire country 
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strongly opposed Chiang Kai-shek's policy of nonresistance and firmly 
demanded resistance to Japan. Workers, students, and city-dwellers from 
all over mounted a steady campaign for salvation from destruction and 
quickly formed a high tide of anti-Japanese resistance. 


‘ounded by the broad mass campaign of resistance t:o Japan, the Kuomintang 
camp gradually began to splinter. In December 1931, the 26th Route Amy, 
engaged in “bandit suppression" in Jiangxi, rebelled and joined the Red 

Army, thereby creating a crisis for Chiang Kai-shek's reactionary rule. 

Faced with resistance from the military faction of the warlords in Guangdong 
and Guangxi, Chiang Kai-shek was, for a time, forced to take to the field. 
The 28 January 1932 war of resistance in Shanghai clezrly reflected the 
national bourgeoisie's demand for resistance to Japan. After Chiang Kai-shek 

smashed the Shanghai war of resistance, he bent every effort to buttressing 

his fascist rule, ruthlessly suppressed the mass anti-Japan movement, and 
finally commanded, that “those who prattle about resistance to Japan will be 
killed without leniency." Simultaneously, he further intensified the civil 
war of "bandit suppression." But Chiang Kai-shek's reactionary policies 
could not suppress the demands of the people for resistance to Japan. The 
people's campaign of resistance to Japan continued to develop in various 
forms. The split within the Kuomintang camp also intensified with each 
passing day. The Great Wall war of resistance of early 1933 and the Fujian 

Incident of November of the same year gave testimony to the opposition of the 

local armed forces of the bourgeoisie toward Chiang Kai-shek's traitorous 

policies. | 


In January 1933, the Central Workers and Peasants Government and the Red 
Army issued a manifesto stating that if attacks were halted on Red areas, 
the people's democratic rights guaranteed, and the masses immediately armed 
to resist Japan, the Red Army desired that all armed units conclude an 
armistice accord and jointly resist Japan. Under the impetus provided by 
our party, Feng Yuxiang [7458 3768 4382] and Communist Party member Ji 
Hongchang [0679 7703 2490] worked together to establish the Chahaer Anti- 
Japanese Alliance and to carry out armed struggle against Japan. The Red 
Army also reached an armistice accord for resistance to Japan with the 
leaders of the Fujian Incident. These actions may be said to have given 
definite form to the anti-Japanese united front, though they were only 
partial in nature. The Central Committee of the party was at that time in 
the grip of the Wang Ming [3769 2494] "left" opportunists, who did not 
capitalize on the beneficial conditions of an increasingly high tide of the 
anti-Japanese campaign throughout the entire country in the aftermath of 
the "18 September" incident to raise the proper timely political slogans or 
adopt the proper policies to organize a national united front to lead the 
struggle against Japan. At the same time, they militarily committed the 
opportunistic errors of slighting the enemy's importance and of fleeing 
from him, thereby bringing about the fifth defeat for the Red Army in 
countering the campaigns to “surround and suppress," with grievous losses 
for both the party and the Red Army that permitted no choice but a retreat 
from the central base areas and from numerous other bases to begin the Long 
March. 
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In January 1935 during the course of the Long March, the Party Central 
Committee convened the historically greatly significant Zunyi Conference 

[in Guizhou Province], which put an end to the Wang Ming opportunist line 
and established, in fact, the position of Chairman Mao as leader of the 
entire party and the entire army. During the summer of 1935, the situation 
in North China was very tense. Under the guidance of the Communist 
International's proposal for the organization of a worldwide anti-fascist 
united front, on 1 August the Communist Party of China issued its "Report to 
Fellow Countrymen on Resistance to Japan and National Salvation," (the 

1 August Manifesto), which was based on the further sharpening of contradic- 
tions between Japan and China at the time. This report clearly advocated 
the establishment in China of a national united front for resistance to 
Japan. In October 1935, the Red Army, under the guidance of Chairman Mao 
Zedong, victoriously completed its world-famous 25,000 li Long March to 
establish in North Shaanxi the headquarters for the leadership of resistance 
to Japan, thereby creating the most fundamental conditions for our party's 
Organization of a national unified front to resist Japan and to lead the 
entire country in a war of resistance. 


Influenced by the victory of the Long March of the Chinese Red Army of 
workers and peasants and the party's national united front policies of 
resistance to Japan, the 12 September movement, which stunned the entire 
country, broke out. 


Japanese imperialism's intensified aggression against North China further 
exposed Japan's ambitions to destroy China. The crisis of destruction of 
the Chinese people grew more serious. In December 1935, the Kuomintang 
reactionaries yielded to pressure from Japanese imperialists to make North 
China a special area in which China's national sovereignty was purposely 
sold out. At this time, it was the students of Beiping who first rose in 
resistance. On 9 December 1935 and again on 16 December, the Beiping students 
twice staged large-scale demonstrations. Fearing neither fire hoses nor 
large swords, they courageously advanced, loudiy shouting, "Down With 
Japanese Imperialism! ," "Oppose North China Autonomy! ," "Recover Lost 
Northeast Territory," and "Long Live the Liberation of the Chinese People!" 
in a mighty demonstration. Even though they encountered repression from 
the reactionaries, they remained fearless and even organized a propaganda 
team to travel southward to spread influence. Students in Shanghai, 
Nanjing, Tianjin, Guangzhou, Hangzhou, Wuhan, and Chongqing followed with 
anti-Japanese demonstrations. Workers and urban dwellers in each place also 
expressed support, one after another, for the students movement to develop 
struggle to resist Japan and oppose Chiang. 


In this movement, most areas were under the direct leadership of the 
Communist Party. The students broke through the net of Kuomintang fascist 
rule, took aim at Chiang Kai-shek's capitulationist policies, shouted aloud 
the feelings of the people of the entire country, vigorously aroused the 
entire nation and rapidly set in motion a new high tide in the campaign of 
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resistance to Japan. Not only did they impel the people to rise again, but 
they also impelled those representatives of the bourgeoisie and local armed 

factions who were in conflict with Chiang Kai-shek to unfurl once against the 

banner of resistance to Japan. 


In December 1935, the Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party 
convened a meeting of its Politburo at Wayaobao to pass the “Resolution 

on the Present Political Situation and the Task of the Party." This was 
closely followed by Chairman Mao's report to a meeting of party activists 
titled, "On the Strategy for Opposition to Japanese Imperialism," which set 
forth brilliantly our party's theory and policy for a national united front 
to resist Japan. 


Chairman Mao pointed out that the designs of Japanese imperialism for the 
domination of Ch'na had * rought about a change in class relationships in 
China. ‘ine workc-. and the peasants demanded resistance to Japan's policy 
of destruc... . of Cliina. The petit bourgeoisie also wanted resistance. But 
the big landlords and the big bourgeoisie, whose interests were inseparable 
from the interests of imperialism, organized a camp of traitors whose chief 
was Chiang Kai-shek. 


In his report, Chairman Mao emphasized analysis of the national bourgeoisie, 
pointing out that vacillation is characteristic of this class. They dislike 
imperialism but at the same time they fear the thoroughgoing nature of 
revolution. In the situation where Japanese imperialism wanted to destroy 
China, their left wing might join with the people's revolutionary front, 
while another segment might, in vacillation, adopt a neutral stance. 
Chairman Mao stated emphatically that because of this situation, once the 
national crisis reached severe proportions, a split would occur in the camp 
of the Kuomintang. Personalities briefly in the limelight who resisted Japan 
such as Feng Yuxiang, Cai Tingkai [5591 1694 6946] and Ma Zhanshan 

[7456 0594 1472] attested to the truth of this. 


Chairman Mao further pointed out that the camp of the landlords, compradores 
and bourgeoisie was also not completely united. This bloc, which lived in 
a semi-colonial environment backed by different imperialist powers, was 
mutually contradictory. These contradictions led to the unescapable 
quarrels among big dogs, little dogs, sated dogs, and hungry dogs that had 
happened many times in the past. In the present situation in which Japanese 
imperialism had become the principal object of struggle of the Chinese 
people, the running dogs supported by British and American imperialism 
would likely struggle clandestinely or even openly with Japanese imperialism 
and its running dogs according to the severity of the commands of their 
masters. We should “assemble all the struggles, failings, and conflicts 

of the enemy camp for use in opposing the principal enemy of the moment." 


Proceeding from this brilliant class analysis, Chairman Mao pointed out 


that, “the task of the party is to bring together in a united national 
revolutionary front the campaigns of the Red Army and all the actions of the 
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workers, the peasants, the students, the petit bourgeoisie, and the national 
bourgeoisie." Chairman Mao severely criticized the errors of dogmatism and 
closed-doorism, pointing out that the strategy of the united front was to 
recruit the broadest forces in order to surround and annihilate the enemy. 
This strategy must inevitably lead the revolution to victory. But the strategy 
of the closed-doorists was to fight a formidable war against a strong enemy 
singlehandedly. Such a strategy must inevitably lead the revolution to 
setbacks and defeat. The loner policy of the closed-doorists would inevitably 
place beyond the pale of the revolution or drive into the camp of the reac- 
tionaries forces that might otherwise be united. This would amount to driving 
one's friends into the arms of the enemy. Thus, they were, in fact, the 
lackeys of Japanese imperialism and of Chinese traitors. 


In his report, Chairman Mao gave exceptional emphasis to the question of the 
right to leadership of the proletariat in the united front, pointing out that 
the bourgeoisie is accustomed to using the face of false revolution to 
deceive the masses and seize authority for leadership of the revolution. Our 
party had to give full attention to this point and expose, as events unfold, 
their false revolution and their plot to seize leadership authority. We 

also had to be vigilant against use by Japanese imperialism, by Chiang 
Kai-shek, and by Chinese traitors of the techniques of alternate threats and 
inducements and maneuvering among various political groupings to destroy 

the activities of the united front; and we had to firmly bear in mind the 
lessons of the failure of the first great revolution. Chairman Mao pointed 
out that the united front of the present differed from the period of the 
first great revolution. We now possessed a stronger and more mature party 
that had been steeled by experience, as well as the Red Army and base areas. 
These had been determinants that "the Communist Party and the Red Army are 
not only presently the instigators in the formation of a national united 
front of resistance to Japan, but will also be the future solid mainstays 

of an anti-Japanese government and an anti-Japanese army." With the possession 
of such a solid mainstay, we “can make sure that the policies used by the 
Japanese imperialists and by Chiang Kai-shek to undermine the national 

united front against Japan will not achieve their final goal." This report 
from Chairman Mao gave ideological armament to the whole party. This was 
extremely important in giving impetus to the final formation of the national 
united front to resist Japan and in maintaining the independence of our party 
and army in the overall war of resistance to Japan, as well as in maintaining 
our party's authority to lead the united front. 


2. The Victory in the Northwest of the Policy of a National United Front 
To Resist Japan 


Wuen the Long March of the Red Army arrived in northern Shaanxi, the northwest 
was garrisoned by Zhang Xueliang's [1728 1331 .328] army from the Northeast 
and Yang Hucheng's [2799 5706 1004] 17th Route Army. Zhang and Yang were 
local warlords who took orders from Chiang Kai-shek. They had been beaten 
several times at the hands of the Red Army, so they were reluctant to engage 














in further combat with the Red Army for fear that their own forces would be 
wiped out. They had also been influenced by the steadily rising high tide of 
the nationwide campaign of resistance to Japan, and thus their doubts 

about Chiang Kai-shek's "communist suppression" gradually caused them to 
turn to acceptance of the Chinese Communist Party's national united front 
policy for resistance to Japan. 


Everyone knows that Zhang Xueliang was the son of the respected "bandit" 
turned warlord, Zhang Zuolin [1728 0155 7207]. After the Japanese had 
killed Zhang Zuolin with a bomb, at the prodding of the Americans and Chiang, 
Zhang Xueliang threw in his lot with the Kuomintang and carried out the so- 
called “exchange of flags in the Northeast," which gave Chaing Kai-shek the 
appearance of “nationwide unity." Following the "18 September Incident," 
Zhang Xueliang, acting on Chiang Kai-shek's instructions, withdrew his 
forces inside the Great Wall without the slightest show of resistance, and 
became chief of the Beiping branch of the Kuomintang Military Affairs 
Commission. In 1933, at the high tide of the nationwide anti-Japanese 
campaign, Chiang Kai-shek used a political stratagem to force Zhang Xueliang 
to step down from his position in order to divest himself of blame for 
having sold out the country. Zhang Xueliang escaped to Italy where he 
became infatuated with Mussolini's fascism. Following his return to China 
in 1934, he dedicatedly preached support for Chaing Kai-shek's dictatorship. 
In June 1935, after he became acting commander-in-chief (the actuai commander- 
in-chief being Chiang Kai-shek) of the "Northwest Bandit Suppression General 
Headquarters," he acceded to Chiang Kai-shek's reactionary instructions and 
conducted a vigorous civil war against the communists. In September, the 
Red Army annihilated one of his divisions in the campaign at Laoshan and 
killed his divisional commander, He Lizhong [0149 4539 0022]. In October, 

at a place called Yulinqiao, south of Ganquan, the Red Army annihilated his 
Fourth Battalion. This was part of Zhang Xueliang's crack units in which a 
regimental commander named Gao Fuyuan [7559 4395 3293], who had been 
commander of Zhang Xueliang's Guard Battalion, was captured alive by us. 
These two defeats caused a great decline in Zhang Xueliang's fighting elan, 
and he left for Nanjing full of vexation to participate in the Kuomintang's 
"Fifth Plenary Session." Before leaving, he commanded his subordinates, 
“not to advance further." But not long after arriving in Nanjing, Zhang 
Xueliang received word that the Red Army had annihilated another one of his 
divisions in the famous Zhiluozhen Campaign, capturing the divisional 
commander, Niu Yuanfeng [3662 0337 1496] alive. Three times in as many 
battles, the Northeast Army suffered severe losses and neither Chiang 
Kai-shek nor He Yingqin [0149 2019 2953] offered him the slightest bit of 
comfort. Instead, they wanted to reduce military disbursements to him and 
cancel the designation of one of his divisions. This event was overtaken 

by the outbreak of the 9 December movement in which young students, braving 
the large swords of the army and the policy as well as fire hoses, strove 

to save the nation from destruction. "Down With Japanese Imperialism! ," 
"Recover Lost Northeast Territory!" resounded in his ears. Zhang Xueliang 
could not help but feel ashamed and resentful at being accused of having lost 
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territory, and he could not help hut feel bitter at having been slapped down 
by the Red Army for following Chiang Kai-shek, only to end up being bullied 
by Chiang Kai-shek and He Yingqin. He realized that the proposals of the 
Chinese Communist Party and of the Red Army were sincere and that further 
battles with the Red Army would be positively futile. Thereupon, he devised 
a way to find some people who had connections with the Communist Party, 
hoping to find a new way out. He went to Shanghai to find Du Zhongyuan 
[2629 6850 6678]. Du hailed from Liaoning Province, and he had enjoyed a 
very close relationship with Zhang in the past. Following the "9 December™ 
Incident, he had gone to Shanghai to engage in the campaign to save the 
nation from disaster, holding the position of editor-in-chief of "XINSHENG 
ZHOUKAN [NEW LIFE WEEKLY]. During the summer of 1935, XINSHENG ZHOUKAN 
printed a piece titled, "Gossip Emperor," which the Japanese charged as 
“slandering the emperor of Japan," after which Du suffered oppression from 
Chiang Kai-shek. When Du and Zhang met, Du criticized Zhang's past errors, 
spoke of the proposal of the Chinese Communist Party for a united front of 
resistance to Japan, urged him to join with the Communist Party in resistance 
to Japan, and hoped he would maintain good relations with the 17th Route 
Army and with Sheng Shicai [4141 0013 2088] in Xinjiang Province to work for 
the realization of great unity in the Northwest. Zhang also looked up Li 

Du [2621 2629], a general in the former Northeast Volunteer Army, and asked 
Li to help introduce him to a connection in the Communist Party. Once 

Zhang Xueliang returned to Xian, he sent a telegram to Northeast University 
asking the students to send representatives to see him. Zhang knew that 
during the "9 December" activities, Northeast University had been very active 
and that the Communist Party must be inside it. At the same time, he asked 
Wang Yizhe [3769 0110 0772] in the front lines to make contact with the 

Red Army. 


Yang Hucheng's [2799 5706 1004] military units had a history of cooperation 
with the Communist Party by virtue of their participation during the 1920's 
great revolutionary period in Feng Yuxiang's Northwest Army. Once the 

Great Revolution had been defrated, Yang Hucheng became a petty warlord who 
was forced to go along with Chiang Kai-shek against the communists. But he 
did not kill members of the Communist Party, but sent them away in prepara- 
tion against the day when he might need to fall back on his relationship 
with them. In early 1935, troops of the 25th Red Army under the command of 
Xu Haidong [1776 3189 2639] broke through Kuomintang forces who had blocked 
their way on several occasions and moved from the Hebei-Henan-Anhui border 
area to the southern part of Shaanxi Province where they set up a new 
revolutionary base from which they were able henceforth to pose a threat 

to Yang Hucheng. At this time, Chiang Kai-shek ordered him to attack the 
Red Army, so he maneuvered his forces preparing for battle. The result was 
that between January and April, he was defeated three different times. In 
the first battle the Red Army annihilated his Sixth Battalion; in the second 
battle it annihilated his Second Regiment; and in the third battle it wiped 
out five of his most trusted battalions. By July, two more entire regiments 
of Yang's forces had been wiped out. This series of tragic defeats made 
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Yang Hucheng realize that the Red Army was not to be trifled with and that 
should he continue to fight them he could only lose all of his capital and 
finally be overthrown. Like Zhang Xueliang, after meeting serious attack 
from the Red Army, Yang Hucheng also began to think of the problem of how 
to establish some sort of relationship with the Communist Party. 


Our party's united front work with Zhang Xueliang had its inception in the 
release of Gao Fuyuan. After Gao had been captured by the Red Army, he 
could have been killed. But under the Red Army's policy of favored treat- 
ment, he was not only not killed but was well taken care of. He saw with 
his own eyes the intimate terms existing between officers and men in the 
Red Army and the relationship of unity and friendship; he saw that though 
life in the Red Army was hard, it was imbued with vitality and possessed of 
a rich political and cultural life; he heard with his own ears many heroic 
tales from the Long March of the Red Army; and he felt for himself the 

Red Army's spirit of service to the people and their sincere advocacy of 
resistance to Japan. All this could not but engender in him a sense of 
respect. Gao was a military man from the Northeast who knew the pain of 
having lost his home areas and whose combat against the Red Army had been 
entirely against his will. Following capture, he derived numerous profound 
political lessons from his own personal experience, and he came to under- 
stand many ideas that he had never understood before, with a great change 
taking place in his thinking. He took the initiative in asking to 

return to the Northeast Army to urge Zhang Xueliang to abandon his anti- 
communist policy, to stop fighting the Red Army, and to join in resistance 
to Japan. His request was approved. 


When Zhang Xueliang saw Gao Fuyuan, he created a scene, banging the table and 
cursing him for having surrendered to the Red Army and shouted that he 

would have him shot. Gao never had thought that Zhang would treat him 

this way, but felt he should go ahead and unburden his impressions of the 
Red Army nevertheless, and ask Zhang Xueliang to abandon anti-communism to 
unite with the Red Army to resist Japan. The more he spoke the more animated 
he became and ended up crying bitterly. Then, Zhang Xueliang indicated 
agreement with his views. Gao Fuyuan again returned to the Red Army to 
report his conversations with Zhang. Both Chairman Mao and Deputy Chairman 
Zhou Enlai personally received him, after which it was decided to send Li 
Kenong [2621 0344 6593] to meet with Zhang Xueliang. 


Verbal accords reached between Li Kenong and the Northeast Army pertaining 
to mutual nonaggression and matters of transportation and movement of trade 
were approved by the Central Committee for implementation. Li explained 
further to Zhang Xueliang matters pertaining to a united front against Japan. 
At the same time it was decided through consultation that for further talks 
on the great plan for resistance to Japan and national salvation leaders of 
the Chinese Communist Party would hold another talk with Zhang, and it was 
further decided to dispatch permanent representatives of the party and of 
the Red Army to Xian so as to build a normal relationship. 
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However, Zhang Xueliang mistakenly believed at that time that the central 
leadership organization of the Chinese Communist Party was still located in 
Shanghai. After he had met with Li Kenong, he received word that Li Du had 
found a connection to the Communist Party for him. The clandestine party in 
Shanghai at that time had decided to dispatch Liu “ing [2621 7844] to Xian, 
to do Zhang Xueliang's work. Zhang regarded this Siianghai connection very 
highly, and he specially dispatched a high ranking staff officer to meet 

Liu Ding in Xian. Liu informed Zhang Xueliang that the central leadership 
of the Chinese Communist Party was indeed in northern Shaanxi. Zhang wanted 
Liu Ding to remain, however, and from this time forward Liu Ding became a 


representative of the Chinese Communist Party and a permanent representative 
to Zhang Xueliang. 


In April 1936, Comrade Zhou Enlai, in his capacity as plenipotentiary of 

the party and the Red Army, held the now famous meeting at Yanan with Zhang 
Xueliang. At this meeting, Comrade Zhou Enlai set forth fully and profoundly 
our party's policy of a national united front against Japan; brilliantly 
analvzed the domestic and international situations; and convincingly answered 
the various questions that Zhang Xueliang raised. On the numerous important 
questions surrounding coalition against Japan, Comrade Zhou Enali and Zhang 
Xueliang reached unanimous agreement and also derived concrete results from 
the talks, such as an end to civil war, trade relations, and the mutual 
dispatch of permanent representatives. The success of this meeting had 
important significance for the formation of a united front in the northwest 
region, as well as in the promotion of a united front nationwid In the 
course of this meeting, Zhang Xueliang proposed that a coalition against 
Japan would not require being anti-Chiang and that the united front ought 

to include Chaing Kai-shek as well. Hearing this view, Comrade Zhou Enlai 
agreed to take it back to the central leadership for study. Our party 
figured that if a man such as Zhang Xueliang was able to take a giant step 
toward a coalition against Japan but was yet unable to accept opposition to 
Chiang, continued opposition to Chiang on its part would inevitably block 
extension of the united front. Consequently, our party thereafter abandoned 
the policy of “oppose Chiang and Resist Japan," and adopted "Pressure Chiang 
to Resist Japan." 


Our Party's united front work with Yang Hucheng had begun slightly earlier. 

In November 1935, Nan Hanchen [0589 3352 1368], who was conducting clandestine 
operations in the Tianjin-Shanghai area, commissioned Shen Bochun [3947 0130 
4783], in pursuit of the party's united front policy, to go to Nanjing to 
meet Yang Hucheng. (At that time Yang was participating in the Kuomintang's 
"Fifth Plenary Session" in Nanking). Shen was to tell Yang about our party's 
proposal for a national united front against Japan and urge Yang into a 
coalition with the Communist Party against Japan. Subsequently, Shen 
accompanied Yang to Xian and remained in Yang's headquarters to work. 


In December 1935, in a strenuous endeavor to launch a united front against 
Japan, Chairman Mao himself wrote a letter, which he dispatched via Wang 
Feng [3076 6912] to Yang Hucheng. This step was taken in awareness of Yang's 
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historical connection with our party, a situation that wag better than the 
one existing for the coalition with Zhang and one that might easily bear 
results. Wang Feng proceeded in disguise to. the 17th Route Army's defense 
area where he was seized by the civil corps and the letter he carried 
discovered. Wang then claimed that he was a subordinate of Yang on an 
important mission and demanded that he be taken to Commissioner Yang. (Yang 
was then commissioner of the Kuomintang's Xian Pacification Office). When 
Wang met Yang Hucheng, he handed the letter over to him and carefully 
explained our party's proposals for a united front in resistance to Japan. 
After questions raised by Yang were answered, Yang warmly accepted the 
proposals. Wang then met with the famous progressive, Du Bincheng [2629 
2430 0015] with whom he jointly discussed problems in launching united front 
work against Japan within the 17th Route Army. 


Not long afterward, Wang Shiying [3769 0013 5391], the person in charge of 
Clandestine operations in the Tianjin-Shanghai area, left Tianjin for Xian. 
He wanted to go to northern Shaanxi to seek instruction from and report hic 
operations to the central leaderhsip; at the same time he had alsc received 
an invitation from Yang Hucheng to come for discussions on the matter of 

a coalition against Japan. Wang exchanged views with Nan Hanchen in advance. 
Wang Shiying held a single lengthy secret meeting with Yang Hucheng in which 
accord was reached on bilateral cessation of hostilities against each other, 
preparation for a coalition to resist Japan, as well as reciprocal dispatch 
of representatives, the setting up of a radio broadcasting station in 

Yang's area, the setting up of a transportation station, and such concrete 
issues. Afterward, Wang Shiying and Wang Feng went together to northern 
Shaanxi to make a report to the central leadership. Later on, Wang Feng 
became the party's representative at Yang's headquarters. On his way back 
to the white area, Wang Shiying traveled through Xian, where he relayed 

to Yang Hucheng the party's approval of the various accords that had been 
reached with him. In April 1936, Wang Bingnan [3769 3521 0589] returned from 
abroad to Xian, where he also joined in united front work with Yang Hucheng. 
Inasmuch as he had had a longstanding relationship with Yang, Yang trusted 
him very much and kept him to help carry out political work. 


Simultaneously with the launching of high level united front work with Zhang 
Xueliang and Yang Hucheng, the party and the Red Amy launched active united 
front activities at a lower level among their forces. Most important of 
these activities was the release of prisoners to return and become our 
volunteer propagandists, and conduct of friendly dealings with units facing 
us and on our flanks, such as welcoming them to Red Army defense areas to 
see plays, etc. The lower ranking officers and men of Zhang's and Yang's 
forces readily accepted our party's political policies. This was particularly 
true with the Northeastern Army, which was composed mostly of men from the 
Northeast who suffered the sadness of having lost their land and their homes 
and grieved at separation from their wives and the scattering of their 
children. They readily accepted advocacy of an end to civil war and total 
resistance to Japan. “The Red Army helps the Northeastern Army to fight 
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back to its old homesteads!" was the slogan that particularly stirred their 
hearts. Inasmuch as united front work had heen successful with Zhang, Yang, 
and their forces, a complete halt to confroz.cation among the Red Army, the 
North astern Army and the 17th Route Army took place in the first half of 
193. Sometimes, in order to mislead Chaing Kai-shek, a false war was fought 
that was like stage acting, with you advancing and me retreating or you 
retreating and me advancing. With an armistice situation having been 
created, the Red Army, the Northeastern Army and the 17th Route Army changed 
from enemy armies into friendly armies cooperating in resistance to Japan. 
During the summer of 1936, the 17th Route Army established, through accord, a 
cooperative in the Fu County county seat to serve as a communications and 
transportation base for the Red Army and the 17th Army. Run by an under- 
ground party member, it was responsible for guiding personnel into and out of 
the Red zone and protecting their safety. The cooperative had large trucks 
that frequently traveled to Xian and Yanan to expedite the movement of goods 
into and out of base areas. Additionally, the 17th Route Army set up at 
Xian two reception centers, which became important communications centers in 
liaison between Ped and White zones. These communications centers played a 
very great role. 


In August 1936, the Central Committee dispatched Comrade Ye Jianying [5509 
0494 5391] to Xian to become our party's permanent representative there. 
This was also a response to Zhang Xueliang's request for help in improving 
his army in preparation for resistance to the Japanese. 


Among Zhang Xueliang's subordinates were several cadre of the youth faction 
whose ideology was fairly progressive. One of them was named Ying Detian 
[2019 1795 3944]. Ying had been a student at Northeastern University who, 
because of his fine achievements, caught the eye of Zhang Xueliang, who 
sent him to study in the United States. Following his return to China, he 
served as aide-de-camp to Zhang Xueliang with the rank of brigadier general. 
Another one was Sun Mingjiu [1327 6900 0036], battalion commander of Zhang 
Xueliang's bodyguard battalion. In these two men, one literary and one 
military, Zhang reposed much confidence. Still another named Miao Jianqiu 
[5379 0494 4428] was good at propaganda, and within the Northeastern Army 
there was nothing he would not dare say, and that even included daming 
Chiang Kai-shek. These youth faction cadres accepted our party's proposals 
for a national united front to resist Japan and took the lead in urging 
action to reform the Northeastern Army, to improve its morale, and to 
prepare for a war of resistance. During May and June 1936, they set up a 
Wangqu Military Officers Training Regiment in conjunction with the 17th 
Route Army. (Wangqu is a place rear Xian) Imitating Red Army methods, 
they emphasized ideological train/ng in resisting Japan. Zhang »).ueliang 
also organized within the Northesstern Army a group known as the “Anti- 
Japanese Comrades Society," in which Ying Detian served as secretary and 
Sun Mingjiu served as head of the operations department. This was an anti- 
Japanese organization. It was, at the same “ime, an organization within 
the unified army, and was headed by Zhang Xueliang personally, which is a 








reflection of the backward nature of warlords. But since one of its aspects 
was resistance to Japan, it still fulfilled an active function at the time, 
and therefore our underground party members joined it as well. Zhang Xueliang 
also ran a soldiers training corps devoted mainly to the training of company 
level and platoon level cadres to which our party also sent quite a few 
members of civilian vanguard units, progressive students, and some party 
members. 


In the process of accepting the united front policy of our party, Zhang and 
Yang also achieved unity between themselves. Yang Hucheng had been leader of 
the forces on the ground in the Shaanxi-Gansu region. When Zhang Xueliang's 
Northeastern Army arrived at this place with numerous men and vast strength, 
Yang began to feel a little wary, fearing that Zhang would use his strength 
to seize his territory or devour him completely. The sly Chiang Kai-shek 
always followed a policy of divide and rule toward the warlords and purposely 
exacerbated relations between Zhang and Yang to create suspicion and mutual 
containment. Because of this situation, t’iough Zhang and Yang accepted 
orders to fight the communivts, they took no concerted action, but kept a 
watch on each other, only to be cruelly defeated by the Red Army. In their 
formation of a relationship with the Communist Party too, they at first 
maintained mutual secrecy fearing that if the other side were to know of it 
they would reveal it. While eyeing each other, they mostly grumbled against 
Chiang Kai-shek's civil wer policy and the fact of their defeats ty the Red 
Army, and they probed each other. Later on, they accepted the national 
united front policy of our party against Japan and the end to their war with 
the Red Army became a fact; they too then came to understand each other 
somewhat. It was on this foundation that Gao Chongmin {7559 1504 3046], 
Yang Mingxian [2799 2494 6513] and countless other progressives worked with 
Zhang and Yang to eradicate mutual apprehensions and to unite them in the 
common goal of opposition to Japan. 


In this way a coalition came about in the Northwest Region among the Red 

Army, the Northeastern Army and the 17th Route Army on the basis of the 

policy of a national united front against Japan. At the time, this was 

called “the Trinity." The formation of this "Trinity" held great significance. 
This objective fact attested to the correctness and the political might of 

our party's policy of a national united front to oppose Japan, and made it 
impossible for Chiang Kai-shek to carry out his civil war policy of attacking 
the Red Army. This was also an important prerequisite to the Xian Incident. 


3. Outbreak of the Xian Incident 


In February 1936, in order to give impetus to the nationwide campaign of 
resistance to Japan, our party decided that the Red Army should move east- 
ward across the Huang He and across Shanxi into Hebei to engage the Japanese 
in direct combat. Inside Shanxi, the Red Army mercilessly attacked the 
military forces of Yan Xishan [7051 6932 1472], which were blocking the way 
forward, in numerous victorious battles. Yan Xishan immediately asked Chiang 
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Kai-shek for help. Chiang Kai-shek took the opportunity to send 10 divisions 
to Shanxi. Given this situation, the Red Army should have annihilated 
Chiang's and Yan's forces and achieved its objective of direct combat with 
the Japanese. But consideration was given to the national calamity that 
would result from a decisive war by the two sides and the inevitable damage 
that would occur to the nation's ability to resist Japan, and consideration 
was also given to the existence among Chiang's and Yan's forces of many 
patriotic military men who also desired an end to the civil war with full 
opposition to Japan and for whom interdiction of the Red Army went entirely 
against their own desires. In order to accelerate the ultimate realization 
on the part of Chiang Kai-shek and his forces, despite numerous victories, 
the Red Army finally decided to withdraw into northern Shaanxi. On 5 May, 
our Party Central Committee issued a circular telegram in the name of the 
Red Army, earnestly proposing to the Kuomintang authorities, “armistice 
negotiations and unified opposition to Japan." This circular telegram also 
placed Chiang Kai-shek in the ranks of those needing awakening, and marked 
the beginning of the change in our party's strategy from "Oppose Chiang 

and Resist Japan," to "Pressure Chiang to Resist Japan." This circular 
telegram had a great effect on middle and lower ranking officers and soldiers 
in the Kuomintang armed forces. Even if Yan Xishan could only deny it, the 
proposal for opposition to Japan from the Communist Party and the Red 

Army was sincere. The Red Army had fought and won, yet it took the initia- 
tive in withdr«. .1; this was something that no other army wou)d do. 


On 25 August 1936, the Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party 
again issued a "Letter to the Kuomintang," which directly appealed io the 
Kuomintang to stop the war and resist Japan. This was the first time since 
Chiang Kai-shek betrayed the Great Revolution that our party had any direct 
formal contact with the Kuomintang. This was an unusual change at that time; 
consequently the Party Central Committee issued special instructions ex- 
plaining to party members the change in policy from “Oppose Chiang and 
Resist Japan," to “Pressure Chiang to Resist Japan." But Chiang Kai-shek 
obstinately stuck to his reactionary policy of "first settle the internal 
and then resist the exterral." In October 1936 right after the Guangdong- 
Guangxi Incident was concluded, Chiang Kai-shek hastily flew directly to 
Xian without even returning to Nanjing, and set to work at once to lay plans 
for a new "bandit suppression" campaign. 


Chiang Kai-shek had uc ver had any confidence in Zhang or Yang. In allowing 
Zhang to be acting commander-in-chief of the "Northwest Bandit Headquarters," 
he installed alongside him Yan Daogang [2518 6670 0474] (chief of the 

General Staff of the "Northwest Bandit Headquarters") and the big intelligence 
officer, Tseng Kuoqing [2582 2368 1906] (chief of the Political Training 
Division of the "Northwest Bandit Headquarters"’ to keep watch over him. 
Moreover, Chiang Kai-shek's own forces always kept watch in the Shaanxi- 
Gansu border region over Zhang and Yang's forces. Chiang’ intelligence 
agents frequently reported Zhang's and Yang's movements t.: Chiang. In 

May 1936 the "A WAY OUT WEEKLY" Incident occurred. Chiang Kai-shek's 
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intelligence agents seized this progressive magazine and made a report to 
Chiang, which Chiang used as a handle to make inquiries of Zhang. Zhang 
blamed it on his subordinates, saying he knew nothing of it. Since the 
agents did not seize the sponsor of the publication, Gao Chongmin, this 
matter could not be brought to a satisfactory @onclusion. Throughout 

August, Chiang Kai-shek's intelligence agents in Xian sent a steady stream of 
intelligence reports to Chiang about Zhang's and Yang's coalition with the 
communists to oppose Japan. Chiang Kai-shek thereupon issued orders to 

track down and arrest communists and progressive’. On 28 August, intelligence 
agents of the Shaanxi Provincial Headquarters of the Kuomintang seized 

Zhang Xueliang's two secretaries in the Northwest Hotel, together with a 

man whom the underground party at Northeast University had sent to work 

with the Northeastern Army. While being escorted in custody to the provin- 
cial Kuomintang headquarters, he encountered a military police patrol of the 
17th Route Army and loudly shouted, "Bandit kidnappers!" and “Help!" The 
patrol swarmed forward at once, and one of its members recognized him. The 
patrol sent the intelligence agents on their way at once and returned him 

to the Northeastern Army. After Zhang Xueliang heard the news, he sent some 
persons at once to the Northwest Hotel to inquire about the matter, only to 
have them seized by the intelligence agents. Zhang was enraged and immediately 
sent for Shao Lizi [6730 4539 1311] (Shaanxi provincial chairman of the 
Kuomintang government) whom he gave a good dressing down, telling him that 
"to show no respect for Acting Commander Zhang was tantamount to showing 

no respect to Kuomintang Central Committee Chief Chiang." He wanted him to 
look into the whole matter from beginning to énd. On the following day, 
Zhang Xueliang again sent Sun Mingjiu at the head of his body guard to 
surround the provincial headquarters of the Kuomintang to seize by force the 
people who had been arrested. At the same time 1e went over the intelligence 
files there, finding not only that the intelligence agents had drawn up a 
blacklist of communists and progressives in the Northeastern Army and the 
17th Army, but finding also some materials that were derogatory to Shao Lizi. 


The intelligence agents were both frightened and resentful of Zhang Xueliang 
from surrounding the headquarters with troops and seizing it. Zeng Kuoqing 
boarded an airplane for a special trip to Guangzhou to report to Chiang 
Kai-shek. Chiang was so angry he beat his chest and stamped his feet, but 
there was nothing he could do. Handling of the Guangdong-Guangxi Incident 
was not finished and until it was he could not free his hands to teach 
Zhang Xueliang a lesson; all he could do was seek some other opportunity to 
take revenge. This episode illustrates that the contradiction was already 
very sharp between the policy of Zhang's and Yang's coalition with the com- 
minists to oppose Japan and the capitulationist anti-communist policy of 
Chiang Kai-shek. An eruption could take place at any time. 


Since he was already wary of Zhang and Yang, when Chiang Kai-shek flew to 
Xian he did not live inside the city but at several score li away at 
Huaginchi in Lintong. Every day Zhang Xueliang went to see Jiang, urging 
him to change his policy of “bandit suppression" to lead the entire country 
in opposition to the Japanese. But instead of listening, he damned Zhang 
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saying, “bewitched by the Communist Party!" He personally visited the Wanqu 
Military Officers Training Regiment to “admonigh." In crder to prove the 
correctness of hig traitorous advocacy of "first settle the internal after 
which repel the external," he quoted everybody from Confucius to Zeng 
Guofan [2582 0948 5672]. At this time the officers of both the Northeastern 
Army and the 17th Route Army were accustomed to hearing about putting an 
end to the civil war and joint opposition to Japan. Chiang Kai-shek's old 
stuff was offensive to their ears. After the fact, people talked about how 
to eradicate the effects of the “admonition.” They sent for Miao Jianqiu. 
Miao didn't care whom he reviled, and as soon as he reached the platform 

he started to revile Chiang Kai-shek saying, "Yesterday someone said that 
Japan is a distant enemy and that the Communist Party is an enemy close at 
hand, telling us not to fight Japan but to fight the Communist Party. This 
is simply rubbish! Our Northeast is occupied oy the Japanese and our 
Northeast soldiers have become men without provinces or homes. Now when 
Someone goes so far as to make such impudent remarks, we Northeasterners 
don't stand up for ourselves. We should let him walk in on his own two 
feet, but go out lying down!" These words were quickly reported to the 
intelligence officer, Yan Daogang. Yan went to Zhang Xueliang at once to 
demand that Miao Jiangiu be punished. Zhang, fearing that the situation 
would get out of hand with the premature disclosure of his relations with 
the Red Army, could only send Miao to live in hiding in Tianjin, later 
saying that he had absconded to avoid punishment. This episode showed 

that it was entirely impossible for Chiang Kai-shek to get the Northeastern 
Army and the 17th Route Army to fight the Red Army. But Chiang Kai-shek, 
like all other stubborn reactionaries, was a subjective idealist. He 
simply refused to admit the laws of development of objective situations, 
but went blindly on to handle matters for the benefit of the big landlord 
and big bourgeoisie whom he represented. He was destined to run into a 
stone wall. 


At the end of October Chaing again flew to Luoyang to spend his 50th birthday. 

By way of "celebrating the birthday," he engaged in the farce of "airplane 
donations" throughout the country, forcing people to donate airplanes to 

him. At the same time he nervously deployed troops to "suppress the communists," 
transferring units northward that had been sent southward during the Guangdong- 
Guangxi Incident, concentrating several hundred thousand units along the 

Longhai and Beiping-Hankou railroads awaiting orders to move into Shaanxi 

and Gansu. He further transferred 100 aircraft in readiness to be thrown 

into a civil war battlefield. He was really out to kill, and acting as 

though he were “anxious to finish off the enemy at once." 


Coupled with the initiation of a communist suppression campaign was Chiang 
Kai-shek's intensified oppression of mass campaigns with the arrest of Shen 
Junru [3088 6874 0320], Zou Taofen [6760 7290 1164] and others of the 

"Seven Gentlemen" in the National Salvation Society. In protest against 
this fascist tyranny, Song Qingling [1345 1987 7881] sparked a "Go to Prison 
Campaign" that put the judicial authorities in an extremely awkward position. 
In November, Chiang Kai-shek flew to Taiyuan to get Yan Xishan to put an end 
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to Fu Zuoyi's [0265 0155 5030] resistance to the Japanese. Next, he flew 
back to Xian on 4 December and deployed forces in preparation to launch a 
civil war at once. 


Now, Chiang Kai-shek gave Zhang Xueliang a choice of two ways to go. Either 
he could obey orders and attack the Red Army or the Northeastern Army would 
be transferred to Fujian, the 17th Route Army would be transferred to Anhui, 
and Chiang's forces would directly garrison Shaanxi and Gansu to take 

orders from him personally for “communist suppression." Jiang Xueliang 
understood that in a situation in which his entire forces were ruled by 

the ideology of coalition with the communists to oppose Japan, any thought 

of attacking the Red Army would be absurd. Were he to insist on commanding 
an attack on the Red Army, his entire army would disintegrate. And if the 
Northeastern Army and the 17th Route Army were to be transferred away from 
the Northwest and away from the Red Army, they would inevitably be separately 
devoured by Chiang Kai-shek. He could see that neither road could be followed. 
What was to be done? Zhang Xueliang also prepared two alternatives: continued 
urging of Chaing Kai-shek to change his policy, aud if the urging failed, 

to prepare to use force. He informed our party's representative, Ye 
Jianying, of this intention. Since the matter was of such great improtance, 
Comrade Ye Jianying immediately left Xian to return to the base region to 
report to the central authorities. On 7 December a sharp argument took 

place between Zhang and Chiang, with Zhang weeping and pleading but without 
the slightest change in Chiang's attitude. Finally Chaing Kai-shek pounded 
the table and shouted at Zhang in a loud voice that his communist suppression 
policy would never change even were he to die. Then it was that Zhang 
Xueliang realized that persuasion was utterly useless and that he could 

only “remonstrate with the use of troops." 


On 8 December, Zhang Xueliang and Yang Hucheng met secretly and made their 
decision to arrest Chiang Kai-shek. But they felt that since the ramifica- 
tions of the act were so great, they should understand something about 
military and political shifts in Xian. On the same day Yang Hucheng paid 

a call on Shao Lizi where, in the course of conversation, Shao let slip 

the Japanese "26 February" Incident. Yang Hucheng could not hide his alarm 
at hearing this and dropped the cigarette he was holding in his hand. Yang 
told Zhang Xueliang what Shao had said, and they both felt that the 
opportunity was pressing, that they must act with all possible speed, and 
that they must strictly preserve secrecy. 


Zhang and Yang divided the tasks, with Zhang taking responsibility for 
seizing Chiang, and Yang taking responsibility for arresting Chiang's senior 
military officers who were living inside the city. 


On 9 December the students of Xian held a large demonstration to commemorate 
the first anniversary of the "9 December" Movement. Some residents of the 
city also joined the rally. After the mammoth demonstration was over, some 
progressives led a column of students out of the city to petition Chiang 
Kai-shek to oppose Japan. Night had already fallen and Xian lay several 
score li away from Lintong. But the students, acting out of sincere 
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patriotism and anger at the Kuomintang's reactionary policies, still 
proceeded on their mighty way despite the darkness of night, the distance 

of the journey, and the piercingly cold wind. When Ch‘ang Kai-shek received 
word, he telephoned Zhang Xueliang at once demanding that he stop the student 
demonstration, telling him to fire on them to put it down. Chiang Kai-shek 
deployed his own bodyguard unit and mounted machine guns to await the arrival 
of the students, whom he was prepared to butcher. In order to avoid the 
senseless slaughter of the students, Zhang Xueliang drove a car all the way 
to Baqiao before he caught up with the students. Zhang urged the students 
not to petition Chiang Kai-shek under any circumstances, but the students 
would not listen. There were some students from the Northeast among them 
who stood up, one after another, and said to Zhang Xueliang: The North- 
eastern Army and the people of the Northeast have been driven to flight by 
the Japanese devils, with wives separated from their husbands and children 
scattered, having no homes to which to return. Now the anti-Japanese movement 
has reached a high tide, and General Zhang must lead us to fight for the 
recovery of our old homes; only in that way can he face the elders and 
brethren. These heartfelt words aroused sadness among the people at the 

loss of their territory and their homes. Some shouted loudly: "Support 
Ceneral Zhang to fight for our old homes!" A myriad voices then took up the 
c*y. This scene was truly awesome and Zhang Xueliang was greatly moved and 
said to the students at once: The Japanese killed my father, and this has 
not been revenged to this day. For the loss of the rivers and mountains of 
the Northeast, the people of the entire country damn me. I am determined 

to fight for the recovery of the Northeast. But you had better not petition 
today or else you will come to grief. Chiang Kai-shek has already ordered 
his men to open fire to stop you. On hearing this, the students became even 
more angry, said they were not afraid, and resolved to go. At once Zhang 
Xueliang guaranteed the students that: I am determined to oppose Japan! Within 
a week events will answer everyone. Finally the people believed him and filed 
back toward the city. 


On the 10th and llth, Zhang Xueliang intensified military deployments and 
selected the men who were to seize Chiang, with his most trusted Sun Mingjiu 
leading the contingent. In order to guarantee smooth execution of the 
operation, he handpicked two able-bodied and agile officers from Yulin--one, 
a division commander, and the other a regimental commander--to help Sun 
Mingjiu with the task. Zhang found a means to have those charged with 
seizing Chiang meet with Chiang face to face, so they would be able to 
recognize Chiang and be familiar with the road to and from his place. At 
the same time he made arrangements for the contingent that would surround 
Chiang's residence. Zhang and Yang fixed the time of action at 0600 hours 
on the 12th. In order to give Chiang Kai-shek a false sense of security, 

on the night of the 1lth Zhang Xueliang socialized with Chiang at his 
quarters. Inside the city, meanwhile, Yang Hucheng invited to dinner and to 
see a play all the high ranking generals whom Chiang had transferred with the 
intention of "suppressing the communists." In the dead of night, Zhang 
Xueliang hurried back to the city to meet with these generals. At 2 o'clock 
in the small hours of the morning of the 12th, Zhang started back to the 
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Northeastern Army to call together all of his generals to announce the 
decision to “remonstrate with the use of troops." This amounted to placing 
under surveillance all unreliables, after which he dispatched the most 
reliable persons to direct separate parts of the operation. Before daybreak, 
the Xian Incident that shook China and the world erupted. 


Sun Mingjiu led his contingent to Lintong, where he planned to seize Chiang 
Kai-shek without firing a shot. But upon arrival, he met resistance from 
Chiang Kai-shek's bodyguard. After a brief exchange of fire, he disarmed 
Chiang Kai-shek's bodyguard. Chiang Xiao-xian [5592 1321 0341], a reactionary 
to the core, was killed on the spot. By the time Sun Mingjiu and his men 
rushed into Chiang Kai-shek's quarters, Chiang ahd already fled helter-skelter, 
leaving his false teeth on the table. When Sun discovered that Chiang's 
bedclothes were still warm, he decided he had not run far away. Then, as 
soon as it got light, he immediately began a search of the mountain and, in 
a small hole beneath a large boulder they found Chiang Kai-shek. Chiang 

was wearing only pajamas, and in crossing a wall during flight, he had hurt 
his back. He lay curled, cowering, and trembling--a pitiful sight. Sun 
shouted to him to come out, but he was afraid to come out. At length Sun 
Mingjiu forced him into a motorcar and took him under guard into the city to 
the Xincheng home of Yang Hucheng. Inside the city Chiang's generals, 

Chen Cheng [7115 6134], Wei Lihuang [5898 4539 3552], Zhu Shaoliang [2612 
4801 5328] and others numbering more than 10 in all were captured. Only 
Shao Yuanzhong [6730 0337 0394] among them was shot dead when he tried to 
escape. On hearing the sound of riflefire, Yan Daogang and the other 
intelligence agents for Chiang Kai-shek who lived in the city became 
extremely distraught and quickly telephoned to inquire what had happened. 

But the officers were already in custody, so Yan learned nothing. Hurriedly 
Yan telephoned Zhang Xueliang, but he was unable to get through. Next he 
telephoned Yang Hucheng, where Zhang Xueliang just happened to be directing 
operations. Zhang took the phone and asked Yan what was happening. Yan said 
that his quarters had been surrounded and that he was not free to move. 

Zhang said, "I'm not free either," and hung up. The frightened Yan Daogang's 
concern turned into joy momentarily in the belief that his "Central Committee 
head''had convinced the 17th Route Army to put under house arrest Zhang 
Xueliang, the supporter of a coalition with the communists to oppose Japan. 
But within a short time, some men from the 17th Army arrived to seize Yan 
and lock him up with Chaing's other generals. 


Thanks to the close coordination of Zhang and Yang, the incident progressed 
very smoothly. On that same day, the 12th, Zhang and Yang sent a joint 
circular telegram in which they clearly stated that the incident had been 
motivated entirely by desire for resistance to Japan to save the country. 

As for Chiang himself, it was hoped that he would still examine himself and 
change his policy of communist suppression to lead the entire nation in 
opposition to Japan. The circular telegram made eight proposals: (1) Reorgan- 
ization of the Nanjing government to include all political parties; (2) an end 
to all civil war; (3) release of patriotic leaders; (4) release of all 
political criminals; (5) lifting of the ban on popular demonstrations; 

(6) guaranteed freedom of speech, of assembly. °° >f association for the 
people; (7) following the will of Dr Sun Yat-se..; ...d (8) immediate convening 
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of a conference on national .alvation. These proposals of Zhang and 

Yang were in accord with the urgent demands of the people throughout the 
nation and were entirely in agreement with our party's policy of a national 
united front to oppose Japan. After the circular telegram had been sent, 
Zhang and Yang took various important military and political actions such 

as setting up a "Planning Commission," headed by Gao Chongmin, to study 
important political problems; abolition of the “Northwest Suppression 
Headquarters"; establishment of a Northwest Provisional Military Affairs 
Commission of the Combined Armies Resisting Japan, with Zhang Xueliang and 
Yang Hucheng individually serving as head and deputy head of the commission 
respectively; organization of reserve forces; transfer of military forces in 
preparation both to oppose the Japanese and to meet the "suppression" of the 
Nanjing government; organization of a combined staff organization; enhanced 
political training of the forces and establishment of a political department; 
reorganization of the Shaanxi provincial government with the famous progres- 
sive, Du Bincheng, as secretary general; disbanding the Kuomintang provin- 
cial party headquarters and setting up a mass movement directorate with 

Wang Bingnan as its director; release of the political prisoners in Xian; 
and getting rid of miscreants such as Huang Niantang [7806 1819 1016], 

(a special military intelligence agent) who had shot the director of the 
17th Route Army Communications Department who was serving concurrently as 
the director of the Telecommunications Bureau, etc. 


A clear thread runs from the initiation of the incident through the eight 
proposals of the circular telegram to the various military and political 
actions taken, namely that the Xian Incident was undertaken by the patriotic 
leaders, Zhang and Yang, under the impetus of the Chinese Communist Party's 
policy of a national united front to oppose Japan in “courageous opposition 
to the appeasement of Japan by the Kuomintang authorities and its reactionary 
policies of domestic butchery." It was a righteous patriotic action that 
played a major progressive role in history. 


4. Reactions at Home and Abroad to the Xian Incident 


The sudden outbreak of the Xian Incident astounded the entire country and 
the entire world. Ever since he had come to power in 1927 by carrying out 
a counterrevolutionary coup d'etat, Chiang Kai-shek had been a personality 
on whom reactionaries both inside and outside China had focused their 
attention. In their eyes, Chiang Kai-shek was the "leader" of a unified 
China and the person with the most power. Now he had been captured. The 
suddenness of the incident and the importance of its ramifications could 
not but make them feel astounded. Their reactions to the incident differed 
according to the interests of their particular class or group. 


Internationally the German, Italian, and Japanese imperialists had always 
supported Chiang Kai-shek's anti-communist policies. Japan, in particular, 
was much concerned about the incident and repeatedly announced that it did 
not want the Nanjing government to make any decisions that would damage

Japan's interests. The Japanese were somewhat frightened at first when 

they learned that the incident had been led hy a faction that advocated 
opposition to Japan. But they felt as well that inasmuch as Chiang Kai-shek 
was pro-British and pro-American, they might by able to use this opportunity 
to overthrow him and prop up the pro-Japanese He Yingqin in power, which 
would be more advantageous for their aggression against China. Consequently, 
they did their best to stir up trouble in relations between Nanjing and Xian, 
and gave support to the dispatch of troops to Xian by He Yingqin, hoping to 
stir a major civil war so they could loot China while it was in flames. At 
this time still another head of the pro-Japan faction, Wang Jingwei [3076 
4737 5898], was in Germany. When he heard the news, he was ecste'‘c and, 
with the support of Hitler's government, rushed pell-mell back h. to prepare 
to take over. But much to his disappointment, by the time he stepped ashore 
in China, the incident had been peacefully settled. 


The attitude of Britain and the United States was different. They had long 

been unhappy with the inch-by-inch encroachment of Japanese imperialism on 

their interests in China. They were extremely concerned lest the end of 

Chiang Kai-shek cause even greater damage to their interests. They therefore 

proposed a peaceful solution so as to keep Chiang Kai-shek in power. Having 
studied the circular telegram of Zhang and Yang, they felt the problem 

was, at bottom, resistance to Japan, which was entirely negotiable. In 
pursuit of this policy, they came out actively in support of Song Meiling's 
opposition of the suppression faction and announced that they desired to 

act as mediators. Later, Donald flew to Xian to implement this policy of 
British and American imperialism. The greatest concern on the part of Zhang 
and Yang was the reaction of the Soviet Union. But when they heard the 
Soviet reaction on the radio, they were rather disappointed. The Soviet 
Union said that they had adventurously carried out a military plot, which 

if botched could bring about civil war; they also suspected it had been 
instigated by Japan. But this did not unduly dampen Zhang's and Yang's 
spirits. At that time the Soviet Union also advocated a peaceful resolution 
of the Xian Incident, seeing such as beneficial to future Chinese resistance 
to Japan. The Soviet Union advocated the formation with the United States 
and Great Britain of a peace front in the Pacific. 


Inside China, Zhang and Yang sent people everywhere to engage in liaison 
following issuance of their circular telegram, and people from everywhere 
were sent to Xian too. The Kuomintang's local warlords were very sly; most 
did not dare to express openly their support for Zhang and Yang. Only 

Li Zongren [2621 1350 0088] in Guangxi and Liu Xiang [0491 3276] in Sichuan 
expressed rather open support for Zhang and Yang. The leader of the war of 
resistance in Suiyuan Province, Fu Zuoyi, also supported Zhang and Yang. 
After the outbreak of the incident, he thought of flying personally to Xian 
to meet Yang and Zhang, hoping to obtain their vigorous support for the war 
of resistance in Suiyuan. But since he was unable to go to Xian personally, 
he sent a representative, but by the time the representative arrived the 
incident had already been peacefully resolved. Song Zheyuan [1345 0772 0337], 
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and Han Fuju [7281 1788 2829] appeared to support the central leadership of 
the Kuomintang, but they, in fact, proposed that Zhang be killed. As the 
incident approached resolution, Han Fuju, at the instigation of his advisors, 
sent a telegram of support to Zhang and Yang, as a result of which Chiang 
Kai-shek made a note. Later on Han was killed by Chiang. Yang Xishan, that 
wily old traitor, expressed support for Zhang Xueliang's pressuring of 

Chiang to oppose Japan even while he was in Luoyang “celebrating the birthday" 
of Chiang. But after the incident occurred, he finally rebuked and questioned 
Zhang and Yang, demanding that they hand Chiang Kai-shek over to him, 

thinking thereby to do a little opportunistic business and net some political 
capital. When Zhang Xueliang received his telegram, he was extremely angry. 
In a meeting of military and political cadres, he reviled Yan Xishan. 


Yan Xishan's attitude is a classic illustration of the class nature of 
warlords. They always form an attitude on the basis of their own personal 
interests. They look at how incidents benefit or hurt each class in the 
country and how they benefit or hurt imperialist countries. No matter that 
Zhang's and Yang's advocacy of opposition to Japan was very popular, the 
power of the british and American faction, of which Chiang Kai-shek was a 
representative, was, in the final analysis, still the strongest factor 
among the ruling class. Consequently, they did not dare to rashly affront 
Chiang Kai-shek. If possible, they all hoped to reap some benefit from 

the incident. 


Especially worthy of attention was the reaction of the Nanjing government. 
The outbreak of the Xian Incident took them completely by surprise. When 

the news arrived, they sank into chaos with no one having any idea what to 
do. This situation played into the hands of the Japanese imperialists. They 
immediately took action to prop up the pro-Japanese careerist, He Yingqin, 
who came out for vigorous suppression of Zhang and Yang, an endeavor for 
which the Japanese indicated they would give military support. At the same 
time they directed the head of the puppet army, Li Shoushin [2621 1343 0207], 
to send a circular telegram announcing that he desired to cooperate with 
Nanjing in the suppression of Zhang and Yang. He Yingqin was at that time 
the Kuomintang government's chief of the political department of the armed 
forces and, at the urging of Japanese imperialism and feeling that the 
opportunity should not be missed, he ran up the banner of “put down the 
traitors,” shouting loudly that in kidnapping the commander without regard 
for party discipline or the laws of the land, Zhang Xueliang had become a 
rebel who had to be suppressed. From the standpoint of the Kuomintang, 

He Yingqin had really gotten hold of "reason." So it was that this 
"suppression" argument was able to mislead some people. At that time Dai 
Chuanxian's [2071 0278 6343] group supported him. The views of this faction 
achieved dominance for a time. On 26 December, He Yingqin became "commander- 
in-chief of the Rebel Suppression Army," and commanded a large military 

force to depart for Tongguan and, occupying the territory of Huayang and 
Huaxian, to make deployments for an attack on Xian. He also sent aircraft 
to bomb the county seat of Weinan County near Xian as well as the nearby 
Chishui railroad station, and he threatened to bomb Xian. For a time the war 

















clouds were thick, and large scale civil war could easily have been touched 
off. But the Song family and Kong Xiangxi [1313 4382 3556], who were backed 
by the British and the Americans, were resolutely opposed to the advocacy of 
He Yingqin's “suppression faction." They felt that if troops were actually 
sent to Xian or if Xian were bombed, Chiang Kai-shek would be sent to his 
death. With Chiang dead, the power of the British and American faction 
would likely decline. This was something that their British and American 
imperialist backers could not permit. So, when the British and American 
embassies transmitted their governments’ proposals for a peaceful solution, 
Song Meiling at once screwed up her courage to oppose the “suppression 
faction," and advocated the rescue of Chiang Kai-shek. In a meeting Song 
Meiling and He Yingqin argued, quarreled, and even cursed each other. At 
this time, the left wing of the Kuomintang in Nanjing was able to see 
Clearly the overall picture and also advocated a peaceful solution to avoid 
civil war. But since it suffered from the suspicion, iealousy, and oppres- 
sion of He Yingqin, it could play no role. At one point Feng considered 
sneaking out of Nanjing to find Song Zheyuan and Han Fuju, his old subordinates, 
and make a proposal once he had strength in his hands. But Feng did not go. 
As Song Meiling's faction gradually became more powerful, he rose to 
support Song Meiling. By that time the chaos in the Nanjing government had 
pretty much ended. Finally it was decided to try to rescue Chiang Kai-shek 
and to get hold of Donald (an Australian), this representative of British 
and American interests, who had also been, at various times, an advisor to 
both Chiang Kai-shek and Zhang Xueliang, and have him fly to Xian to take 
soundings. 


Following the capture of Chiang Kai-shek, there was no unanimous reaction 
within Xian itself. Most of the officers and men who were subordinates of 
Zhang and Yang as well as the people of Xian advocated killing him. They 
felt that since an arch-criminal such as Chiang Kai-shek, who had brought 
calamity to the nation and the people had been seized, an indictment should 
be published and he should be turned over to the people of the country for 

a public trial and that there were absolutely no grounds for his release. 
But there were others who advocated releasing Chiang. Someone wrote an 
anonymous letter offering himself for custody in place of Chiang Kai-shek 
so that Chiang could be released and so he could later obtain Chiang's help 
and reward. Chiang Kai-shek trusted to iuck while looking for opportunities 
to become friendly with his guards to get them to release him. The views of 
Zhang and Yang were not identical either. From the outset, Zhang Xueliang 
had clung to the idea that if only Chiang Kai-shek would stop the civil 

war and work together to oppose Japan, he would continue to support him 

as the leader. Yang Hucheng, however, was inclined to punish Chiang Kai-shek. 


Zhang Xueliang saw that the situation was complex, and to insure Chiang 
Kai-shek's safety, he decided to move him from Yang Hucheng's Xincheng 

home to the Gao Guizi [7559 2710 3320] residence, which was near his own 
residence. But Chiang Kai-shek was certain that to leave the large house 
meant sending him to his death, and he was extremely frightened despite all 
entreaties. Finally, when Donald told him that this was for his own safety, 
he agreed to move out. 








Since neither Zhang nor Yang had been able to decide on a clear policy about 
the handling of events in advance of the incident, they felt tense and 
distressed as though riding a tiger from which they could not dismount in 
the aftermath of the incident after seeing the divergence of reactions both 
inside and outside the country as well as the suppression faction swollen 
with arrogance. Consequently they especially hoped that the Chinese 
Communist Party would quickly send a delegation for joint discussion of a 
policy to resolve the incident. 


5. Our Party's Correct Policy in Handling the Xian Incident and the Peaceful 
Resolution of the Xian Incident 


When the news of the Xian Incident and the capture of Chiang Kai-shek reached 
North Shaanxi, the soldiers of the Red Army and the people in the base area 
were overjoyed. Some could not keep from bursting into song, dancing, and 
loudly shouting slogans. For 10 years Chiang Kai-shek had supported an 
anti-communist civil war, had betrayed the country and injured the people. 
Both his hands were covered with the blood of Communist Party members and 
revolutionaries. Not only did the soldiers of the Red Army and the people 
in the base areas hate him to the marrow of their bones, but the masses of 
people and patriotic soldiers throughout the country were filled with anger. 
So if people wanted to kill Chiang to get repayment of a blood debt, this 
was entirely understandable. 


For the Central Committee of the party headed by Chairman Mao the ramifications 
of the incident were extremly great, and our party's policy would have to be 
decided on the basis of the fundamental benefits to the Chinese revolution 
and the requirements of the struggle against Japan. Therefore, the Central 
Committee convened a session for profound discussion of the incident. The 
renegade Zhang Guotao [1728 0948 3614] used the sentiments of mass hatred 

for Chiang Kai-shek to advocate strongly that Chiang be killed, shouting, 
"Drive him out of Tongguan!" Objectively, this entirely accorded with the 
requirements of Japanese imperialism and of He Yingqing's pro-Japan faction 
to stir up large-scale civil war. The Central Committee of the party 

headed by Chairman Mao resolutely rejected Zhang Guotao'’s erroneous proposals 
and quickly gained a unanimity of views. Based on Marxist class analysis, 

the Party Central Committee held that the Xian Incident was the outcome of 
dissatisfaction on the part of some of the representatives of China's 
national bourgeoisie and on the part of some of the Kuomintang powerholders 
with the Nanjing government's policy toward Japan, and a desire for immediate 
cessation to “communist suppression,” an end to civil war, unified resistance 
to Japan, and an acceptance of proposals of the Communist Party for opposition 
to Japan. This affirmed the nature of the progress of the incident. Simul- 
taneously, it also pointed out on the basis of the combat situation both 
domestically and abroad, that there were two ways in which the incident could 
go. One way was the outbreak of large-scale civil war. "This way is one 

that the international peace front, the people of the entire nation, 

and all parties, factions, circles, and military people throughout the country 
who desire resistance to Japan earnestly support and try to realize." 
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At this time, because it had Chairman Mao ag its leader, our party was 
already politically an entirely mature Marxist-Leninist party, able to see 
in complex events just where the long-term interests of the proletariat lay 
and not be shaken by temporary factors. If looked at solely from the stand- 
point of the strvegie between the Kuomintang and the communists, there could 
be no end to the telling or to the writing about the blood debt owed the 
Communist Party and the Chinese people by Chiang Kai-shek for the past 10 
years since he had betrayed the revolution, and even if Chiang Kai-shek were 
to be hacked into a million bits, the compensation would still not be 
sufficient. But at that time a malicious Japanese imperialism had penetrated 
the land and the Chinese people were facing the moment of life or death, 
existence or destruction. To kill Chiang Kai-shek under these circumstances 
would have given the “suppression faction" in the Nanjing government a 
hendle they could use that would have made large-scale civil war inevitable, 
and the national revolutionary endeavors of the Chinese people would have 
sustained the severest damage. The interests of the proletariat and the 
interests of the Chinese people were identical. Unless the Japanese 
aggressors were driven out of China, China's revolutionary endeavors could 
not develop and it would be useless even to mention the victory of the 
proletariat. At that time the most urgent revolutionary task was to lead 
the people of the entire nation in a war of resistance to Japan. Conse- 
quently the central leadership held that it must resolutely oppose the 
plots of the Japanese and of the “suppression faction" to foment civil war 
and clearly come forth with a policy for peaceful settlement of the Xian 
incident. For this purpose, our party became the organizer and the leader 
of a national united front to oppose Japan that required adoption of a 
strategy of alliance with the left wing of the Kuomintang, gaining the 
support of the middle-of-the-roaders, and isolation of the pro-Japan faction. 
It also required endeavors to stop the outbreak of a new civil war and to 
promote, on the basis of unified resistance to Japan, a peaceful resolution 
of the incident between Nanjing and Xian. 


After having set a policy course of peaceful settlement, the Party Central 
Committee and Chairman Mao made the timely dispatch of a delegation headed 
by Comrade Zhou Enlai to Xian to headle the incident. At the same time they 
also issued instructions within the party explaining the correct policy 
for resolving the incident so as to bring about a ranid unity of thought 
throughout the party. On both the 15th and the 19th of December, the Party 
Central Committee telegraphed the Kuomintang proposing the convening of a 
peace conference to make a satisfactory settlement of the Xian incident. 
Both these telegrams greatly supported the struggle of the left wing of the 
Kuomintang against the pro-Japan ‘action and played a role in the promotion 
of the peaceful resolution of the incident. 


In order to handle any eventuality, the Party Central Committee also made 
military preparat.:. .  ‘rdering the Red Army to take up defensive positions 
near Xian in the area. Should He Yingqing have the audacity to 
invade Xiar, the hed . y, in coalition with Zhang and Yang, would mount 

a pulverizing attack tc ensure that the incident would be resolved in a way 
beneficial to the war of resistance. 








On the 16th, Comrades Zhou Enlai, Yeh Jianying, and Qin Bangxian [4440 6721 
2009], comprising the Chinese Communist Party delegation, boarded an aircraft 
sent by Zhang Xueliang to fly to Xian. At that time the atmosphere inside 

and outside the city of Xian was filled with tension. He Yingqing's “Rebel 
Suppression Army" was moving on Tongguan like a tiger eyeing its pvey, and 
pressing close to Xian. Since Zhang and Yang could not form any clear 
conception but continued to ride a tiger, their subordinates and the people 

of Xian were itching for battle while waiting for a public trial of Chiang 
Kai-shek that would put to death this traitorous and villainous arch- 
criminal, allowing them to vent the 10 years of anger pent up in their breasts. 
This was an extremely tense situation that was not only in danger of breaking 
out into civil war at any time, but one in which it was quite possible for an 
interaai collapse into chaos of Zhang's and Yang's forces. It was under these 
cizcumstances that Comrade Zhou Enlai shouldered the important trust of the 
Yarty Central Committee and Chairman Mao to lead a delegation to Xian and 
begin positive work at once. 


When Chiang Kai-shek first heard of the arrival in Xian of the Com wnist 
Party delegation, he almost died of fright. He knew well the enormous 
blood debt he owed to the Communist Party and revolutionary people. Now 
that he had fallen into the hands of the communists, he knew that there 
could be no escape with his life. This butcher who could kill men without 
the blink of an eye turned out to be a rascal fierce of countenance but 
faint of heart, and miserable in life but afraid of death. He had not the 
slightest notion what great breadth of spirit lay within the breast of the 
communist representatives for the fundamental interests of the proletariat 
and for all people. 


Comrade Zhou Enlai first explained in detai\ to Zhang and Yang our party's 
attitude toward the incident, giving clear approval to their patriotic act 
and analyzing the two possible outcomes of the incident. He emphasized the 
need to bend every effort to avoid civil war and to find a peaceful solution, 
thereby bringing about prospects for a nationwide war of resistance. With 
regard to Chiang Kai-shek himself, Comrade Zhou Enlai indicated that if he 
would decide to abandon his policy of anti-communist civil war and approve 

a united war of resistance against Japan, he could be released. 


As regards our party's policy for peaceful settlement, Zhang Xueliang 
unhesitatingly expressed approval, but Yang Hucheng was a little undecided 
about releasing Chiang, fearing that Chiang Kai-shek might sooner or later 
take revenge on him. It should be said that Yang Hucheng's trepidations 
about Chiang Kai-shek, that sinister and ruthless fascist chief, were 
perfectly understandable. But in order to assure a peaceful solution to 

the incident, Comrade Zhou Enlai patiently set about convincing Yang Hucheng. 
He pointed out on the one hand that Chiang Kai-shek, as a representative of 
British and American power, possessed a certain degree of approval for the 
objective possibility of resistance t+ Japan, and that if he could be 
pressured to change his policy of civil war and join in resistance to Japan, 
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naturally that would he much more advantageous to the nation and to the 
Chinese people than would killing him or fighting a large-scale civil war 
with the Kuomintang in Nanjing. He also analyzed, on the other hand, 
whether or not Chiang Kai-shek could take revenge, showing that this decision 
did not lie entirely with Chiang alone. So long as there was tripartite 
maintenance of unity in the Northwest with advances toward the unity of all 
the people and all local powerholders, as well as increases in our own 
strength, Chiang Kai-shek would be unable to retaliate. Moreover, Chiang 
Kai-shek was now in our grasp, and if he would give no assurances, we could 
not simply let him go. By the use of the lofty spirit of righteousness 
that characterizes the people of our country, and through reasonable 
explanation, Comrade Zhou Enlai finally convinced Yang Hucheng to approve 
the policy of a peaceful solution to the incident. 


Comrade Zhou Enlai also worked out with Zhang and Yang the conditions for 

a peaceful solution; discussed questions pertaining to how the combined 
armies would deploy forces to handle an attack by the "Suppression Faction"; 
and decided to inform Nanjing that Xian desired to take responsibility for 
Chiang Kai-shek's safety, but should Nanjing attack Xian, Chiang's safety 
most certainly could be guaranteed. 


Once Donald was informed of the policy of the Communist Party and of 

Zhang and Yang for a peaceful settlement to the incident, he emplaned at 

once for Nanjing to report to Song Meiling, Song Ziwen [1345 1311 2429], and 
Kong Xiangxi. On the 20th of December, Song Ziwen and Donald flew together 
to Xian for further soundings, after which they flew back to Nanjing. On the 
22nd, Nanjing formally dispatched Song Ziwen and Song Meiling as delegates 

to Xian to discuss settlement of the incident. 


Before negotiations opened, Comrades Zhou Enlai and Ye Jianying used every 
opportunity to broaden contacts with those concerned to explain repeatedly 
our party's policy of a peaceful solution to the incident. In the course 
of the negotiations, Comrade Zhou Enlai resolutely implemented our party's 
correct policy, not only explaining our party's position and principles for 
opposing the Kuomintang's policy of anti-communist civil war, but also 
fully demonstrating our party's good will in seeking a peaceful solution of 
benefit to the entire country in the war of resistance. This was the main 
reason for the smooth progress of the negotiations. Because Song Ziwen and 
Song Meiling were anxious to rescue Chiang Kai-shek, and because Great Britain 
and the United States were watching and prompting from behind the scenes, 
they dared not deliberately complicate issues in the negotiations, thereby 
creating obstacles. 


After two days of negotiations, accord was reached on 24 December. On that 
same eveuing, Comrade Zhou Enali met with Chinag Kai-shek and, acting from 
the commanding position that rightmindedness confers, pointed out to him 
that he had violated the last testament of Sun Yat-sen and had conducted 

a civil war for 10 years that was anti-communist and anti-people, and that 
had grievously injured the country and the Chinese people. At the same time 








he explained that in this time of serious crisis for the people, our party 
took into account the interests of the whole and supported the principle of 
benefit for the country and its people. He urged him to make a genuine 
change in his policy of anti-communist civil war and to acknowledge and 
fulfill the accord just completed. Chiang Kai-shek had no choice but to 
agree to fulfill this accord, whose main contents were as follows: (1) reorgan- 
ization of the Nationalist government with the expulsion of the pro-Japan 
faction and the inclusion of those favorable to resisting Japan; (2) release 
of patriotic Shanghai leaders; release of all political criminals, and 
guarantee of the right to freedom of the people; (3) to halt the “communist 
suppression" policy and unite with the Red Army to resist Japan; (4) convene 
a conference of nation salvation composed of all parties, all factions, all 
circles, and all armies to decide a policy of resistance to Japan and rescue 
of the nation from subjugation; (5) establish cooperative relationship with 
countries sympathetic to China's resistance of Japan; (6) other concrete 
measures for saving the nation. 


Since Chiang Kai-shek realized his personal safety was now assured, he again 
assumed the stinking airs of “Central Committee Chairman," and announced 
that he could not sign the accord but that his "personal integrity" assured 
that the accords would be fulfilled. 


On the release of Chiang, Song Ziwen proposed that if Chiang Kai-shek would 
issue orders for the soldiers to withdraw, he should be allowed to return 
to Nanjing. Comrade Zhou Enlai and the others firmly required that the 
soldiers withdraw first and that the patriotic leaders be released, after 
which Chiang Kai-shek would be released. 


Throughout the negotiations, Zhang's and Yang's "Planning Commission" argued 
ceaselesssly about how to deal with the incident, and once the main outlines 
of the policy of peaceful settlement were decided, they then focused on 

the conditions under which Chiang could be released, engaging in fierce 
argument. Zhang Xueliang was somewhat disquieted by this, and on 24 December 
he personally convened a meeting in which he urged that there be no demands 
for pre-conditions or guarantees. On that same evening, Gao Chongmin wrote 
a letter to Zhang expressing disagreement with Zhang's views, pointing out 
that to release Chiang Kai~shek in the absence of any guarantecs was risky. 
At the same time, some high-ranking officers of the Northeastern Amny and 
the 17th Route Army wrote a joint letter directly to Song Ziwen. In it 

they pointed out that the accord that had already been reached must be 
signed by someone and that the “Central Government Army" must first withdraw 
from Tongguan before Chiang could be released. Unless this was done, even 
though Zhang and Yang gave approval, “we have sworn to die to oppose it." 
The tone was rather harsh. After reading the letter, Song Ziwen hastened 

to see Song Meiling and Chiang Kai-shek. Again Chiang was scared stiff 

and immediately asked Song Ziwen to reach Zhang Xueliang to discuss what 

was to be done, and he also asked him to get in touch personally with Yang 
Hucheng to intercede and demand that he be released to return to Nanjing 

at the earliest possible moment no matter what. 
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Zhang Xueliang viewed the situation as serious and, fearing that a change 
would take place as time went on, he decided to release Chiang at once 

to return to Nanjing. On the afternoon of the 25th, without having first 
consulted with Comrade Zhou Enlai and without informing his ow subordinates, 
he and Yang Hucheng secretly escorted Chiang to the airfield. Many people 
were gathered at the airport at that time to await the arrival of Fu Zuoyi's 
representatives, but Chiang Kai-shek mistakenly took them to be subordinates 
of Zhang and Yang who had rushed to the airfield to prevent him from taking 
off. He was very agitated and stammeringly reiterated to Yang Hucheng his 
assurance that the accords would be carried out. 


Zhang Xueliang wrongly decided to personally escort Chiang Kai-shek back to 
Nanjing. Yang Hucheng was opposed and repeatedly asked him what was to be 
done were he unable to return to Xian. Finally, Zhang Xueliang's generous 
words transferring command of the Northeastern Army to the leadership of 
Yang Hucheng left Yang no further room for riposte. 


After Zhang and Yang had left for the airport with Chiang, Sun Mingjiu 
received a report from the guards and quickly went to find Comrade Zhou 
Enlai. This sudden development also startled Comrade Zhou Enlai. They got 
into a car at once in pursuit, but by the imte they reached the airfield 

the airplane had already taken off. Chiang Kai-shek flew to Luoyang where 
he forced Zhang Xueliang to issue an order requiring Yang Hucheng to release 
all of Chiang’s high ranking officers. He then set about at once to concoct 
the so-called, “Admonition to Zhang and Yang," whose content was muddled 

and contorted, revealing the treachery and craftiness in Chiang Kai-shek, who 
had the nature of a hoodlum. By way of exposing Chiang Kai-shek's reac- 
tionary tricks and to press him once again to implement the accords, Chairman 
Mao, in his capacity as representative of the Party Central Committee, 

issued "A Statement on the Statement of Chiang Kai-shek." In it he published 
the six articles that Chiang Kai-shek had agreed in Xian to carry out, 
pointing out that it was only because Chiang Kai-shek had guaranteed to 
implement the six articles that he had regained his freedom. "If Chiang 
wants to vacillate on the issue of resistance to Japan and delay the imple- 
mentation of his promises, then the revolutionary tide of the people 
throughout the entire country will sweep Chiang away." 


The Xian Incident had been peacefully settled. But because of the misconduct 
of Zhang Xueliang personally, evil consequences resulted. First, Chiang 
Kai-shek imprisoned him for life. Second was the disintegration of the 
Northeastern Army. Once Zhang Xueliang had been locked up, the Northeastern 
Army sank into chaos from within. The youth faction advocated that unless 
Chiang Kai-shek released Zhang Xueliang and permitted him to return to Xian, 
it was determined to fight Chiang Kai-shek. The old faction headed by 

Wang Yizhe advocated a peaceful solution. Our own party's view was that 
most important was to see whether or not Chiang Kai-shek would carry out the 
articles for opposition to Japan rather than make the disposition of Zhang 
Xueliang the core issue. The old faction members accepted the views of our 
party. But at this time the Trotskyite, Zhang Mutao [1728 1970 7118], 
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arrived in Xian and set to work atirring up trouble. He incited some people 
in the 17th Route Army, whom he put in touch with the youth faction of the 
Northeastern Army who were determined to get Zhang Xueliang back, to 
resolutely oppose the peaceful settlement and to regard those who had 
advocated a peaceful settlement as desiring only to rise in rank and get 

rich rather than for the Northeastern Army as a whole or for Zhang Xueliang. 
Inasmuch as Zhang Xueliang had long nurtured in the Northeastern Army a 

cult with himself at its center, these sentiments of the youth faction 
consequently found currency. At this time Chiang Kai-shek was also intensifying 
a policy of division and disintegration against the Northeastern Army and the 
17th Route Army. As a result, the Northeastern Army had become internally 
chaotic. In February 1937, the youth faction murdered Wang Yizhe. Later, 
the old faction murdered Gao Fuyuan, who was in favor of the youth faction, 
at the same time killing for revenge those who had participated in the 
murder of Wang Yizhe. Thus, the Northeastern Army was killing each other 
off. At that time our party told them that even though we advocated a 
peaceful solution, should Chiang Kai-shek attack, we would still support then. 
But shorn of leadership, the Northeastern Army was never able to decide on 

a policy. While they were vacillating in indecision with the two factions 
fighting each other, Chiang Kai-shek drove his army into Tongguan. Then he 
put two proposals to the Northeastern Army and the 17th Route Army. Proposal 
A was to relinquish Xian to Chiang Kai-shek's Central Government Army with 
the Northeastern Army and the 17th Route Amy withdrawing to the western 

part of Shaanxi on the border with Gansu. Proposal B was to give up Xian 
with the leadership of the field headquarters going to Gu Zhutong [7357 4376 
0681] and the Northeastern Army being transferred to Anhui, while the 17th 
Route Army would remain in the western part of Shaanxi. Since division 
existed within the Northeastern Army, proposal A was not selected and so 

it was transferred out of Shaanxi. Zhang Xueliang's wrong action had 
created a tragedy for the Northeastern Army, and this weakened, in turn, 

the forces to resist Japan in the Northwest, doing definite damage to 
endeavors against Japan. 


Zhang Xueliang's wrong-action cannot obscure, however, his progressive role 
in sparking the Xian Incident, nor can it diminish the important historical 
significance of the Xian Incident. Thanks to the correct policy of our party 
and the surpassing performance of Comrade Zhou Enlai, the Xian Incident 

was settled peacefully, forcing Chiang Kai-shek to abandon temporarily his 
policy of anti-communist civil war, thereby propelling the entire country 
toward gradual unity in resistance to Japan. 


6. The Formal Formation of a Nationwide National United Front To Resist 
Japan 


The Xian Incident was a warning to Chiang Kai-shek that made him recognize 
that his anti-communist civil war policy would not work, and that continued 
civil war might endanger his governing position. In the Xian Incident he 
had narrowly escaped with his life, and only by agreeing to resist Japan 

was he released. This was something that Chiang Kai-shek could never forget. 
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Not long after the Xian Incident, the Kuomintang convened its Third Plenary 
Session of the Fifth Party Central Committee in February 1937 to prepare to 
resolve issues in adjusting its policies toward the Communist Party and 
toward Japan. By way of pushing the Kuomintang toward the road of unified 
resistance to Japan, our party telegraphed the Third Plenary Session of the 
Kuomintang on 10 February, raising the five demands and the five guarantees. 
The five demands were: (1) a halt to all civil war and the concentration 
of the nation's strength externally; (2) guaranteed freedom of speech, 
assembly and association for the people, and the release of all political 
prisoners; (3) the convening of a congress composed of delegates from all 
parties, all factions, all circles, and all armies with the concentration 
of talent nationwide for joint rescue of the nation; (4) rapid completion 
of all preparatory work for combat against Japan; and (5) improvement in 
the livelihood of the people. Our party pointed out that if the Kuomintang 
were able to carry out the above requests, the Chinese Communist Party 
could be willing to offer the following four guarantees: (1) to halt 
throughout the country its policy of armed insurrection to overthrow the 
Kuomintang government; (2) to change the name of the Workers and Peasants 
Democratic Government to Special Region Government of the Republic of China, 
and to change the name of the Red Army to Nationalist Revolutionary Army, 
placing itself under the direct control of the central government in Nanjing 
and under the Military Affairs Commission; (3) in the area of the Special 
Region Government to institute a democratic system throughout; (4) to halt 
the policy of confiscation of the land of landlords and to persevere in 
carrying out a joint program of a national united front to resist Japan. 
The central theme of these four guarantees was to change the condition of 
confrontation between the two governmental authorities so as to be able to 
establish a nationwide national united front to resist Japan. But by no 
means did this signify the abandonment of the fruits of popular revolution. 
The Special Region Government would still be under the leadership of the 
party to guarantee the political and economic rights that the worker and 
peasant masses had already secured. As regards the Red Army, it too would 
continue to accept the leadership of the party both politically and in its 
organization. Chairman Mao had long ago said that the party and the Red 
Army were the mainstays of the united front that might only be strengthened 
but never weakened. On 15 February, Song Qingling, He Xiangning [0149 7449 
0413) and Feng Yuxiang of the left wing of the Kuomintang proposed to the 
Third Plenary Session of the Kuomintang a revival of the three great policy 
proposals that Sun Yat-sen himself had formulated, thereby launching a 
fierce argument with the Wang Jingwei pro-Japan faction, which supported 

a policy of “communist suppression." The result of this argument was the 
passage, in effect, of a draft resolution to halt the civil war. Nevertheless, 
the Kuomintang insisted on calling it the "Draft Resolution on the Eradica- 
tion of the Red Scourge." Additionally this session also recognized, 

under certain conditions, the lifting of the ban on free speech and the 
release of political criminals. Not long after the session, the leader of 
the National Salvation Society was released. In its policy toward Japan, 
it also made a tougher stance stating that if concessions “exceeded the 
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limits of patience," then there could only be “action in a war of resistance." 
In all of the resolutions of the Kuomintang, this was the first time that the 
term “war of resistance" appeared. So it may be said that the Third Plenary 
Session of the Kuomintang marked the beginning of a change from civil war to 
a war of resistance, and it also marked the preliminary formation of a 

united front situation to resist Japan. 


In view of the fact that the Kuomintang had already begun to change its 
policy, that civil war had stopped, and that a nationwide national front to 
oppose Japan had begun to come into being, to welcome the arrival of this 
new historical era in the war of resistance to Japan, our party convened in 
Yanan in May 1937 a National People's Congress. At the congress, Chairman 
Mao made a report titled, "The Task of the Chinese Communist Party During 
the Period of. Resistance to Japan." The main point of this report was to 
strengthen the party's leadership responsibility in the united front. 
Chairman Mao summarized the historical experiences of the Chinese revolution 
and pointed out that because of the political and economic weakness of 
China's bourgeoisie, “in the tasks of the bourgeois democratic revolution 
in opposing imperialism and feudalism in China, history had decided this 
could not be done through a bourgeois leadership but must be done through 
the leadership of the proletariat if it were to succeed.” At that time, 
"separated from the proletariat ard from the political leadership of it's 
party, the national united front to resist Japan could not be established, 
the goals of peace, democracy, and the war of resistance could not be 
realized and the country could not then be protected and a united democratic 
republic could not succeed." The entire party must clearly understand that 
"the issue of leadership responsibility is the crux of whether the revolu- 
tion succeeds or fails." Chairman Mao clarified the principle of how the 
Communist Party effects political leadership. Chairman Mao thoroughly 
criticized the erroneous tendencies of the closed-doorists, the sectarians, 
and the adventurists, and he particularly criticized the tailism of Chen 
Duxiu, pointing out that, "to lower the position of the party, to dirty the 
face of the party, and to sacrifice the benefits of the workers and peasants 
so as to meet the demands of bourgeois reformism must lead inevitably to 
the defeat of the revolution." At a time when our party was shouldering 
leadership responsibilities for the entire country in the war of resistance, 
this report from Chairman Mao was extremely timely and extraordinarily 
important. He made the entire party keep a clear political head during the 
coming war of resistance against Japan, to maintain the leadership rights 

of the proletariat, and to expose and criticize in a timely fashion those 
who would make an alliance, to support the national united front to resist 
Japan, to triumph over Japanese fascism, and to achieve victory in the war 
of resistance. 


On 7 July 1937, the Marco Polo Bridge Incident broke out. On the 

following day, the Chinese Communist Party issued a manifesto calling for 
resistance to Japan and loudly warning: ‘Imminent danger for Beiping and 
Tianjin! Imminent danger for North China! Imminent danger for the Chinese 
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people! The only way for us is.for all of the people to carry on a war of 
resistance!" It called on “Fellow countrymen throughout the land to unite 
and drive the Japanese dwarfs out of China!," and “Shed your final drop of 
blood in defense of the nation!" This manifesto expressed the heartfelt 
desires of all the Chinese people. The Marco Polo Bridge Incident marked 
the beginning of the period of the war of resistance to Japan. 


But Chiang Kai-shek still vacillated until 17 July when he announced a tepid 
“Lushan Chat." The gist of this was that if Japan desisted, talks with 
Japan would still be possible, but if she continued to advance and posed 

a threat to the Nanking government itself, there could only be a war of 
resistance. At that time Chiang Kai-shek was still assembling all of his 
senior personnel for a meeting at Lushan to discuss a policy for dealing with 
the Marco Polo Bridge Incident. Opinions varied with no consensus. Finally 
the politician of the pro-Japan faction, Zhang Qun [1728 5028], put forward 
the notorious and reactionary false theory, the so-called, "War must bring 
defeat; peace must bring confusion; war then peace; peace then tranquillity." 
It was, in fact, capitulationist rubbish, but it was to become the Kuomintang's 
guiding policy. 


In order to give a further push to the establishment of a national united 
front to oppose Japan, on 15 July the Chinese Communist Party sent to the 
Kuomintang a manifesto on cooperation between the Nationalists and the 
communists for publication. In order to derive every ounce of strength from 
the Kuomintang that could be derived, the manifesto emphasized the New 
Three Principles of the People of Sun Yat-sen and proposed a three-part 
political program as follows: First, strive for the independence, freedom, 
and liberation of the Chinese people; second, institute civil rights; 
convene a national congress; formulate a constitution; formulate a policy 
for national salvation; and third, bring about a bountiful and happy life 
for the Chinese people. This manifest also reiterated the four guarantees. 
Finally it said that Sun Yat-sen's "the Three Principles of the People are 
necessary in today's China and this party desires to struggle for their 
complete implementation." 


Next, on 17 July, our party sent Comrades Zhou Enlai, Qin Banxian, and 

Lin Boju as delegates to Lushan to conduct negotiations with Chiang Kai-shek. 
In the course of these negotiations, Chiang Kai-shek was forced to acknowledge 
the legitimacy of the Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia border government. 


On 13 August Japan attacked Shanghai and threatened Nanjing. Chiang Kai-shek's 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs made an announcement calling for “implementation 

of natural means of self defense," but there was still no declaration of 

war; they still wanted to keep a way open for the capitulationist actions 

of later on. Right up until 1941, when the Pacific war broke out and only 
after Great Britain and the United States had declared war on Japan, did 
Chiang Kai-shek make a formal declaration of war. It may be seen that Chiang 
Kei-shek had no independent policy whatsoever, but could only accommodate 

the requirements of British and American policies and move with British and 
American policies. 
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Following "13 August," the situation quickly turned for the worst. The 
Japanese aggressors thrust deeply into North China and advanced little by 
little in the Shanghai-Nanjing sector. Now Chiang Kai-shek realized the 
danger and asked the Red Army under the leadership of the Chinese Communist 
Party to blunt the attacks of Japanese imperialiem. On 22 August, the 

Red Army changed its designation to the 8th Route Army of the Nationalist 
Revolutionary Army, or 8th Route Army for short. On 22 September, Chiang 
Kai-shek finally announced the manifesto on Nationalist and communist 
cooperation that our party had sent him on 15 July for publication. On 

23 September, he made a statement acknowledging the legal position of the 
Communist Party and announced cooperation between the Nationalists and the 
communists, but he still stuck to his old conceited ways by saying "admitted" 
the Communist Party, and “have an opportunity to pledge loyalty to the 
nation." But no matter Chiang Kai-shek's choice of words, the fact was 
that the Communist Party's policy of a national united front to resist 
Japan had mobilized the people of the entire country and had forced Chiang 
Kai-shek to change his capitulationist and anti-communist policies, and to 
recognize cooperation between the Nationalists and the communists. Finally 
the policies of the Chinese Communist Party had been victorious. A nation- 
wide national united front in opposition to Japan had formally come into 
being. 


We can see from the entire historical process of the Xian Incident basic 
contradictions existing inside and outside Chinese society at that time that 
broke out in intermingled and violent changes. Our party, under the brilliant 
leadership of Chairman Mao and grounded in fundamental theories of Marxism- 
Leninism, proceeded for an analysis of existing classes to formulate a 
correct line, program, and policy to push history to develop in a direction 
favorable to the people. The Xian Incident developed under the influence 

of our party's policy of a national united front against Japan, and it was 
peacefully settled under the correct policy leadership of our party. As a 
result of the peaceful settlement of the Xian Incident, it was possible to 
bring about an historical change from civil war to a war of resistance for 
the Chinese people, whose national existence was in peril. The Chinese 
people's war of resistance against Japan and the Xian Incident bear a close 
historical relationship. 


More than 40 years have passed since the Xian Incident, but study of the 
Xian Incident has not yet truly begun. The reasons are many. It is hoped 
that historians will be able to destroy this forbidden zone and diligently 
collect data from all sources, and after scientific arrangement and study 
of the data, the real facts of this important historical event and the laws 
governing its cause and effect should be revealed. This is an urgent task 
that requires historians’ timely attention.

CULT OF PERSONALITY IN HISTORY DISCUSSED 
Beijing SHIJIE LISHI [WORLD HISTORY] in Chinese No 4, 2 Aug 79 pp 3-10 


[Article by Gao Fang [7559 2397]: "Opposing the Cult of Personality Is a 
Fine Tradition of the International Communist Movement in History"] 


[Text] The damage done to our country by the modern cult perpetrated by 
Lin Biao and the “gang of four" is truly deeply disturbing. Today, at this 
important time when we are setting out together on the strategic trans- 
formation that is the socialist Four Modernizations, a dedicated 
summarization of the lessons of experience in the international communist 
movement, an exploration of how the tradition of opposition to the cult of 
personality was historically initiated and how it was subsequently 
destroyed, and an exploration of the sources giving rise to the cult of 
personality and the way to put an end to the cult of personality is very 
important and very beneficial. 


As soon as opposition to the cult of personality is broached, some people 
may feel that this is a treasonous and heretical proposition. They think 
that in years past didn't Khrushchev hoist the sail of opposition to the 
cult of personality to strongly oppose that great Marxist, Stalin? From 
that time forward, it seems that anyone opening his mouth in opposition to 
the personality cult was committing a Khrushchev-style act. In actual 
fact, in the history of the communist movement it was Marx, Engels, and 
Lenin who initiated the fine tradition of opposition to the cult of 
personality. Subsequently, during the 1930's, it was precisely the likes 
of Khrushchev who destroyed this fine tradition and took the lead in 
unbridled establishment of the cult of personality. Once Stalin passed 
away, he again did an about face and flaunted the banner of opposition to 
the cult of personality, but this was but a method of cover up and the use 
of a disguise to conceal his usurpation of the party and seizure of power 
and his plot to go all out for revisionism. Therefore, in this important 
issue of opposition to the cult of personality, we should also clear away 
confusion and set matters right, make a thorough overhaul, truly revive the 
fine tradition of the international communist movement's opposition to the 
cult of personality, and set to rights the relationship among the 
leadership, the political party, the classes and the masses. This is of 








great significance in giving full play to the outstanding function of the 
leaders, for strengthening the collective leadership of the party, for 
mustering the enthusiasm of the proletariat and the myriad masses, for the 
acceleration of the realization of our country's socialist modernization, 
and for promoting the development of the international communist movement. 


1. How Did the Fine Tradition of Opposition to the Cult of Personality Get 
Started? 


Ever since the 1840's when Marx and Engels created scientific communist 
theory and established the first communist party (the League of Communists), 
the international communist movemei.c got under way in western Europe, 
thereafter gradually developing and growing stronger. During the period of 
the First International in the 1860's and 1870's, the communist movement 
spread to eastern Europe and the Americas with the appearance in many 

c ries of the first proletarian political parties, which, through legal 
S gle and secret struggle, made outstanding accomplishments. The 
victorious forward march of the communist movement quite naturally 
engendered feelings of profound respect for and fervent praise of the great 
leader Marx by the broad masses of communist warriors. But both Marx and 
Engels profoundly believed that “historical movements are endeavors of the 
masses," that "the proletariat can and must itself liberate itself," and 
that any great person "can achieve full development of his talents only 
through the collective." Consequently they did not desire the praises of 
others, feeling that excessive individualism in propaganda might lead to 
the creation of a personality cult. A letter from Marx to Buluosi 
[phonetic] dated 10 November 1877 contained a brilliant exposition. 
Buluosi was a newsman with the German Social Democratic Party who had 
written a letter to Marx in which he said that “because of the propaganda 
activities of the Social Democratic Party, the prestige of Marx and Engels 
was higher in Germany than they themselves could imagine. Thereupon, in 
his reply, Marx pointed out that "neither of us regards prestige as worth 
a pfennig. An example will suffice to show this. Because of a loathing 
for all personality cults, when the Internationale was in existence, I 
never permitted publication of the many, many detestable things that 
arrived from every country eulogizing my virtues and achievements; I even 
went so far as to make no replies, and when I did reply it was only to 
condemn them. The requisite condition for the participation of Engels and 
myself in secret communist organizations was the expunction from the 
constitution of anything that would help the growth of a cult authority. 
(subsequently, Lasaer's [phonetic] deeds and actions were precisely the 
opposite. )" This passage may be said to be a true portrayal of the 
magnificent practice of Marx and Engels in their lifelong steadfast 
opposition to the cult of personality. It was precisely the founders of 
scientific communism who set an example and established a code for the 
international communist movement to begin the fine tradition of opposition 
to the cult of personality.

Again in 1847 when Marx and Engels began to establish the “League of 
Communists," they firmly advocated the stipulation in the party charter 
that "all League members are equal; they are all brothers," and required 
League members "always unswervingly to strive to uphold principles as models 
and not to hold this person or that person as a model." As Engels said, 
“the organization itself is completely democratic with each of its members 
being elected and each of them being subject to recall at any time; is is 
this that bars any conspiring to take the mad road of dictatorship." 
Subsequently, in the "Charter of the International Worker's Society" that 
Marx himself drafted in 1864, the principle of democratic centralism was 
still adhered to. Though Marx did not become chairman of the First 
International, nor deputy chairman nor secretary general, but only a member 
of the General Council and concurrently the German and Russian corresponding 
secretary, nevertheless, because of his profound attainments many documents 
of the First International were written by him and he was, in fact, “the 
soul of this society" (Lenin's words). Between 1864 and 1872 at the height 
of the First International, letters from socialists in every country 
profusely extolled Marx's merits and achievements. But he never allowed 
the General Council to publicize these laudatory things. "Marx felt the 
best he could do for the workers was still not good enough" (Engels' words). 


Lasaer (phonetic) was entirely different. When in 1863 he became chairman 
of the Pan-German Workers Confederation, he instituted a dictatorshiy. No 
regional organizations of the confederation enjoyed any authority whatsoever 
but could only carry out mechanically Lasaer's decisions. Lasaer's 
successor, (Paul Becker) went so far as to shamelessly praise himself and 
regard himself as "chairman of mankind." The conspiratorial organization, 
the “Socialist Democratic League", which was set up in 1868 by Bakunin and 
was opposed to the First International, also practiced dictatorship. 
Bakunin demanded that all members be absolutely loyal to and obey the 
“Eternal Citizen B" (this was the code name by which Bakunin was known in 
his faction). The more the likes of Lasaer and Bakunin promoted 
opportunism and created personality cults, the more their influence on the 
worker's movement continued to decline. 


After Marx passed away, the communist movement continued to develop under 
the guidance of Engels. On 28 November 1890, socialists from various 
countries warmly celebrated Engels’ 70th birthday. He said, "I have always 
abhorred this kind of spectacle," and usually “have successfully evaded 
them.” But this time it would be ungracious not to accept your invitation 
considering that "a man can celebrate only one 70th birthday,” and so he 
gladly consented to eat and drink together with comrades at home. In his 
expression of appreciation, he said: "I have only been fortunate in 
@eaping the honor and glory planted by a person greater than I, Karl Marx. 
Thus, I can only solemnly vow to use the remaining years of my life actively

in the service of the proletariat, and I hope that henceforth I shall not 
fail to live up to the honors bestowed upon me." 3 In the spring of 1892, 
a Russian revolutionary called on Engels and expressed heartfelt adulation 
to him. But Engels interrupted him at once saying, “Enough. What need is 
there for such exchanges of compliments among us socialists? Can't we be 
more cordial?" 4 In a letter from Engels to Puliehannuofu [phonetic] 
written on 21 May 1894, Engels pointed out, "First of all, please do not 
call me ‘Professor." My name is Engels." 5 Even with members of the 
younger generation, Engels liked to be addressed by his name. He felt 
that, “no ranking person has any right to ask others to adopt an attitude 
of humility toward him that differs from others." © 


Lenin firmly prohibited the hanging of his picture in any office, and if 
suddenly he should find one, he would immediately tear it down. On 
numerous occasions he also determinedly refused artists’ requests to paint 
his picture or model a likeness. At first he steadfastly refused to have 
his complete works printed feeling that this, "is not necessary," and "is 
not useful." Later on he finally relented after some comrades pointed out 
that it would be better that young people read his works than for them to 
read the evil books written by the opportunist, Martov. On 5 April 1920 
when the Ninth Party Congress of the Russian Communist Party (Bolshevik) 
decided to publish, "The Complete Works of Lenin,” numerous delegates also 
proposed the enthusiastic celebration of Lenin's forthcoming 50th birthday. 
Lenin declined on the spot and called out, "Comrades. Let's sing the 
"Internationale'!" But once the song was finished, the delegates still 
mounted the platform one after another to extol Lenin's exploits. He had 
no choice but to go against the crowd's wishes and leave the chambers at 
once to return to his office where he telephoned the presiding officer and 
sent him notes, repeatedly urging that the congress be concluded as soon 
as possible. On 23 April, the Moscow Committee of the Russian Communist 
Party (Bolshevik) hosted a soiree in honor of Lenin's 50th birthday at 
which Gorki, Lunacharski, and Stalin gave speeches. Lenin purposely 
delayed his arrival at the party until it was almost over. In a speech of 
reply, he said, "Thank you all for not making me listen to any birthday 
speeches." Then he took out a cartoon that he had brought to the meeting 
hall and let everybody see it. This cartoon, which was drawn by the famous 
Russian artist Qialieke [phonetic], depicted birthday celebrations for the 
Populist leader, Mihailovski. It showed elements of the Populist Party 
gathered around a table extolling the praises of their leader, in a 
satirical characterization of those self-righteous maniacs who love to 
listen with respectful attention to words of praise for themselves 
delivered at celebration ceremonies. Lenin pointed at this caricature and 
said, "The reason I have brought this cartoon for everyone to see is so 
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that henceforth | shall be permitted to avoid this kind of celebration.” 7 


Lenin was a modest and unaffected person who always opposed giving 
prominence to himself. He felt that "the leaders of workers are not 
angels, nor sages, nor heroes, but plain ordinary people." He iirmly 
believed that, "the intelligence of hundreds of thousands of creative 
people can actually cgeate something vastly more clever that the greatest 
genius can foresee." 


With the establishment of the Second International, the Third International, 
and Social Democratic parties in various countries under the guidance of 
Engels and Lenin, communist parties gave attention to upholding and 
continuing the fine tradition of opposition to the cult of personality in 
the international communist movement, and in party platforms and party 
charters there was no designation of a leader nor a writing of individual 
exploits. Even the terms "Marxism" and "Leninism" came to be broadly used iN 
only after Marx and Lenin had passed away. The term, "Marxism" entered 

the parlance of socialists only during the 1890's (Marx died in 1883). 
"Leninism" entered historical annals as the guiding ideology of the party 
only after Lenin had been dead for 5 months, i.e. in June 1924 when the 
Fifth Congress of the Communist International was convened. The phrase 
"Marxism-Leninism" was also used for the first time in the documents of 
this congress. 


Because Marx, Engels, and Lenin staunchly maintained the tradition of 
opposition to the cult of personality, within the party democratic life 
was full of vitality, the collective leadership enjoyed support, mistakes 
made by the leadership of the party that were virtually impossible to avoid 
could be quickly overcome, and the enthusiasm of the revolutionary masses 
could find full play under the leadership of the party. Consequently the 
communist movement went from small to large, and from one corner of Europe 
all over the world; whenever it achieved victory in a country, its growth 
was quite rapid. 


2. How Was the Fine Tradition of Opposition to the Cult of Personality 
Destroyed? 


Stalin continued the work of Lenin in pushing forward the Soviet Union's 
socialist revolution in one country and socialist construction. On 
numerous occasions, he too expressed opposition to excessive praise and he 
opposed creation of the cult of personality. 


On 8 June 1926 Stalin made an inspection of the main railroad plant at 
Tiflis. In their welcome, the workers’ representatives praised Stalin as 
a “wondrous warrior" etc. In his reply, Stalin said with good humor,

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"This is pointless talk and absolutely unnecessary praise. Such talk is 
often heard in speeches given before the biers of revolutionary martyrs. 
But I still have no plans to die." 0 Continuing, Stalin spoke of how in 
Tiflis, in Baku, and in Leningrad he had acknowledged workers to be his 
master and how he had risen from an apprentice to become a worker's helper 
and had finally become a “qualified worker in revolutionary endeavors." 
Marx, Engels, Lenin, and Stalin had all walked the road of the workers and, 
through the training of the proletariat, had grown up to be leaders of the 
working class. 


In replying to a letter to Shatunuofusiji [phonetic] in August 1930, Stalin 
remonstrated with the writer for expressing his loyalty to Stalin 
personally. He said, "I would urge you to abandon this 'principle' of 
individual loyalty. This is not the Boishevik style. One should be loyal 
to the working class, loyal to his political party, and loyal to his 
country." Early in 1938, the Lenin Communist Youth League's children's 
press was preparing to publish a book titled, "Stories About Stalin's 
Youth." When Stalin saw a specimen book, he was very disturbed by the 
sheer nonsense of his depiction as a born hero, and he sent back a reply of 
severe criticism in which he recommended that the book be burned. He 
pointed out that, "this small book tends to implant in the minds of Soviet 
youth (as well as people in genecal) a cult of personality and ideas of 
leaders as unflawed heroes. This is dangerous and harmful. Theories of 
"heroes' and the ‘common herd’ are not Bolshevik theories but theories of 
social revolutionaries. Social revolutionaries say that heroes create the 
people by transforming the common herd into people. Bolsheviks reply to 
social revolutionaries by saying that people create heroes. This small 
book will abet the social revolutionaires and cause damage to all of our 
Bolshevik endeavors." 


These expositions of Stalin were right on the mark. Unfortunately, 
however, he did not actually put a stop to it but accepted it and 
encouraged unprincipled eulogizing of himself, and careerists and plotters 
such as Khrushchev and Beria relied on flattery to get ahead and make a 
meteoric rise. In 1935 Beria wrote a boo’: titled, "History of Bolshevik 
Organization in the South Caucasus," which in almost every chapter wantonly 
praised Stalin's exploits in the South Caucasus in his early years. He 
presented this book to Stalin for review, thereby getting into his good 
graces, and he was very quickly transferred to the capital to the highest 
levels of leadership. Later on, at Stalin's side, he flattered him 
sedulousiy, frequently making up crimes to calumniate good men. From the 
time he became second secretary of the Moscow Municipal Committee in 1932 
until Stalin died in early 1953, Khrushchev issued 96 speeches and 
articles. In almost every one he referred to Stalin's leadership and

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extrolled his exploits or shouted long life to Stalin. He placed many 
beautiful laurels on Stalin's head and fanatically extolled Stalin as a 
“wise teacher, leader and marshal," "the genius Stalin," "the genius leader 
of workers throughout the world," and "a beacon for all progressive people 
in the world,” etc. He also put Stalin's name on everything and diligently 
concocted terms such as "Stalin's party," "Stalin's decisions," "Stalin's 
Five-Year Plan," "Stalin's genius," “Stalin's Moscow," and ever "Stalin's 
footsteps," "Stalin-like friendship," "Stalin-style high production," etc. 
There was nothing too bizarre. Suddenly Soviet cities, streets, parks, 
factories, state farms, collective farms, and even combines~~those reapers 
of bumper harvests--were named after the leader. Khrushchev even made up 
the terms "Marxism-Leninis»-Stalinism" and "real Leninist-Stalinist." He 
preached that "Stalin's instructions are our laws," and that “Every 
sentence of Stalin's is the word of 193 million people." He solemnly vowed 
"to extol (Stalin) forever" and “unbounded love and loyalty to Stalin." He 
id not hesitate to distort the facts in claiming that the 1936 Soviet 
constitution drafted by Bukharin and others collectively was "written 
entirely from beginning to end by Stalin himself." He also called Stalin 
the "creator of scientific socialism," and the founder of the party and the 
Red Army. At the large gatherings in hener of Stalin's 60th and 70th 
birthdays (the 70th birthday celebration was on a world scale), he several 
times disgustingly shouted that Stalin was his "flesh and blood father." 
For a leader who came from out of the masses of the people and should 
therefore be a son of the people to be termed the father of the people is 
to turn the relationship between the masses and their leader upside down. 


Thus and so, Khrushchev claimed that the leader personally was the 
fountainhead for every socialist accomplishment, and he placed the leader 
persenally above the masses of the people and everything. To do this is 
to propagate idealism and metaphysics and to create a personality cult. It 
does damage in deifying the leader, and in extolling him as a god who 
stands on high but who is omnipresent, omniscient, omnipotent, and all- 
caring. But his greatest of all master toadys and flatterers suddenly 
changed his form as soon as Stalin died, when he viciously reviled Stalin 
as a "murderer," "criminal," "robber," "professional gambler," "despot," 
"dictator," "scoundrel," and "idiot," while at the same time shoving 
himself into prominence. This fully reveals that the reason the likes of 
Khrushchev deify people in the first place is so as to raise themselves up 
and finally deify themselves. 


The evil wind of the cult of personality that Khrushchev and others fanned 
throughout the 1930's destroyed the fine tradition of the international 
communist movement with extremely grave consequences. When power is 
excessively conceutrated in a single individual and cadres have too many 
special rights, the collective leadership is weakened, socialist democracy 
is stifled, criticism and self-criticism is obstructed, the pioneering 
spirit of the masses is smothered, normal relationships between the leaders 
and the wasses are destroyed, political life is not normal, and the 
political system is not sound, with the result that the deviation occurs in 
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the programs and policies of the party, and confusion comes about between 
contradictions among the people and contradictions between ourselves and 

the enemy with quite a few erroneous incidents taking place. In relations 
with fraternal parties, this results in ordering people about at will, being 
insufferably arrogant, great nation: chauvinist arrogance, making it appear 
that socialism must take the USSR as a model in every way and be 
indiscriminately imitated in every particular or else be regarded as holding 
unorthodox beliefs with light c#scs being handled by punitive expeditions 
and serious ones bringing excommunication. At the same time the evil 
consequences of a cult of individuals is that careerists like Khrushchev 
take the opportunity to usurp authority and seize power to prepare 
conditions for the great exercise of revisionism. 


Even worse, the evil wind of the cult of personality that flourished after 
the 1930's was mistakenly taken to be a normal part of socialism, as though 
the cult of personality had ended up being a fine tradition of the inter- 
national communist movement. This produced widespread and profound 
unpleasant consequences for the entire international communist movement and 
caused reverses for the communist movement on several occasions. We must 
make a note of this important historical lesson; we must deal broadly and 
to a high degree with opposition to the cult of personality as a fine 
tradition of the international communist movement. It seems that many of 
the problems in the international communist movement ought to be summarized 
in light of historical experience beginning in the 1930's. 


In the course of its long leadership of the people of our country in 
revolutionary struggle, our party has emphasized study of the successful 
experiences of the first socialist country, steadily drawing on them for 
lessons and using them for reference. In order to guard against the 
excessive prominence of any individual and to prevent the appearance of a 
cult of personality, the Second Plenary Session of the Seventh Party Central 
Committee convened in March 1949 decided, on the proposal of Comrade Mao 
Zedong, that there should be no celebrations of the birthdays of party 
leaders, that the names of party leaders should not be given to places or 
to factories, and that Chinese comrades should not be placed on a par with 
Marx, Engels, or Lenin. In a resolution taken at the plenary session of 
the party in March 1955 with regard to the anti-party alliance of Gao Gang 
and Rao Shush?, it was further directed that "party organizations at every 
level must carry out struggle against tendencies toward individual 
dictatorship that destroy the principle of collective leadership, must 
struggle against restrictions on domocracy withi:. the party and against 
restrictions on criticism, and must struggle against arrogance, self- 
satisfaction, and the bad habit of personal worship." "The Party positively 
cannot permit such odious tendencies to exist iu any corner of the party." 
In September 1956 in a speech given at the opening of the Eight Plenary 
Session of the CCP Central Committee, Comrade Mao Zedong spoke of our 
party's important accomplishments and successful experiences, at the same 
time speaking of how we had committed some errors and how we still had 
serious faults. He repeatedly warned that “humility makes men progress but 











arrogance makes people retrogress; we should always remember this truth." 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping in his report, "On Revision of the Party Charter," 
which was commissioned by the Central Committee, fully explained the 
relationship among the leadership, the party, classes and the masses, and 
clearly demarcated the line between love for the leaders and deification 

of the leaders. He said, "To express love for the leadership is essentially 
an expression of love for the benefits of the party, of class and of the 
people, and not the deification of an individual." Our party has always 
held that no party and no individual can be without failings and mistakes 

in his own activities; "for this reason, our party detests and rejects the 
deification of individuals." After having spoken about the source of the 
long history of the cult of personality and some reflections of it in our 
social life, he pointed out that, “our task is continued support for the 
central government's policy of opposition to prominence for single 
individuals and opposition to the extolling of individuals, with a true 
consolidation of the relationship between the leaders and the masses to see 
to it that the deomcratic principles of the party and the line of the masses 
is fully implemented in all respects." Overall, as of the end of the 
1950's, our party consistently emphasized support for the fine tradition of 
opposition to the cult of personality. 


Since 1960 when Lin Biao took charge of the work of the Military Affairs 
Commission, this careerist and conspirator trampled this fine tradition and, 
with ever increasing efforts, fanned the evil wind of the cult of 
personality, which reached its highest point during the period of the Great 
Proletarian Cultural Revolution. He preached that, "Only once in several 
years throughout the world and only once in several thousand years in China 
has there appeared such a one," “the greatest genius ia all the world," 
"his every word is truth and one of his statements is the equal of 10,000 
others," and “comply with his every word." Since the Central Committee had 
a rule against the observation of birthdays and against naming places in 
honor of leaders, Lin Biao and the "gang of four" took a different approach 
and came up with "daily study," “asking for instructions each morning,” and 
“reporting back each evening," to do a loyalty dance. If Khrushchev may be 
said to be unprecedented in the history of the communist movement for his 
unprincipled singing of the praises of others and for his creation of the 
cult of personality, then Lin Biao and the "gang of four" occupy second 
place. The Lin Biao bunch and the Khrushchev bunch are jackals from the 
same lair whose object in the creation of a personality cult was the 
deification of themselves, and a vain attempt at using the simple thoughts 
and feelings of the masses of people in loving their leader to realize their 
own ambitions for usurping the party and seizing power. 


The Central Committee's leadership of the people of the entire country in 
smashing the "gang of four" followed by the dispersal of the noxious pall 
of the cult of personality has permitted us to truly, completely, and 
accurately master and use Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought to truly 
raise high the banner of Mao Zedong Thought and to rally all positive 
elements to forge ahead courageously to bring about the Four Modernizations: 
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Both the Central Work Committee, which was convened not long ago, and the 
Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee reaffirmed the 
collective leadership of the party. Comrade Hua Guofeng proposed that more 
praise be given workers, peasants, soldiers, and the masses, that more 
praise be given the party and old revolutionaries, and that there be less 
propaganda about individuals. The Plenary Session of the Central Committee 
reiterated Comrade Mao Zedong's advocacy and the practice among comrades 
within the party of not using official titles and not referring to the 
individual views of any party leader as "instructions." All these 
decisions and measures are for the purpose of improving democratic life 
throughout the party, to revive and give play to the fine tradition of 
democratic centralism in the party and the mass line, thereby also reviving 
and giving play to the international communist movement's fine tradition of 
opposition to cults of personality. 


3. Extirpate the Cult of Personality and Accelerate the Promotion of 
Socialism. 


Only historical examination and class examination of the cult of personality 
can point the way to rooting it out. 


The cult of personality is a pher.omenon that exists only in societies that 
have classes. In a primitive society of the proletariat, though people 
are commonly superstitious as a result of a low level of productivity and 
of science and technology, their superstition at that time is only that 
there are supernatural things but not supernatural persons. Therefore, 
primitive society practices only fetishism and totemism, but it does not 
worship people nor deify people. Only after it becomes a class society 
does the class domination give rise to the class basis for personality 
cults. The slaveholder class and the feudal lord class, in order to 
maintain their exploitation and their oppression and to prevent resistance 
from the exploited and the oppressed as well as to paralyze the 
revolutionary consciousness of the people, transform the spirits in nature 
into anthropomorphic social gods and preach about personality cults, claim 
that the founder of a religion is the son of God, or an incarnation of God, 
or claim that the monarch or sovereign is a god descended to earth as the 
"Son of Heaven," while preaching that they are the supreme and absolute 
power, bestowing on these persons superhuman spiritual powers and wanting 
people to follow them absolutely without any resistance whatsoever in a 
scheme to get the exploited and the oppressed classes to willingly accept 
their rule. Such an idealistic and metaphysical ideology of a cult of a 
personality is closely related to a political system of personal despotism. 
Personality cults are the theoretical basis and the ideological foundation 
underlying personal despotisms. Contrariwise, systems of personal 
despotism are the political foundations for personality cults. And in 
slave societies and feudal societies, the myriad small producers are the 
economic foundation of personality cults. The small producer, beset with 
dangers all around, stupefied, narrow-minded and shortsighted, frequently 
entrusts his destiny to a "supreme hero" or an “illustrious ruler." 
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In recent times, along with the development of large-scale capitalist 
social production, free competition, and bourgeois democratic system has 
come a loss of the economic and political foundations for personality 
cults. Looked at historically, the revolution of the bourgeoisie was, in 
its early stages, opposed to feudal despotism and rule by divine right and 
stood for democracy and human rights. So, generally speaking, the 
bourgeoisie did not deify their leaders. Washington, the founder of the 
United States, served only two terms (8 years) in office as stipulated in 
the constitution, and after retiring from the political scene, he became 
an ordinary citizen accorded no honors as a god. It was not until 1791 
that the Americans named their new capital city Washington in memory of his 
historical achievements. Bourgeois democratic systems elect a leader only 
once every several years to serve as an agent of the bourgeoisie. They 
are all nothing but knights of paper revolving round a lighted lantern for 
the government of the bourgeoisie, and for whom the bourgeoisie requires no 
deification and for whom it requires no bestowal of supreme power for life. 
Only in those countries that still retain sovereigns in whom power is 
vested where the bourgeois revolution is very incomplete does the cult of 
personality continue to be preached. Only when the bourgeoisie is 
confronted with a serious economic or political crisis and has no means of 
maintaining the system of bourgeois democracy does it resort to individual 
dictators to get it out of its difficulties, and only then does it 
fanatically preach the cult of personality. For example, around the time 
of the 1930's when fascism was on the rampage, fascists touted Hitler as 
infallible and Mussolini as eternally right and even advertised them as 
"geniuses who stand among the stars." 


If socialism is to annihilate classes, it must annihilate the preposterous 
and irrational, hideous phenomena including the personality cult inherited 
from class societies. But in the development of dialectic materialism to 
expose things, it is often difficult within a short period of time to sever 
historical relationships. Biological genetics knows throwbacks, and the 
cult of personality may be said to be a throwback phenomenon in the 
history of social development that does not reflect the nature of the 
socialist system. The development of the socialist system must thoroughly 
uproot the cult of personality. As regards the spectacular problem of the 
unexpected ability of the cult of personality to be prevalent for a time 
in a socialist country. we must fully analyze its various origins in the 
history of society. 


Because of the action of the uneven pattern of capitalist economic and 
political development, the socialist revolution has not been able to 
achieve its first victories in highly developed capitalist countries, but 
in undeveloped or underdeveloped capitalist countries. Economically, 
small-scale production has had a long history and a pervasive influence in 
these countries. Polftically, the tail of feudal despotism is rather long 
with no tradition of bourgeois democracy. Ideologically, the pernicious 
vestiges of an heroic historical outlook and of monarchical privilege runs 
quite deep. From the standpoint of class relationships, peasants with 
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deepset superstitious ideas constitute the minority of people, with an 
industrial proletariat of fairly high cultural level constituting the 
majority. In social life the patriarchal system is firmly rooted, and the 
patriarchal system is the cult of personality in microcosm within the home. 
In such a social environment, the cult of personality easily multiplies and 
spreads. The baneful influence of feudalism can flow from every ditch to 
penetrate our embattled proletarian party. The crux is this: if because 
of our achievements our ideology has become lopsided or blind, or if we 
lack consciousness or drop vigilance, then the careerist and plotter 
Khrushchevs, Lin Biaos, and “gangs of four" of this world may use this soil 
for the spread of the vile spawn of personality cults causing the weeds of 
personality cults to spread and flourish everywhere. These are both the 
subjective and objective conditions for the cult of personality. In 
addition, socialism is a new thing and we still lack experience in how to 
build socialism. Often we easily copy and apply mechanically foreign 
experience, taking the first socialist country as the only perfect and 
unflawed model to make an orthodoxy of the cult of personality. This is 

an external cause for our producing a cult of personality. 


It may be seen that if the cult of personality is to be truly stamped out, 
we must summarize the experiences of history and suit the medicine to the 
illness in order to get rid of the subjective conditions and both the 
internal and external factors that produce cults of personality. 


We should always guard against arrogance and rashness, be modest and 
prudent, steadfastly look at problems from all sides, strive to raise 
revolutionary consciousness and vigilance, and staunchly oppose the 
unhealthy trends and evil practices of the cult of personality. The 
proletariat needs a group of leaders who enjoy prestige, but not the 
creation of a cult of personality. Prestige is not the same as cult. 
Prestige is gradually nurtured through long revolutionary practice and 
outstanding work. A cult is artificially and unrealistically played up. 

It is very natural for the proletariat to cherish their leaders, but the 
world views of both dialectic materialism and the materialist view of 
history require that we: first, sing praises to heroic models from among 
the masses more and propagandize individuals less; second, that we 
propagandize more a group of proletarian revolutionaries without excessively 
pushing a specific person into prominence; three, leaders should be placed 
in the context of the masses, of class, and of the political party and not 
be separated from the masses, from class, or from a political party to 
stand alone and be propagandized, to say nothing of being placed above the 
masses, class, or a political party; fourth, there should be factualism and 
realism with no fanciful exaggeration or placement on a pedestal, and there 
should be no attribution of all achievements to an individual. If this 
principle is violated in propaganda, it can easily lead to the creation of 
a personality cult. "Simply by going one more small step, taking one small 
step that seems to be in the same direction can change truth into falsehood" 
(Lenin's words). The greater our accomplishments, the more we must be on 
guard against the Khrushchevs of this world to take the opportunity to 
create personality cults that wreck our endeavors. 
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Socialist democracy is the disinfectant that eradicates personality cults. 
Should full democracy be lacking, this could lead to excessive concentration 
of authority. Moreover, excessive concentration of authority and unbridled 
cults of personality are often cause and effect that are closely 
interrelated. Only by establishing a complete socialist democratic system 
can we vouchsafe, through a system, our proletarian red landscape, prevent 
the Khrushchevs, Lin Biaos, and "gangs of four" from creating cults of 
personality through the system to usurp the party and to seize authority, 
and convert socialism into social fascism or feudal socialism. 


For the long range, we should strive to develop large-scale socialist 
production and steadily strengthen the ranks of the working class, and by 
adhering to the path of socialism and while supporting the dictatorship of 
the proletariat, supporting the leadership of the Communist Party, and 
persevering in the guidance of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, give 
full play to socialist democracy, totally implement democratic centralisn, 
resolutely support the principle of collective leadership, greatly increase 
the scientific and cultural level of all the people, and institute 
protracted education in historical materialism and in atheist ideology. 
Only by keeping economics, politics, organization, culture, and ideology on 
a par and advancing side by side can a complete stop be put to cults of 
personality and socialist endeavors be rapidly advanced.

PRINCIPLE OF ' JUDICIAL INDEPENDENCE’ EXPLAINED

[Text] The Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee pointed 
out that judicial organs should maintain the necessary independence in their 
work. The Organic Law of the People's Courts, adopted at the Second Session 
of the Fifth National People's Congress, also stressed the principle that 
"the people's courts administer justice independently, subject only to the 
law." At a time when the entire party and people are earnestly studying and 
thoroughly enforcing the seven important laws, it is most essential to 
distinguish the relationship between party leadership and independent justice 
and to implement correctly the principle of independent justice, so that 
judicial work can better serve the main task of socialist modernization. 


The Chinese Communist Party is the core of leadership of the entire Chinese 
people. Our constitution stipulates that the working class, through its own 
pioneering Chinese Communist Party, carries out the leadership of the nation. 
As judicial organs of the nation and important instruments of the proletariat 
dictatorship, the people's courts must of course place themselves beneath 

the party leadership. The principle of the people's courts administering 
justice independently by no means implies that they are "independent" of 

the party leadership. Rather, it means that the party has handed over the 
nation's judicial authority to the people's courts; in carrying out their 
judicial authority, the people's courts merely abide by the state laws, and 
no organ, body, or individual has the right to interfere. This means that 
the principle of independent justice exercised by the people's courts is 
independent justice under party leadership; the party and people want the 
people's courts to carry out their functions and powers independently and 

to administer justice independently. This is indeed the opinion of the party 
and the entire people. 
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How does the party carry out its leadership concerning judicial work? First 
and foremost, its leadership involves line, policies, and principles. Our 
party is the ruling party. In judicial work, the party's policies must 
gradually move toward legalization, moving up to become the "national will." 
Consequently, it follows that the party's leadership in the realm of policy 
toward judicial work becomes leadership in the state law. The laws of our 
state are promulgated by the National People's Congress under the leadership 
of the Party Central Committee. They are the concentrated expression of the 
will of the working class and the entire people, representing the greatest 
interests of the party and the masses and simultaneously reflecting, in a 
concentrated manner, the party's relevant policies and opinions; they are 
the mold and concrete form of the party's policies. Exercising the laws of 
the state and the policies of the party are one and the same thing, and 
moreover the laws of the state possess uniformity, stability, continuity, 
and great power. Therefore, enforcing the laws of the state correctly means 
abiding by the will of the entire people in order to safeguard the greatest 
interests of the party and the people; opposing and sabotaging the laws of 
the state means violating the will of the entire people, damaging the 
greatest interests of the party and the people--that is to say, opposing the 
party's leadership. Therefore it can be seen that the independent administering 
of justice by the people's courts, subject only to law, is an embodiment of 
the guarantee of party leadership. 


Both the positive and negative experiences of the past 30 years have proven 
that strengthening the socialist legal system by strictly following the law 
in handling matters constitutes the main problem faced by the people's courts 
in exercising their judicial authority and the main form of party leadership 
toward judicial work. Other forms of the party's leadership of judicial 
work also have the purpose of correct’ implementation of policy law. The 
courts independently administer justice, based entirely on facts, and make 
decisions in accordance with the law. In this manner, the state enforces the 
law uniformly, therefore safeguarding the party's united leadership. If the 
laws of the state are not enforced and the socialist legal system is sabotaged, 
then there is neither party leadership nor independent justice, and this 
could only bring serious disaster to the party and the people. During the 
Great Cultural Revolution, the interference and sabotage of the ultraleftist 
line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," and also our unsound socialist legal 
system, provided these conspirators with grave loopholes to exercise fascist 
dictatorship against the revolutionary people, producing vast numbers of 
trumped-up cases. Many outstanding cadres of the party and the people shed 
their blood and lost their lives, an exemplary model being the sacrifice of 
Comrade Zhang Zhixin [1728 1807 2450]. After the calamity of Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four," the party and the people became fully determined to adopt 
measures to strengthen the socialist legal system. However, as we in the 
past neglected devising a sound legal system, ignored the law, despised the 
legal system, and circumvented the law, we are still not yet rid of the effect 
of the nihilism of law and the poison of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in 
their sabotage of the legal system. We still must fully understand the 
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significance of the party's leadership toward judicial work, which must 
enforce the law and resolutely handle matters according to law. It is 
erroneous and dangerous to say that to administer justice independently 
merely means obeying the law and “opposing the party according to the law" 
and "asserting one's independence from the party"--such an outlook must 

be firmly rejected. 


As the problems solved by judicial work affect the reputation of the laws 

of the state, the party committees’ leadership of their corresponding 
judicial organs should emphasize the supervision of policies and enforce- 
ment of the law, not the actual running of business, utilizing the party to 
represent the government. The main thing in listing judicial work on the 
agenda of party committees is to understand and study the judicial work 
conditions, teaching and judicial organs in the party organization how to 
analyze the state of the enemy and the social situation and how to solve 
existing problems, examining and supervising the conditions for the judicial 
Organs to implement policies and laws, recommending good cadres for the 
judicial organs, and improving the education and cultivation of cadres in 
the judicial organs. In order to truly safeguard the people's courts' 
independent exercise of their judicial authority, we should let the judicial 
Organs be responsible to the party in carrying out policies and laws, and 
let them do their job well without interference by party committees, much 
less hand down judgments. No leading person may, under any pretext, order 
judicial organs to violate the legal bounds and judicial procedures of the 
Criminal Law and the Criminal Procedures Law or to prosecute and judge at 
will. 


The implementation of the principle of independent justice under party leader- 
ship is decided by the special and complicated nature of judiciary work. 

All contradictions resolved by judicial work have a bearing on class struggle 
or important problems of individuals wielding absolute power. Consequently, 
class enemies will sabotage the work by hook or crook in order to avoid being 
beaten themselves. Persons involved in a certain case and others having a 
conflict of interest will also plot to interfere by all ways and means to 
influence the correct handling of the case. Nepotism and thoughts of the 
privileges of the old society are also liable to poison certain persons. 

The abnormal phenomena found in a capitalist society, such as going through 
the back door and pulling strings, can also influence judicial work. There- 
fore, judicial work must be placed under party leadership and, in accordance 
with the law, eradicate unlawful interference and carry out its work inde- 
pendently. To this end, party committees must supervise and support. If 
they discover errors, they should criticize and set things right. 


In examining and handling cases, the people's courts must rely on the masses, 
investigate and study, verify evidence, and carry out policies that conform 
to the opinions of both the specialized departments and the masses. But they 
absolutely must not abandon their posts and follow the masses blindly, nor 
must they instigate a mass movement in handling cases. The coordination 
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among the three organs--the public security department, the procuratorate, 
and the courts--is beneficial for the correct and timely handling of cases, 
reasonable and legitimate, without injustice or indulgence. However, no 
excuse is permissible for a judicial organ to examine dossiers or pass 
judgment without due authority, but merely follow legal procedures, adhere 

to form, and place its seal. It is against the Criminal Procedures Law for 
the public security department, the procuratorate, and the courts to jointly 
handle a case, for the quality of the case could not be guaranteed, and 
therefore such a manner cannot be adopted. In the course of examining a 
case, if the three organs hold differing opinions, the case should be handled 
in accordance with the stipulations of the law, but not settled by virtue 

of the high position of a certain "organ" in the party hierarchy or of a 
certain “official.” In examining a case, the people's courts must rely on 
facts for basis and on the law for a standard, and must treat all persons 
equally before the law, irrespective of the defendant's social position or 
social and political background. They must not tolerate special persons 
moving about freely above the law and enjoying special privileges. All party 
members, and especially the leading cadres at all echelons, must set an 
example of abiding by the law. In carrying out their judicial work, the 
people's courts are strictly forbidden to be avaricious and corrupt or to 
evade the system, but they must do their utmost to see that all lawenforcers 
abide by the law. Any cadre who abuses his authority against the work of a 
judicial organ by illegally interfering and exerting influence, and any member 
engaged in judicial work who neglects his duties, yields to power, and 
exhibits selfishness and avarice, is to be strictly punished according to 
the law. 





The enforcement of independent justice under party leadership, subject only 

to law, is determined by the basic system of socialism. This cannot be 
compared with the sham "judiciary independence" of the bourgeoisie. Experience 
has proven that the party and the people need the principle of independent 
justice. We should achieve a more truly ideological line, emancipate our 
thinking, eradicate leftover fears, and firmly carry out this principle.

"CHANWANG' REPORTS ON CHEN YUN SPEECH 
HKO60735 Hong Kong CHANWANG in Chinese No 430, 1 Jan 80 p 20 HK 


[Excerpts of speech by Chen Yun, “The Load Left on Us by the Dead," delivered 
to the CCPCC Politburo in July 1979] 


[Text] I want to talk something about people who particularly like to label 
people with doctrines, such as slavish mentality toward all things foreign, 
right-deviationist mentality, revisionism and capitalism. Let us later call 
them the doctrine faction. People who cannot depart from doctrines benefit 
at the expense of others, nave egoism in their minds and disregard the 
people and revolution. In the party Central Committee Politburo, where 
several dozen individuals are exercising leadership over a country of 
approximately 1 billion people, there is no room for this kind of person who 
clouds the waters. Any doctrine which deviates from practical requirements 
is not a good one. Since the third plenum of the party Central Committee, 

a series of reforms have been carried out without great achievements ranging 
from the central authorities to localities; the spirit of the plenum has 
not been thoroughly implemented; the obstacles have been very big; the things 
which should have been urgently done have not been done well; and a small 
number of people in the central authorities have been making trouble. I 
already said at the third plenum of the party Central Committee that the 
problems have occurred at the lower levels but that their source came from 
the central authorities. If the central authorities are not determined 

to deal with this small number of people, people lower down will wait and 
see and have lingering fears, mainly because they are afraid of changes. 
There have been several changes in the past 10 to 20 years, with the people 
who are carrying out the policies always suffering. We must not expect that 
the seven laws which have been provided can prevent those who implement 

the line and policies formulated by the upper levels from becoming victims 
in a change. So far as I am concerned, I do not believe a county CCP 
committee secretary or a prefectural CCP committee secretary cannot be 
dismissed by a note to a provincial CCP committee secretary. What the 
cadres see are the feudal system of several thousand years and the 
patriarchal system of several decades. Their motto is not written in 
Marxist-Leninist principles and policies but the hint dropped by their 
superiors and the will of the heads of their departments. This is very bad. 
If the central authorities do not take the lead in eliminating the sources 
which have defied human and divine laws in the past more than 10 years, cadres 
cannot come out boldly and the masses cannot be energetic. Today I learned 
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from the report made by Comrade Song Renqiong that only one-third of the 
29 provinces, municipalities and regions are basically able to do work well 
and that there are difficulties in shifting the work focus. 


There are currently two big weights on us: One is the loads left by the 
dead and by the living. The load left on us by the dead is the mistakes 
made by Chairman Mao while those of the living refer to people who were 
dependent on the pleasure of the "gang of four" and suppress people with 
the load left by the dead. The dead become a god and cannot be removed, 
whereas the living become ghosts and frighten people with this god. Many 
people are afraid of smashing the stone tablets of the god and must 

take precautions against the living who may create trouble. They are thus 
overcautious and indecisive and cannot advance. 


[HKO60739] At present, the load left by the living is more dangerous than 
that left by the dead. These people have a social foundation which they 
have painstakingly built up for more than 10 years. Their roots are deep 
and influence very great. How do we deal with them? The Politburo must 
handle these two loads before holding the plenum. I am using the sentence, 
removing the stumbling block, which Chairman Mao liked to say. I agree 

with Comrade Xiaoping's opinion that both things must be done simultaneously: 
We must convey in full to the whole party and all levels throughout the 
country Chairman Mao's erroneous policies and instructions and the incorrect 
resolutions of the party Central Committee presided over by Chairman Mao and 
negate those which should be negated. In the course of criticism, we can 
correct mistakes. We must disregard those principles, policies and resolu- 
tions which are rot incorrect but hinder the current central task--socialist 
modernization. k= do this in the interest of the overall situation. However, 
we must admit the role Chairman Mao played in the party's history. We must 
not give vent to our hatred by whipping the body of the dead. We must not 
let ourselves be fooled by the Kuomintang. We must not give opportunities 

to those with ulterior motives to carry out splitting activities and incite 

a civil war. In dealing with these people in the central authorities, 

they should be criticized and given duties without power. They can be 

given work but not put in important positions. They must not be allowed 

to make trouble. In dealing with these people in the provinces and munici- 
palities, they should be criticized and dismissed or pensioned off to pacify 
the people. They must make a clean breast of their mistakes. We must 

get rid of all obstacles which hinder the "four modernizations."” Regarding 
those who adhere to book worship, hinder the emancipation of the mind, resist 
the spirit of the third plenum of the party Central Committee, oppose "practice 
is the sole criterion for testing truth," resist the central authorities’ 
policy decision on shifting the focus of work and even make use of local 
influences to resist the central authoritiesand interfere with the focus of 
work, we must "deal with a man as he deals with you” and seize their power if 
they cannot be driven away. This is not a line struggle. Who says that there 
is no other form of struggle in the party except line struggle? We can 
indulge in a little high-handedness.

"CHENG MING' VIEWS ATTEMPTS TO DISCREDIT DENG XIAOPING

[Text] Deng Xiaoping “Closed Off the Mountain?" 

"Is Deng Xiaoping developing a personality cult?" 


Some people thought about this some 2 months ago when they [read the] 
RENMIN RIBAO article entitled "We Met Comrade Deng Xiaoping in Huangshan 
Mountain." 


The article was written by four students of the Shanghai Normal University. 
The article noted that they planned to climb Huangshan Mountain on 11 July. 
When they learned that Deng Xiaoping was on the mountain, they were very 
delighted and wanted to see the graceful bearing of their leader. However, 
because of Deng Xiaoping's personal security, they were prevented from 
climbing the mountain. Later when Deng Xiaoping learned that the guards 
were taking very great precautions, he told them: "We must let the masses 
climb and tour the mountain. Do not take such strict precautions as though 
we are confronting a dangerous enemy." So the students happily met 

Deng Xiaoping.... 


Although the article discussed a minor matter, it used some fairly rigid 
words of praise. The newspaper also placed the article in a rather prominent 
position. As a result, there was talk of “Deng Xiaoping developing a 
personality cult." 


This was incorrect. « It was by no means a propaganda for personal worship. 


The publication of the article did have a purpose. What was the purpose? 

It had to do with the rumor about "closing the mountain." Some 2 months 

ago the following rumor spread around Beijing and Shanghai when Deng Xiaoping 
climbed Huangshan Mountain, he ordered the mountain to be closed off and 

the masses were not allowed to tour it. In fact, Deng Xiaoping did not give 
such order aad he actually opposed closing off the mountain. The closure 

was actually done by the guards. The rumor which went around Shanghai 

was particularly vivid and spread like wildfire. The article about Deng 

was first carried in Shanghai's JIEFANG RIBAO (7 October). To scotch the

rumor, the paper also ran a picture captioned: "Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
Having His Picture Taken With Macao Compatricts in Huangshan Mountain." 

A few days later RENMIN RIBAO reprinted the article. The Chonese communist 
propaganda departments thought that once the article was published, the 
rumor would die, Deng's image would not be damaged and those who started 
the rumor would suffer a blow. Facts have demonstrated that the calculat- 
tions of the Chinese communist propaganda organs were entirely correct. 

The rumor did not fool people who knew the truth. 


Rumor About the Case of Wei Jingsheng 


Many other rumors have emerged. Recently there was another rumor ix Beijing. 
It said: Deng Xiaoping gave instructions on how to handle the case of 

Wei Jingsheng which called for a heavy sentence to be passed on him. In 
accordance with Deng's view, the court originally planned tc sentence Wei to 
life imprisonment. However, Hua Guofeng, who was at thac time visiting 
Europe, expressed a different view. He thought that Wei should be sentenced 
to 15 years' imprisonment. The court finally acted according to Hua's view. 


Was that a rumor? 


Looking at the situation in various ways, it was most probably a rumor. If 
our calculations are right, we think that the spearhead of the rumor was 
directed at Deng Xiaoping. Of course, there was another aim and that was 
to create an impression among the masses that were growing contradictions 
between Hua and Deng. 


It will be very difficult to scotch this rumor. It was unlike the rumor 
about "Deng Xiaoping closing off the mountain,” which could be refuted with 
one stroke. The talk some time earlier that Deng Xiaoping was about 

to retire was also easy to clarify to the public. As a matter of fact, 
through Deng's talks to foreigners which included the talk to Greene and 
others (which was recently broadcast by Hong Kong Television Broadcasting 
Company), the rumor about his retirement was clarified. 


There is also one difficult problem and that is who started those rumors? 
[HKO50943] Shanghai's Paper First Mentioned the "Dismantling Faction" 


The 18 October JIEFANG RIBAO carried an article which described the people 
who started these rumors as the "dismantling faction." 


Who was included in the "dismantling faction?" The article was very 
ambiguous on this point. However, the following rough sketch was drawn: 


"The ‘gang of four’ were smashed, and the people who stirred up the noxious 
wind have disappeared. However, people who ‘stir up an evil wind' have again 
appeared. This is the ‘year of stirring up winds.’ First there was the 
"human rights wind,' followed by the ‘long-hair-bell-bottom-wind' and the 








"pop music wind.’ Recently, the ‘all-veterans-are-bad wind' which said no 
veteran cadres are good was stirred up...! One day, a cadre went out in a 
limousine on official business. His car was hit by a trolleybus. Someone 

in the crowd that gathered around the accident said: ‘That is a good hit!' 
This was very strange! The crowd did not know who was sitting in the car 

or whether the person sitting in the car enjoyed special privileges or had 
stirred up any unhealthy trend. Yet someone shouted that it was a good hit 
simply because the one hit was a veteran cadre. Apart from demonstrating 
that this person in the crowd was programmed by the ‘all veterans-are-bad wind' 
and hence lost his senses, what other explanations can we give...? We cannot 
help but wonder whether or not a very small number of people have used the 
masses’ feelings of discontent to ‘dismantle things!’ Some of these people 
are probably of dubious background. They probably have ulterior motives 

and are trying to mess things up under the pretext of criticizing an 
unhealthy trend. Otherwise how can we explain the atsurd and ridiculous 
rumors? The so-called congratulatory birthday banquet (referring to 

Ye Jianying's ‘congratulatory birthday banquet’) closing off the mountain 
(referring to Deng Xiaoping's ‘closing off the mountain’) and also that special 
pipes were laid to draw water from the Dianshan Lake for use by the municipal 
CCP committee, are all examples of these rumors. What is most intolerable 

is that someone has even created rumors about our most respected and beloved 
person. Is this just a coincidence? Is this a normal criticism...? We 

must not relax our vigilance in the face of the ‘dismantling faction.' The 
people who want to dismantle things are surely of a small number, but their 
strength must not be underestimated.” 


The article aroused discussion among some intellectuals in Beijing. The 
article mentioned the "human rights wind," "long-hair-bell-bottom wind" 

and "pop music wind" and the noxious wind stirred up by Jiang Qing in the 
same breath. People dislike this and think it was a great mistake. They 
also felt that some other views in the article were open to question. (The 
author believes that the view of the article regarding veteran cadres is 
basically correct.) Regarding the statement in the article that "the 
dismantling faction has great strength," people were mostly concerned with 
whether this faction is "leftist" or rightist. 


Who Are the "Dismantling Faction?" 


There is a rightist ideological trend in the mainland today, and criminals 
are extremely active. It was said that the report about the “Hainan riot” 
spread around some time ago was started by Taiwan, and some of the people 

who were affected by the rightist ideological trend were used to disseminate 
the rumor. The unscrupulous actions of storming offices and disrupting 
traffic were also products of the rightist ideological trend. The danger 

of the rightist ideological trend has undoubtedly existed. However, compared 
with the attack from the right, is it not true that an even greater inter- 
ference has come from the other side? 


The following facts are no longer secret: 


Several months ago, some theoretical units of the CCP Central Committee and 
the editorial boards of some newspapers and journals received a 3,000-character 
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auonymous letter. The letter was signed by the 19-man committee of the 
National Alliance of Anti-opportunists." The spearhead of the anonymous 
letter was directed at the third plenum of the CCP Central Committee, the 
CCP Central Committee, Hua, Deng and others. 


{HKO50945] Pamphlets Criticizing the "Two Hu's" 


Before that, ccopies of a pamphlet signed by the "Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought Study Society" was found in various places in Beijing Municipality. 
The pamphlet fiercely attacked the CCP Central Committee and its current 
policies. On the surface, the pamphlet criticized the “two Hu's"--Hu Yaobang 
and Hu Qiaomu. It held that China's current affairs have worsened simply 
because of a “monopoly by the two Hu's."” It held that."the two Hu's are 
revisionists" and that "the words and actions of the two Hu's have contravened 
the Constitution." The pamphlet demanded that the "two Hu's” be arrested 

and punished according to law. However, people could clearly see that the 
spearhead of the pamphlet was actually directed at the third plenum of 

the CCP Central Committee, the CCP Central Committee and Deng Xiaoping. 

On one occasion several big-character posters were put up overnight in 
Beijing University calling for striking down the biggest capitalist roaders 
within the party. Some big-character posters openly voiced their support 

for Hua Guofeng and opposed Deng Xiaoping, doing everything possible to sow 
discord. 


Among the huge ranks of Chinese Communist cadres, about one-third of the 
people are sceptical of and disagree with the spirit, principles and policies 
of the third plenum of the CCP Central Committee. An outstanding example 

is the 100,000-character letter ‘sritten by a divisional cadre to the CCP 
Central Committee, saying that he opposes the current way of doing things. 
Someone in Guangdong also sent a letter to Hua Guofeng, saying that it is 

a "restoration" act for Xi Zhongxun to develop the "five fixings and one 
reward" system in Guangdong's agriculture. The CCP Central Committee has 
held that these are all probably problems in ideology and understanding. 
Guangdong's practice of the "five fixings and one reward" system is in line 
with the spirit of the third plenum of the CCP Central Committee. The 
propaganda department of the CCP Central Committee sent out a special report 
on this through the XINHUA News Agency and affirmed Guangdong's practice. 
The report was carried on the front page of RENMIN RIBAO. 


Four Features of the "Cold Wave” 


These are obviously all manifestations of an ultraleftist ideological trend. 
the "cold wind" stirred up during March and April last year was actually 

an ultraleftist wind. All those people who jumped out and made speeches 

and wrote articles held that the third plenum of the CCP Central Committee 
marked a turn to the right. They held that the right rather than the left 
should be criticized. A secretary of the Shaanxi Provincial CCP Committee 
has in fact made a speech unjustifiably condemning the propaganda depart- 
ments (which included newspapers, jourrals and broadcasting stations) for 
promulgating all kinds of curious theories such as "the theory of the dying

out of class struggle." Some people have also shouted: "People have been 
talking excessively about democracy. That is too much!" "Does it mean that 
we can do without class struggle in publicizing democracy?" and “does it mean 
that we can do without party leadership in acting according to law?" Some 
people have been very dissatisfied with the publicity in RENMIN RIBAO about 
the experiences of Anhui and Sichuan in agriculture. They felt that this 
would be deliberately going against publicizing Dazhai (which is in fact 

a sham red banner). They have described a slight emphasis on the peasants’ 
material incerests and the implementation of party policies as opposing 
Dazhai, and said that opposing Dazhai means opposing Mao and Mao Zedong 
Thought. Some people have fiercely advocated that it is necessary to develop 
a "second antirightist struggle." In the sensitive literature and art circles, 
just when the discussion on democracy in art was launched, some people reacted 
as though they were confronting a dangerous enemy. It seems as though they 
want to send a punitive expedition. They shouted that someone is about to 
“seize power." “If the central authorities do not grasp the situation in 

a timely way, very soon we will have the same situation which existed in 
1956" (in which a very small number of genuine rightists stepped out and 
voiced their views). The implication was that it is necessary to have 
another “antirightist struggle." During that period, a number of articles 
appeared ir Hebei, Guangdong and Shandong, calling on writers to unscrupu- 
lously sing songs of praise and nut to make any “exposures.” 


{[HKO50947] This is no coincidence, but a cold wave which has merged together. 
This cold wave has the following four features: 


l. It is extraordinarily "leftist." It opposes emancipating people's mind 
in the ideological sphere, opposes democracy and the legal system in the 
political sphere, opposes the principle of “readjusting, restructuring, 
rectifying and improving the national economy" in the economic sphere and 
opposes literature and art intervening in the people's lives. In a word, 
it is a product of the "whatever" and ultraleftist ideological line. 


2. It is filled with the flavor of the gang. The members of the cold wave 
are not necessarily factional backbones of the "gang of four." However, 
they are linked to the ideological system of the "gang of four." Whether 
they are making speeches or writing articles, they sing the gang's tune. 
Their line is practically the line of the "gang of four" without their 
physical presence. 


3. There are people behind the scene. Take for example the article entitled 
"'Praisine Virtue’ and ‘Lacking Virtue.'" This article, which hurled abuses 
on the "literature wounds" and "exposure literature," was written by a small 
potato. However, there was someone else holding the pen. People knew 

that poet Tian Jian, the editor of HEBEI WENYI [HEBEI LITERATURE] which 
carried the article, has been affiliated with people who stirred up winds, 
and that the former first secretary of the Hebei Provincial CCP Committee 

Liu Zihou was an ultraleftist. When the backstage boss was traced, people 
ran into even more important figures. Not long ago a speaker at the 

Beijing literature and art forum described the situation: "The strength 








of a gust of cold wind must never ve underestimated: as far as I know, there 
is a small branch which has wielded considerable strength. It has expressed 
some views which rocked the literary world. I learned about those views 
fairly early. The ‘information' was covertly passed on to me by a kind- 
hearted friend. The kind of unpredictable changes have really made people 
tremble with fear. What is frightening is not the views themselves, but 

the fact that the views are affirmed by certain leaders in the literature 
and art circle. As a result, some people said that somebody is going to 

be rectified and they war-ed others to be careful. They said that not only 
these veteran cadres who have advocated democracy in art and breaking 

into the forbidden zones will suffer, but the young people who have asked 
them to read through their works and have received their support will also 
be in danger. All at once, people have begun to feel that there will be 
another movement to grasp--big, medium and small rightists. I immediately 
saw a scene of dilapidation in which a hundred flowers withered during the 
period when the ‘gang of four’ ran wild." 


4. The wave has lasted a long time. The cold wave, which came as a shock 
attack last spring, was somewhat weakened last July. The movement to make 

up the missed lesson in the discussion on the criterion of truth was an 
effective attack on this ultraleftist wave. However, it was only a single 
attack. The movement to make up the missed lesson had a fine start but 

a poor finish. The cold wave grew colder and colder last autumn. Of course, 
there have been new factors and the matter became even more complicated. 

Is it not true that in the literary world which can best reflect political 
movements, a number of incidents occurred in which writers who are bold 
enough to intervene in people's lives were being obstructed? "In the society's 
files," a work which has caused a sensation throughout the country, was 
recently "besieged." Another work "Flying in the Sky” has also encountered 
great pressure. This happened after "You Cannot Do This, General" was con- 
demned by seven generals. Recently, somebody even tried to reverse the 
verdict on the article entitled "'Praising Virtue’ and ‘Lacking Virtue.'" 

(A long letter of several thousand characters carried in the 1979 December 
issue of ANHUI LITERATURE attempted to reverse the verdict.) 


[HKO50949] It Is Very Dangerous to Let the Ultraleftists Gain Power and 
Influence 


All kinds of facts and indications have shown that the greatest interference 
has come from the "left." 


Not only that. The interference and sabotage from this direction is the most 
dangerous of all. 


First, it is because those people or their backstage bosses all have power. 


Second, they have held up a banner of "closely following" and confused and 
poisoned people's minds. 


Third, they have used the "four principles" ("four upholds") as their 
weapon. It may be used both defensively and offensively. 
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With power and influence, they can suppress people; and with the banner, 
they can deceive people. The strength of the ultraleftists is thus of great 
"authority" and deception. 


These factors are all lacking among the rightists. 


It can, therefore, be totally confirmed that the "leftist" ideological trend 
is far more dangerous than the rightist one. 


Now let us go back and look at the fact that some people have used the masses' 
dissatisfaction with the bureaucrats and their privileges to carry out their 
"dismantling" activities. 


If it is the rightists who carry out such activities, their activities will 
not make much progress and they will not be able to realize their objectives. 
This is because they have no power, they lack the sham revolutionary and sham 
Marxist-Leninist garb and they have limited strength. 


However, if the “dismantling” activities are initiated by people from the 
"left," they will constitute a considerable threat to the CCP Central 
Committee. 


Which of the two is more probable? 
Deng Xiaoping Talked About the New Trend 


Not long ago, Deng Xiaoping made a speech in which he mentioned interference 
by the incorrect “leftist” and rightist ideologies. He particularly stressed 
that it is necessary to pay attention to those people who have attacked the 
CCP from the right. Those people have also held up a banner of supportir 
Mao. Deng Xiaoping said that it is a new trend. The basic tone of the 
JIEFANG RIBAO article was the same as Deng Xiaoping's speech. 


However, most people in the various circles I contacted have a common wish: 
The CCP Central Committee must be particularly vigilant against the inter- 
ference, sabotage and threats from the "left." It must never attach too much 
importance to opposing the right and too little to opposing the "left." 
Second, it must do a good job in resolving the contradictions between the 
cadres and masses. It must take bureaucratism and privileges as its targets 
of attack. In this way. it will be able to eliminate a significant obstacle 
to the four modernizations and mobilize the masses’ enthusiasm. Moreover, 
what is especially important is that it will be able to block the opening 
through which careerists make use of the contradictions between the cadres 
and masses in carrying out their "dismantling" activities.

HONG KONG JOURNAL COMMENTS ON DENG'S TALKS ABOUT CADRE PRIVILEGES

[Article by Chi Hsin: "About Deng Xiaoping's Talks on the Problems of 
Privileges--and About the Social Background of the Drama ‘If I Were the 
Real One'"] 


{Text] I was informed by my friend who returned from China recently that 
in November 1979 Deng Xiaoping called a meeting of senior cadres of the CCP 
Central Committee and the State Council above the rank of deputy ministers, 
deputy governors, deputy mayors and army commanders. In the meeting, 

Deng Xiaoping talked about cadre privileges and successors. 


He spoke for about 2 hours, 1 hour of which was devoted to the problem of 
cadre privileges. He said what he meant were privileges of senior cadres. 

He urged those present to live harder lives, which, he said, was still much 
better than the life of ordinary people. He talked from the point of theory 
and well as reality and stressed the importance of the problem because it 
has affected the spirit of the people. He said it was necessary that people 
with different positions be treated differently but pointed out that all 
related rules must be strictly followed. He said that a number of senior 
cadres have several houses in other parts of the country. One house with a 
certain space would be enough for each cadre while the rest or surplus 

rooms must be returned. With regard to cars, he said a senior cadre has to 
pay for fuel when using the car for private purposes. He said that only 
senior cadres above the rank of ministers and governors were entitled to 
have special cars and drivers. Other cadres below the rank of deputy 
ministers and deputy governors could only use cars and drivers of their 
organizations. He also talked about other rules. With regard to successors, 
Deng Xiaoping said that cadres at various levels must pay attention to 
fostering and training successors selected from among middle-aged and young 
people. He also referred to the retirement system of other countries, saying 
that when he visited the United States he saw that senior American Government 
officials were relatively young. He urged all ministries and provinces 

to pay attention to the ages of those they selected as successors. All 
those present at the meeting were advanced in vears. But he said he did not 
mean that those present were not being given attention; he only asked them 
to realize that the future belongs to young people and to foster young 
successors as early as possible. 








My friend did not directly listen to Deng Xiaoping's speech, but only heard 
from others. Thus, he could only grasp briefly the contents of the speech. 
Yet it can be seen from the above-mentioned odd bits of information that the 
privileges of senior cadres became a most serious internal problem in China 
last year. This problem drew the attention of the highest CCP leadership 
which has decided to check it. 


The problem of cadre privileges has developed very seriously over the past 

2 to 3 years. This development has a certain historical background. The 
problem of privileges began to emerge about 10 years after the founding of 
new China. (The article by Liu Pinyen [0491 6333 7159], "Between Men and 
Evil," mentions these privileges.) The "four clean-ups" movement that was 
launched before the cultural nevolution dealt to some degree with decadent 
cadres in rural areas. The cultural revolution dealt a heavy blow at the 
privileges. But these two movements, particularly the cultural revolution, 
broadened the scope of targets} messed things up and severely dampened the 
enthusiasm of cadres. Even [word indistinct] cf the cadres were attacked 
during these movements. The "left" ideology of absolute egalitarianism 

was once rampant. The cadres who ascended during the cultural revolution 
and those of the army overmatched the veteran cadres of the precultural 
revolution period in abusing their power. This wind of "with power, we will 
have everything" continued to spread until the downfall of the “gang of four." 
Following this was the [words indistinct]. A number of these cadres are full 
of grievances and resentment. In addition, they have been influenced by the 
thinking of "with power, we will have everything" and have less sense of 
responsibility and are not so dedicated to their work. They are bent on 
seeking privileges for themselves and their children. The problem of cadre 
privileges has now become more serious than before or during the cultural 
revolution. 


The common people have shown bitter resentment against these privileges; this 
resentment is also shared by those in higher party leadership who are dedicated 
to their work. If cadre privileges continue to develop, it will be impossible 
to unite the people in carrying out the modernization program. Therefore, 

in their speeches at the second session of the Fifth NPC and in commemorating 
the National Day celebrations last year, Hua Guofeng and Ye Jianying pointed 
out the serious problem of cadre privileges. It was said that the delegates 

of the second session of the NPC talked much about cadre privileges at group 
meetings. They cited many examples, which had appeared in the article 
"Privileged Strata in China" by Xi Menhui [6007 7024 1979]. This article ( 
was carried in the September 1979 issue of CHISHIH NIENTAI. The delegates ~ \ 
criticized this problem so seriously that the second session of the NPC was 
compelled to close midway. During the session, the Chinese Communist Party 
convened an enlarged meeting of the Politburo and reaffirmed that the task 

of the second session of the NPC was to work out the legal system, adjust 

the economy and unite the people in carrying out the modernization program. 

The meeting decided to handle the problem of cadre privileges. Wang Dongxing 
made a self-criticism at the enlarged Politburo meeting. He even asked to 
resign. [HKO50800] But he was persuaded to stay by Hua Guofeng, Ye Jianying 
and Deng Xiaoping who considered it necessary to do so for the sake of 
"stability and unity." ' 
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However, the problem of cadre privileges has remained unchecked since the 

- second session of the Fifth NPC. Cries against the privileges have since 
been reflected in the propaganda media. RENMIN RIBAO exposed a number of 
cases about cadres who are bent on seeking privileges and carried an article 
entitled "We Must Strictly Demand Cadres." The Beijing Central TV Station 
once shot films on the families of senior cadres riding in cars to go shopping 
in a department store in order to criticize cadres for abusing their power. 
They also filmed the license plates of the cars. Yet station held back a 
trick and did not film the license plate of one “Honggqi" car in order to 
save the face of the senior cadre concerned. The films were warmly welcomed 
by the people who demanded that the station show the films again. It was 
said that the station has been advised by some high leadership cadres not 

to show the films again. But the films have been reported by foreign news 
agencies. This also proves that some cadres in charge of propaganda work 
have tried to deal with the problem of cadre privileges which are deeply 
hated by the people. 





A staff of the Institute of Social Sciences wrote an article last summer 
theoretically analyzing the rights of cadres. Resorting to speeched by 
Lenin, he said that in addition to the "means of production" and "means 

of subsistance," a society also has a "means of work." The so-called “means 
of work" refer to the materials used in work and not in production and living. 
They include office paper, stationary and cars used by cadres. The “means 

of work" are restricted for use in work only. But these materials can also 
be used as the means of subsistance. That is to say the cars that are for 
use in work can also serve people's living. Therefore, the users of the cars 
must be restricted. They cannot use the "means of work" for private purposes 
nor can they in any way confuse the means of subsistance with the means of 
work. Since the article deals with privileges from the point of theory, the 
high leadership of the Chinese Communist Party later order that the article 
be passed round for cadres at various levels to peruse. But why did they not 
publicize this article? There is only one explanation--it has become popular 
among cadres to confuse the means of subsistance with means of work. 
Therefore, if the means of subsistance and means of work are strictly dif- 
ferentiated, the enthusiasms of the broad masses of cadres will be affected. 


The magazine SHIKAN [POETRY], issued in August 1979, carried a poem with 

a heading “Don't Do This, General" and RENMIN WENXUE [PEOPLE'S LITERATURE], 
issued in September, carried feature story "Between Man and Devil" and the 
TV drama "The Story of ‘Look Forward.'" Thus some people in literature 

and art circles have directly used their creative works to ‘’ntervene in the 
problems of cadre privileges, bureaucratism and practices by which cadres 
help each other in protecting themselves. These creative works reflect 

the desire of and are widely praised by the people. 


In August 1979, the People's Opera Hu''-2 of Shanghei rehearsed a drama "If 

I Were the Real One." It was a restricted show, but it was welcomed by the 
audience. On the other hand, it caused arguments. The drama was adapted 
from reality and depicted an educated young man who settled down in the 
countryside. He posed as the son of a senior cadre in a bid to get a ticket. 
Eventually, he was mistaken for the son of Li Da who is deputy chief of the 
general-staff of the PLA. This young man did not correct the tistake, made 
the best of it and enjoyed everything fawned on him. The drama also depicted. 
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a number of episodes about some people who termed themselves relatives of 
this "Son of the deputy chief of the general staff." It also depicted how 
the fraud was exposed when Li Da came to Shanghai. During the trial, the 
rusticated youth, who could not help being involuntarily turned into a big 
swindler by a trivial happening, said: "If I were the real one..."; all 
exchange of privileges among cadres would have been justified. A number 
of people in Shanghai sympathized with the young man and eventually he 
became a modern Chinese "imperial envoy" on the stage. But the characters 


in the drama had changed their names, with Li Dwi becoming Zhang Lao. 


The drama "If I Were the Real One" is quite entertaining, with an interest- 
ing scenario in itself. It is no doubt that the drama will be welcomed 

by audiences once it is shown publicly because it is satirical about cadre 
privileges which are deeply hated by the people. It may also be welcomed 
by most cadres of lower levels. Of course there are different views on 
this drama. When this magazine carried the scenario of thw drama, it also 
carried articles with differing views. It was said that the higher leader- 
ship of the Chinese Communist Party also held different views about the 
drama. Chen Yi, who is responsible for propaganda work in Shanghai, is said 
to have had no objections to the drama. But later, upon his return from 
Beijing where he was attending a meeting, he changed his mind and said it 
was better to "put the drama aside and see what could be done later." 


The drama was shown to the delegates to the national conference on art and 
literature, which was convened in Beijing in November. Most of the delegates 
agreed with the drama while others held different views. Several deputy 
ministers of culture suggested ts “put it aside,” but did not say to ban it. 
But this attitude testified that at least it was not proper to publicize 

the drama jn the near future. 


[HKO50405] It has recently been said that CCP Propaganda Minister Hu Yaobang 
did not regard the drama as a poisonous weed. He suggested that the drama 

be discussed by literary and art circles throughout the country before it 

is shown to the public. He thus tended to agree to have it shown publicly. 


What are the main reasons for opp sing the showing of the urama? In a broac 
sense, this opposition is in fact against the exposure of the dark side in 
China, particularly the dark side within cadres. The majority of those who 
opposed the drama based their ideas on their own vested interests. Others 
did not do it because of their personal interests but because they con- 
sidered the prestige of the party, because the drama had been taken advantage 
of by "some Western propaganda organizations" (Xia Yen's opening speech to 
the national conference of art and literature) and because it discredited 

the country in the face of the worl? On 1] November, RENMIN RIBAO carried 

a speech made in Sichuan by Zhao Ziyang, a CCP Politburo member, who said: 
"China is a big country faced with so many problems. If we do not defend 

the prestige of the CCP Central Committee and of party committees at various 
levels and if party committees often become the subjects of abuses, vilifica- 
tions and [word indistinct], how can the party unite hun ds of [wor 
indistinct] of people in striving for a common goal?" 
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Although these words were reasonable, they put the cart before the horse. 
The prestige of the CCP Central Committee and party committees at various 
levels can only be won through their own deeds. They can in no way enjoy 
prestige by suppression and criticism against them. If the party committees 
from the center down to the grassroots levels did not engage in privileges, 
they should not be afraid of being “abused, vilified and attacked" by a few 
people. One who spits at the sun will spit in his own face. How can the 
CCP Central Committee and the committees at various levels prevent people 
from discussing privileges openly and privately when the committees them- 
selves are still [words indistinct] privileges? Even if the committees 

are able to prevent or suppress the discussions, they will not be able to 
defend their prestige. On the contrary, their prestige may still drop, 
because in addition to privileges, they may be regarded by the people as 
being different, afraid of criticism, and of suppressing criticism. If 

the situation continues to develop, it will be impossible for the party 

to “unite hundreds of millions of people in striving for a common goal." 


With regard to cadre privileges, some senior cadres only want to maintain 
their own personal interests and no longer care about their responsibility 
for the people. Other cadres may have two different views: they defend 
the prestige of the party and for a time being suppress criticisms by the 
people (including the closure of the Xidan Democratic Wall). At the same 
time, they try to weaken the practice of privileges through education, 
advice and rules. Some others use the propaganda apparatus as a weapon 

to help cadres at various levels overcome their shortcomings. If the drama 
"If I Were the Real One” is shown publicly, it will be good for cadres 

at various levels in checking cadre privileges. From a farsighted point of 
view, it is the way to defend the prestige of the party. 


Deng Xiaoping's November speech about cadre privileges has been relayed to 
cadres at various levels. But up to now, the cadres at various levels, 
particularly senior cadres, have not been able to abide by the rules. 

It seems that struggles still have to be waged before the cadres are willing 
to give up their vested interests.

HONG KONG JOURNAL LOOKS AT CHINA'S ARMY CONSCIOUSNESS

[Text] Recently, the Beijing newspapers have continuously issued the call 
for “supporting the army and cherishing the people." The clamor of the 
call has been quite extraordinary. Just before this New Year's Day, Hua 
Guofeng also visited the commanders and fighters of the Beijing garrison 
where he eaphasized army-government ard army-people unity and demanded 
that the army defend putli: order. Originally, “supporting the army and 
cherishing the people" was just routine business every year before and 
after the spring festival. At present, however, this seems to imply that 
the army will interfere with local affairs again. If this is true, it in- 
directly reflects some changes in China's political situation. 


An Antiarmy Undercurrent 


It seems that an antiarmy undercurrent appeared around the summer and 
autumn last year. 


At that time, the "four basic principles" were put forward and the big-charac- 
ter posters on Xidan Wall in Beijing, which were very much in the limelight, 
gradually changed their direction. There were more and more petitions for 
redresses of personal unjust cases, and fewer and fewer explorations into 
;2netrating political issues. Amid the atmosphere of democracy and redresses 
of injustice at the time, a new problem exploded: The return of civilian 
houses occupied by the army. 


The [no day] July 1979 RENMIN RIBAO exposed a problem about Yu Xifeng of 

the North Sea Fleet seizing a house of an overseas Chinese household. The 
military political commissar began occupying the house in 1971, and the 
owner requested the return of the house in 1976. The problem was not solved 
despite years of efforts and the pressure by the Qingdao Municipal Office 
for Overseas Chinese affairs and the United Front Work Department of the 
Shandong Provincial CCP Committee. It was not until the State Council took ) 
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up the case ani notified the navy headquarters that Yu Xifeng finally 
returned the civilian house. There have been several examples of such 
incidents reported in RENMIN RIBAO. The incident itself did not attract 
people's attention. What did attract attention was an “Editor's Note" 

in KENMIN RIBAO which made an exposure. It has exerted influence, played 
a role and is probably one of the examples [of the antiarmy undercurrent]. 


If the urging for the return of civilian houses were only individual cases 
and if rules and regulations were followed, they would not constitute an 
undercurrent of contradictions. The problem is that they have developed 
‘mto student parades and demonstrations demanding the return of school 
premises by the army. Moreover, the parades and demonstrations have also 
spread from Beijing to other places. 


The parades and demonstrations first broke out in the Chinese People's 
University. During the cultural revolution, the Chinese People's University 
was disbanded, with the headquarter of the second artillery moving into the 
university premises. Later, the university was restored under orders and 
demanded that the second artillery move from the premises. The second ar- 
tillery refused to return the premises on the grounds that they had built 
some underground military projects there. Neither side was prepared to 
yield. Despite the orders and decisions of the Central Military Commission 
and the State Council, the trouble was not resolved. It finally triggered 
off a student parade and demonstration on 10 October and aroused a chain 
reaction in various places. Similar events occurred in many provinces and 
municipalities: For instance, the Guangzhou Machinery College and other 
colleges followed the examples. We can say with certainty that if all this 
had not been cleared up in a timely way, these things would have definitely 
developed into a kind of common practice. 


By the end of October this year, Deng Xiaoping specifically pointed out that 
it was necessary to investigate the background of the student demonstration 
in the Chinese People's University. This has demonstrated that the CCP will 
not allow any more such events of “disrupting the army" to happen again. 


[HK260420] The Army Has Once Again Intervened in L»cal Affairs 


The opposition between the army and the people was generated from the army's 
"three support and two military" work during the cultural revolution. At 
that time the army intervened in various places in local affairs and liter- 
ally became the highest authority, overriding the party and government. The 
army decided on al. questions of right and wrong and interfered with all poli- 
tical affairs. Even a private sent out to support the left would take charge 
of hundreds of senior intellectuals in the university. Some people even 
displayed their insufferable arrogance and wore majestic looks. The seizing 
of civilian houses and school premises also occured at that time. A co- 
ercive social order was also developed at that time. Here I have no inten- 
tion of evaluating the army's activities in supporting the left. The ques- 
tion now raised is: While the CCP har gradually negated all the actual ac- 
tivities in the cultural revolution, why is it that only the army's "support- 
ing the left" is praised? Let us look at last year's 23 December RENMIN 
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RIBAO editorial, which noted: “Amid the critical s*tuvation at that time, 

the CCP Central Committ:«. Chairman Mao and Premler «ica decided that the 

PLA should carry out the ‘three support and two military tasks." This played 
a significant role in stabilizing the overall situation, with major achieve- 
ments being scored. Most of the comrades who participated in the ‘three 
support and two military’ work were good or relatively good." This view 

was literally different from the “circular™ issued by r>e PLA General 
Poli-ical Department during the 1979 spring festival. This "circular" de- 
manded that all PLA units properly solve the problems left over from the 
“three support and two military” work. It also seriously noted: Those 

who have aroused people's indignation must be strictly punished. But why 
has the view been greatly changed now? This kind of change would certainly 
have some profound political background, reflecting a strengthening of the 
political intluence of the army. It is at least a kind of criticism of the 
above-mentioned antiarmy undercurrent, creating public opinion for the army's 
various degrees of intervention in local affairs again. 


Quite obviously, the army, which once withdrew from society and immersed 
itself in developing its own training, has now begun to turn its attention 
toward society again. It has assisted the local authccities in straighten- 
ing out public order and played the role of work teams. 


In November of last year, Beijing held a national conference on public order, 
with the leadership concerned of all military regions and garrisons through- 
out the country in attendance. The conference demanded that “the army restore 
and carry forward the excellent tradition of army-people unity and assist the 
local authorities in straightening out public order." Later, the Xinhua News 
Agency carried reports about Beijing, Shanghai and other places organizing 
army-people joint defense and coordinated efforts in cracking criminal cases 
and making street patrols.... 


In September last year, the PLA general staff department, general political 

department and general logistics department issued a joint circular, demand- 

ing that all PLA units participate in and support the modernization of lo- a 
calities. The PLA units stationed in the rural areas should «establish links 

with communes and brigades, and those statione« in urban areas should estab- 

lish links with factories, railway stations, piers and neighborhoods in order 

to function as points 11 supporting construction and promoting mass work. 

At the same time, it instructed that production in the defense industry 

should also take into account people's needs und produce for c‘*ilian use. 


In view of the weak political and moral awareness of the voung people, the 
PLA units in some places have sent commanders and fighters to various second- 
ary and primary schools to act as political instructors. 


This kind of intervention, however, is different from the “three support 
and two military” work during the cultural revolution. It is coordination 
and cooperation and not leadership. It is mainly <*ved at the spheres of 
public order, production snd education and does not interfere with politics. 
However, it will certainly infiuence the local political affairs with the 
political and ideologica) awareness of the PLA units. This will certainly 
ir turn greatly strengthen the PLA units’ right to speak in the political 
realm. 
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{[HK260425] A Change in the Poi itical Atmosphere 


How should we analyze the current new trend of the PLA units’ intervention 
into local affairs? 


Let us look at the situation regarding the discussions on the criterion of 
truth. The discussions began the year *«‘ore last. However, as the PLA 
units did not actively participate . »»° discussions, an upsurge of making 
up for the missed lesson and discussions on the criterion of truth was 
whipped up around August and September last year. The commanders of all 
military regions personally started the mobilization and the cadres at and 
above division level organized study groups. However, this did not last 
very long, and tne upsurge of making up for the missed lesson soon cooled 
off. At the moment. only a thin voice is heard. 


The article "Struggle to Realize Modernization in National Defense" in 

last year's October issue of Hongqi did not express any views on the cuirent 
acute political issues. However, at the recently held all-army conference 
on cultural work, the participants earnestly hoped on the one hand that 
literature and art workers would "publicize and uphold the four basic prin- 
ciples" and publicize "the great army in the great epoch." On the other hand, 
they condemned with great indignation and hatred the "vilificationof the 
army" and “development of anarchism, extreme individualism and capitalism 
under the pretext of democracy and freedom." Judging from these facts, 
articles and reports, we should be able to get some fragmentary ideas about 
the political awareness of the PLA units. 


Has the revival of this kind of advocacy in the political arena not demon- 
strated a change in China's political utmosphere? 





It seems that the discussions on the criterion of truth has gradually died 
down.

YOUTHS SHOULD TAKE CONSTRUCTIVE ATTITUDE TOWARD SOCIAL EVILS

[Text] What are “current failings?" Simply speaking, they are the evils 
in current society, and some people call them the "seamy side of things." 


"Current failings" actually exist in reality, and we ought to look at them 
correctly and think of ways to overcome them. Here, the key to the problem 
is that we must make a scientific analysis of "current failings" and main- 
tain a correct attitude toward them. Some young comrades, in real life, 
perceive some social evils, but they do not make an analysis of them that 
proceeds fro. the outside to the inside, proceeds from one to another, 
discards the dross and selects the essential, and eliminates the false and 
retains the true. Therefore, they are often like blind persons feeling 

an elephant: although they touch on some phenomena they do not grasp the 
essence of things and therefore are unable to draw correct conclusions. 


We should soberly observe that no emergence of "current failings" is ac- 
cidental and that they all have deep roots in history, class, and society. 
Fundamentally speaking, our country's social evils are the legacy of the 
old society. They are historical dregs resurfacing under new historical 
conditions. They are the result of the long period of disruption and sab- 
otage caused by Lin Biao and the “gang of four." They are definitely not 
the inevitable products of our party itself and our socialist system it- 
self. The over half-a-century history of the CCP and the over 30-year 
history of the socialist revolution and the building of socialism elo- 
quently prove to us that the CCP is the proletarian party that is most 
able to promote what is beneficial and abolish what is harmful to the 
masses of people and that the socialist system is the superior system for 
society. However, the several thousands of years of the old thinking, old 
habits, old traditions, and old consciousness cannot be completely eradi- 
cated in one day. The 10 years of disruption and sabotage by Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four" left us facing a mountainous pile of problems, and there- 
fore we cannot carry out a full-scale reconstruction overnight. Like any 
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other thing, if we want to overcome and eliminate “current failings" 

we must go through a process. At the same time, we must recognize that it 
is not only our country that has social evils but that every country in the 
world has them. However, our "current failings" are fundamentally differ- 
ent from the “current failings" in capitalist countries: our "current 
failings" were not brought about by the social system itself, whereas 

the “current failings" in capitalist societies are an inevitable product 

of their social systems; our "current failings" certainly should and can 

be overcome, but the bourgeois parties in power in capitalist countries do 
not at all think of overcoming “current failings.'"' Therefore, in analyz- 
ing the “current failings," we should distinguish "Yan'an" from "Xi'an." 

We certainly cannot mention in the same breath and lump together the evils 
of socialist countries and the evils of capitalist countries. Even less 
can we, because of some "current failings" and some "seamy sides of things," 
lose confidence in the four fundamental principles and harbor doubts. Of 
course, to turn a deaf ear and a blind eye to "current failings" is in- 
correct. It is even more incorrect to be blinded and befuddled by some 
social phenomena, and because of this have one's confidence in the future 
shaken. 

In handling "current failings," we must not only make a scientific analysis 
but also have correct methods for solving the problems they pose. If we do 
not, then not only will it be of no benefit to eliminate evils but also it 
is very possible that we will cause trouble for the party and the people. 
Some young people do not understand this principle. Once their brains be- 
come fevered, they stage parades and present petitions, engage in sit-down 
demonstrations. I think that all this displays a rash attitude. Our 

party is our own proletarian political party, and the country is the people's 
own country. Why do we exert pressure on ourselves? Our revolutionary 
youths should show sympathy and understanding for our country's difficul- 
ties, helping the party to get over its difficulties and bearing burdens 

for the country. In any case, they cannot add to the burdens of the party 
and the country. Therefore, in handling "current failings," we can only 
make criticisms and suggestions through regular channels and in regular 
order, and should not resort to the method of raising hell. The unjustified 
raising of hell is incorrect, and so is the justified raising of hell, 
because raising hell can wreck the excellent situation of stability and 
unity and can affect order in production, work, and society. This kind of 
raising hell not only is not of the slightest benefit to abolishing what is 
harmful but, on the contrary, can affect the progress of the four moderniza- 
tions. 


Actually, according to my view, many "current failings" did not develop from 
our productive force but are directly related to our economic backwardness. 
Therefore, if we want to promote what is benef‘cial and abolish what is 
harmful, then we must carry out the four modernizations with one heart and 
one mind. The realization of the four modernizations, the development of 
the economy, and the strengthening and enriching of the country are the 
basic conditions for the elimination of many “current failings." 
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Therefore, a youth who thinks correctly about promoting what is beneficial 
and abolishing what is harmful to the people should, first of all, be a 
shock worker on the New Long March. As for those persons who donot manual 
labor, do not engage in agriculture, do not study, and do not work, but who 
all day long in front of "Xidan Wall" indulge in loud and empty talk, talk- 
ing idly about "saving the country," although saying again and again that 
they want to "promote what is beneficial and abolish what is harmful," their 
actions completely negate their declaration and the masses do not approve 

of them. The great number of youths should learn a lesson from this.

[Text] Gaps in XINHUA Report 


XINHUA reported on 30 January that the Central Committee of the CYL had held 
a plenum from 23 to 28 January. This report made clear the main purpose 

and theme from the very beginning in mentioning an important matter which 
had not been touched on in previous XINHUA reports; the words suddenly leapt 
from the page. If we say that this constitutes a gap in XINHUA's propaganda 
or reporting work, that is hardly possible. In fact instances of this have 
often occurred in the past. 


After mentioning the opening of this plenum, th.s report immediately goes 

on to say in its second section: "The participating comrades studied 

Comrade Deng Xiaoping's important report on the situation and tasks, and were 
greatly encouraged. They all felt that their spirits were uplifted, their 
orientation was clear, and their confidence was redoubled." 


We can see from this that this CYL plenum took Deng Xiaoping's report as the 
key link for deciding on future work tasks. However, there was no mention 
in the XINHUA report of when and where Deng Xiaoping delivered this report. 


Judging by this report on the CYL, Deng Xiaoping's report was certainly not 
delivered at that CYL plenum. This is because the text of the report says 
that Hu Yaobang spoke at the meeting. The report would certainly have 
mentioned it if Deng Xiaoping had attended the plenum. 


Guangdong Has Already Held a Rally To Convey the Report 


According to NANFANG RIBAO, the Guangdong Provincial CCP Committee held a 
rally of cadres on 25 January to convey Deng Xiaoping's recent important 
report on the situation and tasks. The importance of this speech clearly 
exceeds the scope of the CYL; it is a key report related to the future 
tasks of the whole party and state. 
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Hovever, it is certainly not impossible to find out when and where Deng Xia. ring 
delivered this report. 


According to foreign correspondents, Physical Culture Commission Chairman 
Wang Meng mentioned when receiving foreign guests on 16 January: "Vice 
Premier Deng Xiaoping made a long speech at a gathering of the ruling party 
this afterncon, in which he dealt on the tasks for China in 1980." 


The Keynote of Commentator's Articles in the Past Fortnight 


According to this timing, if we examine the RENMIN RIBAO issues since 

16 January we can see that a new keynote has appeared in commentaries and 
reports in the past fortnight. These may express the main intentions and 
outline of Deng Xiaoping's report. 


RENMIN RIBAO has published the following key articles during this period: 


The 21 January XINHUA contributing commentator's article, “Uphold the Correct 
Orientation of Socialist Democracy." 


The 22 January article signed by Yu Songyan, "Stability and Unity and the 
Socialist Legal System." 


The 28 January article signed by Lu Zhichao, "Stability and Unity and 
Socialist Democracy." 


The paper that day also published a report on the second meeting of the 
discipline inspection committee of the Central Committee, which decided on 
the work focus for this year, and carried an accompanying editorial 
"Strengthen Party Discipline, Promote Party Style and Insure the Four 
Modernizations." 


There was another editorial on 29 January, entitled "Tidy Up Social Order 
and Consolidate Stability and Unity." 


On 30 January the paper reprinted a JIEFANGJUN BAO commentator's article, 
"Stability and Unity Constitute the Overall Situation." 


On 1 February, the paper carried a RENMIN RIBAO commentator's article, "Be 
Strong Promoters of the Four Modernizations." 


Talk of Proposals on Revising the Constitution 


The most common of these topics are stability and unity, strengthening dis- 
cipline, insuring the four modernizations and promoting the four moderniza- 
tions. At the same time, the dialectical relationship between stability and 
unity on the one hand and the legal system and democracy on the other have 
been discussed. 


The most outstanding of these articles is the XINHUA contributing commentator's 
article, which was the first to appear. 
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The reasoning, of this article runs thus: ‘There is certainly not too much 
democracy at present, in fact there is nowhere near enough; however, what 
kind of democracy does China actually want? We cannot say that everyone 
holds unanimous views on this issue; there must be a correct orientation. 


It says: To ceaselessly put socialist democracy on a sound basis and bring 
it into play, it is essential to draw clear demarcation lines in two aspects: 
1) against the mentality of feudal despotism; 2) against bourgeois and petty 
bourgeois democratic ideology. 


{[HKO30522] The article says: As true supporters of people's democracy, 
following the 10 years of catastrophe, we must be vigilant against bourgeois 
democratic ideology taking advantage of a weak point to make an entry. If 
we fail to be vigilant against this profound danger, and instead proceed 
from egoism and hold that this is "loving the country and the people" or 
that "I alone am sober while everyone else is drunk," we will go further 

and further astray. 


According to foreign agencies, Deng Xiaoping proposed in his report the 
removal of the “four bigs" contained in Article 45 of the Constitution: 
big contending, big blooming, big debates and big-character posters. He 
probably proposed this in accordance with this keynote. 


Looking at Stability and Unity From the Viewpoint of the Strategic Tasks 


The work focus of the whole country entered a new period at the beginning 

of last year, and very great successes have been achieved in the past 1 year. 
However, it cannot be denied that the pace of things should be speeded up 
more. 


Deng Xiaoping's report was made after the Soviet Union committed aggression 
against Afghanistan and U.S. Defense Department Chief Brown visited China. 
From the international situation to the tasks for the whole country, this 
was clearly a report of major strategic significance. From the articles 

in RENMIN RIBAO we can see that the points of emphasis are unity of upper 
and lower levels and army and people throughout the country, working in 
concert, and clearing away all kinds of interference, to make the political 
situation of stability and unity more consolidated, the pace of the four 
modernizations faster, the power of the state increased, the economic and 
material foundation strengthened, and the people's living standards improved. 
This is a tremendous strategic task. 


There Will Be Important Announcements Concerning the Fifth Plenum 


Since it is necessary to consolidate the situation of stability and unity, 
it is also essential to correctly handle several important issues of right 
and wrong in party history.

[Text] It was snowing in Beijing when I arrived there. I was greatly 
impressed by the changes in the city which seemed to have taken place in 
the short interval I was away. Along the thoroughfares, there were more 
cvlored advertisement posters than before. Goods for sale along the two 
sides of the streets were particularly attractive. Despite the cold 
temperature of some 10 degrees below zero, Wang Fujing in Beijing city 
appeared to attract the usual heavy traffic and the many pedestrians. Only 
two places seemed to have missed the din and stir of the busy city. One 

of them was the ball room of the Nationalities Cultural Palace and the other 
was the Yuetan Wal] designated to replace Xidan Wall for posting the big- 
character posters. 


This magazine has already repotted on conditions at the Yuetan Wall. Recently 
another hot news showed that the PRC was taking formal action to redress 

the casc sf Liu Shaoqi. This magazine was the first to publish news about 
the reversal of Liu's verdict and this caught the attention of readers in 
Hong Kong and abroad. Its articles about Liu's family were also well 
received by readers. Hence it is thought that our readers will pay special 
attention to news about the redressing of Liu's case. The writer is now 
pleased to report more news in this connection. Certain government units 

in Beijing have received instructions from the central authorities to take 
the initiative, the sooner the better, to speedily redress all those cases 
and people involved in Liu Shaoqi's case, so that they will not have to take 
passive action at a later date. The instructions did not say when Liu would 
be redressed. Judging from the instructions, there is the possibility that 
Liu's case will be settled at the fifth plenary session of the 11th CCP 
Central Committee. It may not be necessary to have it settled at the 

12th Party Congress, although this is also another possibility. 


Only Obstruction 
We mentioned these two possibilities because up to now the party Central 


Committee seems to be still at the "talking stage."’ Not that people are 
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still objecting to the restoration of Liu's good name. Certainly not! As 

I understand it, any objection to the redressing has been cleared away. Now 
the only obstruction is the temporary difficulty of "giving birth" to a 
formal document making the announcement. Actually, the work of drafting, 
revising, checking and discussing, word by word and sentence by sentence, 

a document of this kind takes time. Of course, actual work on the prepara- 
tion of the document has aiready begun. 


Here we can discuss some inside news. At the fourth plenary session of the 
CCP Central Committee last year it was already decided to reverse the 
decision reached at the 12th plenary session of the 8th Central Committee and 
to restore the good name of "Comrade Liu Shaoqi." Some 2 months ago when 
members of the Central Committee were discussing the foreword in the draft 

of Ye Jianying's "speech" someone suggested that several characters be added 
to the sentence: "We cherish the memory of comrades M20 Zedong, Zhao Enlai 
and Zhu De and other departed proletarian revolutionaries of the older 
generation who made outstanding contributions to the founding and develop- 
ment of the People's Republic of China" and that "Comrade Liu Shaoqi" should 
be added. However, Deng Xiaoping expressed his disapproval. Deng said: 

"The party Central Committee likewise believed that the three "caps" which 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four" put on Comrade Liu Shaoqi's head were not 
reasonable. The verdict of Liu should be reversed. But this must be brought 
about in a more careful way." 


Extremely Rash Verdict 


Some people expressed the view that fixing Liu's status of guilt and banishing 
him forever from party membership were decided on at the 12th plenary session 
of the 8th Central Committee. Therefore, it would need the approval of 

the Central Committee or of the 12th Party Congress to restore his good name. 
Other people added: "The question is not only one of procedure. The way 

our party Central Committee does things now is different from the rashness 

of Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four." At the time when Liu was judged to be 
guilty, some verifying documents were issued and these were read by people 
inside and outside the party. If we now want to restore his good name, we 
must find sufficient evidence to prove that those verifying documents were 
unfounded. As for Liu's errors pointed out at the time, it must be shown 
which of them were errors in fact and which, after factual examination, 

were not errors at all." 


It will thus be necessary to write up a formal document which can cite 
evidence, is convincing and can be established. With such a document, a 
formal resolution, can be adopted. For this reason the suggestion that 

Ye's "speech" add those characters was rejected. Now, 2-3 months have 
passed and progress has been made in examining the past verdict, in checking 
relevant data and facts, and in drafting the document on reversing the 
verdict. Therefore, the settlement of Liu Shaoqi's case is drawing nearer 
and nearer. . 


Work in Progress on Summing Up the Cultural Revolution 


Once Liu's verdict is reversed, the work of summing up and evaluating the 
Great Cultural Revolution must follow, since the original purpose of the 
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Cultural Revolution was to overthrow Liu Shaoqi. Members of the Central 
Committee all believed that this so-called “revolution” was a grave mistake 
made by the CCP. If the previous judgment on Liu's guilt is rejected, this 
would be tantamount to rejecting the "Great Cultural Revolution." Hence, 
along with redressing Liu there should be a formal document and resolution 
summing up the “cultural revolution." In Marshal Ye's address questions 
were raised about the "Cultural Revolution" but this cannot be seen as a 
summing up or evaluation. For this reason, the party Central Committee had 
to organize special people to make a summation of the 10 years' history of 
the Cultural Revolution. The summation will be submitted to the party at 
the 12th Party Congress. 


[HKO20416] Deng Xiaoping's View : 


Deng Xiaoping has his own views on the cultural"revolution." He has said 
again and again: "In so far as our party and our people are concerned, 
extremely valuable results were achieved from the Great Cultural Revolution." 
What were these results? They appeared to be: following the struggle 
against Lin Biao and the “gang of four," the political consciousness of 

the people of the entire country was raised greatly. Their ability to discern 
right and wrong was also greatly raised. Their ability to stage struggle 
against disguised elements who were in fact counterrevolutionaries was like- 
wise increased. These were the valuable results achieved. As a matter 

of fact, this is truly the case now. The people now know to ask why and 
wherefore about any problem before them. They know how to think independently. 
This is different from the case before the cultural revolution when they 
allowed their own thinking machine to become rusted and musty. 


In the writer's opinion, restoring Liu Shaoqi's good name and censuring the 
"Great Cultural Revolution” require great courage. Both of them were 
mistakes made by the Chinese Communist Party. Great courage means the 
courage to admit a mistake, critically examine it, rectify it. In this 
regard, the present high of’icials of the CCP, compared with those in the 
past, are much wiser and much more courageous. We believe that they will 
certainly do what the people wish. 


Peng Zhen on Trial of Lin Biao and "Gang of Four" 


Another headache for the top-level officials of the CCP is the case of 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four" which is connected with Liu Shaogi's case 
and with the Great Cultural Revolution. Sometime ago, the party Central 
Committee assigned Peng Zhen, who is in charge of judicial matters, the 
task of prosecuting the two cliques of Lin Biao and the "gang of four." 
In Peng Zhen's opinion, these two conspiring and counterrevolutionary 
cliques must certainly be prosecuted. They would not be tried for their 
political line but rather for their criminal activities. Their political 
line can only be criticized. Deng Xiaoping favored Peng's views. 


"Gang of four" Not To Be Prosecuted for Their Political Line 


It has been reported that the party Central Committee has reached unanimous 
agreement that the political line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" was an 
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internal problem of the party. An internal problem of the party concerning 
the political line can only be solved within the party and cannot be settled 
by a court of law. In Marshal Ye's speech over 2 months ago, it was clearly 
stated that Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were counterrevolutionary and 
conspiring cliques. In other words, the problem of the political line of 
Lin Biao and the “gang of four" was already settled. In the upcoming 

court trial, their extreme leftist line will not be brought up. They will 
be prosecuted and indicted for their counterrevolutionary crimes. However, 
let me also repeat that the upcoming court trial will not be confined to 

the “gang of four," but will also include the Lin Biao clique. 


Mao Zedong ar:! the Trial of the "Gang of Four" 


Mentioning the “gang of four" will make people think of the relationship 
between Mao Zedong and the "gang of four." Many of the documents and 
articles in the past mentioned Mao Zedong's struggle with the "gang of four." 
For example, the name “gang of four" was coined by Mao Zedong to refer to 

the group. Mao said: “Jiang Xing is ambitious; she wants to be the 

chairman of the state." He also criticized her. He raised the problem of 
settling the issue of the "gang of four." Moreover, when he was still alive, 
a number of unjust, false and erroneous cases were redressed and he gave 
cover to a group of old cadres. Hvuwever, many members of the party Central 
Committee were not satisfied with what was stated in the documents ind articles. 
According to them, Mao Zedong did say that the problem of the "gang of four" 
must be settled; but what he actually said was that if it was not settled 

in the first half of the year it would be settled in the second half of 

the year; that if it is not settled this year it would be settled next year; 
and that if it was not settled next year it would be the year after next. 

Yet in Deng Xiaoping's case, he settled it by a few words. How should this 
be explained? When Mao Zedong said that Jiang Xing was ambitious and wanted 
to be the chairman of the state, the meaning was clear enough--she was 
conspiring against the party. But the tone of Mao Zedong's criticism was 
extremely mild. It was further pointed out that when Mao Zedong was alive 

a number of unjust, false and erroneous cases were redressed. This is true. 
However, as soon as the campaign on the rightist reversal of verdicts began, 
there appeared another group of unjust, false and erroneous cases. What 

then was worthy of commendation? All the above views were aired in public. 
It was also revealed that the original draft of Ye Jianying's speech , 
mentioned at length how Mao Zedong criticized the "gang of four" and how he 
waged a struggle against them. But subsequently a large part of the original 
draft was deleted, because of the views mentioned above. In the end, only 
one sentence was left and this very vaguely stated that "criticism and 
strugzle against the ‘gang of four' were staged many times." Only in this 
way was the text of the speech finally adopted. [HK020433] Some people 
further pointed out that Mao Zedong did give the group the name "gang of 
four" aad did say that if the matter was not settled in the first half of 

the year it would be settled in the second half, that if it was not settled 
this year, then next year and that if it was not settled next year, then 

the year after next. All this should prove to be of great use, for if 

Mao Zedong had not called the group the “gang of four" and if he had not 














said their case would be settled, then the party Central Committee headed by 
Hua Cuofeng would have lacked a legal basis to deal summarily with the 

"gang of four" and the matter would have become much more difficult to 
handle. 


Episode of Hua Guofeng's Inserted Remarks 


Talking about the crushing of the “gang of four," there was a small episode 
(absolutely true) which was very interesting. Readers in Hong Kong may 
remember that in Ye Jianying's speech, he said: "Under the very complicated 
and difficult circumstances, Comrade Zhou Enlai waged a prolonged and most 
arduous struggle against Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four." Comrades 

Deng Xiaoping, Hua Guofeng and some other veteran comrades also played major 
roles at dii“«-ent stages in the struggle. At this point, Hua Guofeng 

said: “Comrades, here I would like to mention that our Comrade Ye Jianying 
himself played major role in the struggle against Lin Biao and the ‘gang of 
four' and he did a great deal, particularly in the struggle of the ‘gang 

of four.'" These were not “offhand” remarks, but were arranged in advance. 
It was like this: Ye Jianying did play a vital role in crushing the “gang 

of four," but it would not sound good if he were to say so in his own. 
speech. Then somebody suggested that when Ye reached this part of the text, 
Hua Guofeng would insert the above remark. In so doing, Ye Jianying's 

vital role in crushing the gang was clearly hrought out. In my opinion, 
this was a good way to state the facts so as to ‘ally with a real event in 
history. At the same time it would avoid Ye Jianying talking about himself. 


Judging from the series of troublesome affairs such as redressing Liu Shaoqi's 
case, summing up the cultural revolution and making preparations for prosecut- 
ing the two conspiring cliques of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," the top- 
level officials of the party Central Committee are faced with many trouble- 
some matters and difficulties. To realize the four modernizations, they 
fervently hope that there will be no additional trouble. In particular, 

they hope that the social order will not be deranged, but that the situation 
will become more stable and steady. People can well appreciate this feeling.

[Text] For some 20 years, boastful, adventurous and deceptive practices 
have done great harm to the whole parity, the whole army and the peonle of 
the whole country. According to reason, in setting things right it is firs* 
of all necessary to eliminate these practices and return to the road of 
seeking truth from facts. It is regrettable that even though 3 years have 
passed since Chairman Mao passed away and since the “gang of four" were 
crushec, the pernicious influence of these three practices are still harming 
our party, our army and the people of our country. 


In order to win the support of the party, army and people and to consolidate 
their own positions, since the downfall of the ‘yng of four" the principal

Prefectural CCP Committee, the Central Commission 
for Inspecting Discipline, the Supreme Procuratorate, the Military Commission 
of the CCP Central Committee, the PLA General Political Department and 
Comrade Peng Zhen himself have received nearly 10,000 letters from all parts 
of China, demanding that stiff punishment be given to the new bureaucratic 
and exploiting class, which has abused its power, does whatever it likes, 
undermines the state economy, harms the people and tramples over party 
discipline and state laws. Many letters have also exposed similar phenomena 
in the authors own localities and units. Some cases cited in the letters 
are as alarming as the Zhumadian case. 


More serious is the fact that these incidents occurred after the central 
authorities had sternly dealt with the Luda and Zhumadian incidents. There- 
fore, it is obvious that the root cause of this phenomenon is not a lack of 
efforts in enforcing law but can be attributed to other factors. To put 

it bluntly, che root cause is the special privilege mentality that has pre- 
vailed over 20 years within the party. Those with the special privilege 
mentality inevitably seek personal privileges. Not only do they seek per- 
sonal privileges, but the areas and units they lead also seek special 
privileges. Whatever privileges other people do not have, they seek. 
Whatever privileges other people enjoy, they want to enjoy more. Enjoying 
special privileges, they use their power to further private interest through 
public affairs, to practice favoritism, and pervert the law, to totally 
ignore party discipline and state laws, and to place themselves above the 
law. They claim: "If one has power, one has everything.” They turn their 
obligations and responsibilities for the party and the people into personal 
privileges placed above the party and the people. 


This is particularly serious with a number of leaders of the central authori- 
ties. For example, the sinister remark, “What is the use of having authority, 
if one is unable to use it!" was first uttered by a certain leader of the 
central authorities. In the past, Chairman Mao, Jiang Qing and their rela- 
tives indulged in wastefulness and extravagance. They spent money like water. 
Their annual living expenses ran as hieh as 1.2 million yuan. Everyone knows 
this. 
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Also, during the Tangshan earthquake, nearly 300,000 people died or were 
injured. After the earthquake, most of the people lived in tents and shacks. 
Many old people had to live in the open without any form of shelter. However, 
totally ignoring suggestions by many comrades in the party to postpone or 
suspend the construction of the memorial hall [for Mao], Comrade Hua Guofeng 
ordered building materials badly needed by the quake-stricken people in 
Tangshan, mobilized tens of thousands of people to work with stone and lumber 
and spent hundreds of millions of yuan in building the memorial hall. He 
regarded the memorial hall with its single coffin as more important than the 
lives of over 600,000 quake-stricken people. This was much more serious 

than the Zhumadian incident. 


In addition, when Vice Premier Deng visited Japan and the United States, he 
presented valuable works of art belonging to the state as personal gifts 

to Japanese and U.S. leaders. However, he kept for himself most of the 
valuable antiques and souvenirs given him and his wife Zhuo Lin by the 
Japanese Emperor and the U.S. President. This was the second time he 
violated the regulation of the central authorities in handling valuable gifts 
from foreign countries. 


Recently, Wang Dongxing spent a great deal of the state's funds to build his 
own residence. Chen Muhua refused to share a special charter plane with 
members of a Chinese sports delegation, even though these members badly needed 
to return to China for medical treatment. When Liao Chengzhi visited China 
on the Sino-Japanese friendship ship, most of the ship's passengers were 

the wives, daughters and sons of the leaders of the central authorities. 

How can all this not create ill effects? Comrade Chen Yun said it well: 

When one's hands are full of mud, how can one help others brush off any dust? 
To thoroughly eradicate the phenomenon of violating laws and discipline, 

the leaders of the central authorities must set good examples themselves, 
impose strict demands on themselves and play their exemplary role well in 
observing discipline and abiding by laws.

ANTI-VIETNAMESE OPERATIONAL PLAN MODIFIED

[Text] In the past month or so, the Indochina situation has developed rather 
interestingly. Within the borders of Cambodia have appeared three different 
armed resistance forces. Besides the original Pol Pot Red Cambodian troops, 
there were two more armed forces, one friendly to Sihanouk and the other, the 
Songsuang troops, friendly to neither side. At the same time, the attitude 
of Thailand and the United States has hardened further. The United States 
has more than once declared that she cannot watch any country invade 
Thailand without doing something about it, and has steadily shipped new 
tanks and other military material into Thailand. The Chinese Communists who 
insisted most strongly that the Vietnamese must be punished, have on the 
contrary not made any move recently except for an occasional declaration 
now and then by a concerned leader, and definitely no action whatsoever. 

On the other hand, the Vietnamese have been raising their voices about a 
Chinese Communist troop buildup near the border, claiming that this can 
start a new war at any time. Beijing has repeatedly denied the accusation 
of the Vietnamese and has countered that the Vietnamese are using this to 
divert the world's attention from the dry season attack it initiated in 
western Cambodia. This situation is just the opposite of what took place 
last winter and this spring. At that time, Hanoi kept quiet while Beijing 
said repeatedly that it was going to teach the Vietnamese a lesson. 


Modifying the Operational Plan; Guided Missile Bases Built on Hainan Island 


One of the most important modifications of the anti-Vietnamese military 
operational plan made by the Chinese Communists is the reinforcement of the 
strategic arrangements for approaching Vietnam from the east front, from 

the sea. As a result of the alliance between Hanoi and Moscow, Xian [9223] 
harbor has practically become a base of the Soviet Pacific Fleet. The Soviet 
Navy is now threatening the security of the South Chine Sea, especially Beibu 
Bay (Gulf of Tonkin). If the Sino-Vietnamese conflict were to explode again, 
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Vietnamese forces could, with Soviet assistance, attack and occupy the Xisha 
Archipelago and blockade the sea lanes of the Gulf of Tonkin and the South 
China Sea, thus dealing a blow to the Chinese Communists' reputation in the 
world. The CCP Central Committee decided, after careful and repeated study, 
that If China is to teach the Vietnamese another lesson, she must prepare tor 
a big battle, even a battle with Soviet forces in the air as well as on the 
sea. Therefore, a decision has been made to build a number of short-range 
guided missile bases on Hainan Island. 


According to a report, along the west coast of Hainan Island between Lingao 
and Yulin harbor, a stretch of more than 200 miles, construction work is 
being carried out day and night, and the work is expected to be completed 
by the end of this year. 


In October this year, the Chinese Communists suddenly announced that the 
airspace above Hainan Island and Xisha Archipelago was offlimits to all 
foreign aircraft. As a result, the airline from Hong Kong to Bangkok has 

to make a detour and fly an extra 45 minutes. This measure was taken by 

the Chinese Communists to prevent the leakage of information concerning 
guided missile base construction on Hainan Island and also to prevent aerial 
photography of Hainan Island by foreign aircraft flying above it. The 
guided missiles installed on Hainan Island consist mainly of the following 
three types: 


The first type is the Styx guided missile. The Styx is a surface-to-surface 
guided missile which can be installed on ships as well as based on land. 
This type of guided missile was built by the Chinese Communists and patterned 
after the old Soviet SSN-2 missile. It is guided by radar. Its external 
appearance resembles a large torpedo with wings and a jet engine attached. 
Its body design is basically the same as that of a torpedo, with a pair of 
short triangular main wings and three triangular auxiliary wings at the 
rear end. The main and auxiliary wings are used to correct the course of 
flight after launching. The body of the missile consists of two major 
parts: _the head and tail sections. The head section consists of a frame 

to support the high-explosive warhead, while the tail section consists of a 
jet engine. A detachable solid-fuel propulsion device is attached to the 
lower part of the tail section. The direction of the propulsion jet is 
inclined slightly downward. It is used to eject the guided missile into the 
air from its mount. 


The Styx guided missile is a first-generation Soviet guided missile. Its 
total weight is 860 kg; its range, 40 km; and its flight altitude, 100-300 
meters. 


The second type is a class G short-range guided missile, still unnamed, with 
a range of approximately 600 km. This type of missile was originally carried 
or board submarines. The SLBM type submarine has three vertical guided 
missile launching tubes. However, operation of this type of missile on 
board ships has been found inconvenient because these missiles are propelled 


; 
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by liquid fuel. They have thus evolved into a land-based short-range tactical 
guided missile. As for antiaircraft missiles, the Chinese Communists at 
present possess only one type of missile made domestically, patterned after 
the SAM 2 (SA 2) high-altitude antiaircraft missile captured from the Viet- 
namese during the conflict. This type of missile is known to the West as 

the CSA 1 type. There are estimated to be approximately 100 such missiles 
today. Its defensive targets are invading aircraft flying at high altitude. 
As a result of tremendous progress in radar surveillance technology, it has 
become more and more difficult to invade enemy airspace at high altitude. 

The trend today is to attack at low altitude. The SAM antiaircraft missile 

is not as effective against aircrafts flying low. However, since the aircraft 
used by the Vietnamese are mostly Soviet-made Mig 17, Mig 19, and Mig 21 and, 
in addition, the Vietnamese pilots do not have much experience and skill, it 
is certainly not an easy task for Vietnamese pilots to evade the radar 
detection completely and sneak into the airspace over Hainan Island. SAM 
antiaircraft guided missiles may not be sufficient to deter the U.S. or Soviet 
air force, but they seem more than sufficient to prevent a Vietnamese 
incursion. 


Hainan Island has long been an important military base. Many military airfields 
were built in the 1950's and 1960's. At that time, these airfields were 

built for the purpose of resisting the United States. Now they are used 

against the Vietnamese. 


The Possibility of Attacking and Landing in Vietnam From the Sea 


The new strategic objective of the Chinese Communists is to take advantage 

of the situations presented by Hainan Island and the Xisha Archipelago and 

to gain control first of the Gulf of Tonkin, and then of the entire South 
China Sea. The distance from Haiphong in North Vietnam to Haikou, the capital 
of Hainan Island, is only some 200 nautical miles, and so is the widest part 
of the entire Gulf of Tonkin. 


The class G short-range missiles currently being installed along the west 
coast of Hainan Island can reach any target in Vietnam directly, or be aimed 
at any ship in the Gulf of Tonkin. The densely distributed Styx-type guided 
missiles, on the other hand, protect the coastal waters from enemy invasion 
by ship. 


The Chinese Communist's South Sea Fleet, which is based mainly on Hainan 
Island, is second only to its East China Sea Fleet. Its defensive range 
extends south to the Nansha Archipelago and north to the southern edge of 

the Taiwan Strait. This fleet consists of many submarines and outdated 
destroyers and a large number of missile speedboats carrying Styx-type guided 
missiles and conventional torpedo boats. This type of fleet cannot fully 
demonstrate its effectiveness without adequate support from air force and 
land-based artillery firepower. The Chinese Communists’ move in establishing 
short-range guided missile bases on Hainan Island in such haste is to supple- 
ment the lack of air power in the southern front, so as to be able to guarantee 
the security of Xisha Archipelago and the tranquility of Hainan Island. 
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If a Simo-Vietnamese border conflict were to break out for a second time, 
the Vietnamese with Soviet support could very probably create a diversion 

in the east and attack the west, disturbing the South China Sea and invading 
Xisha. By placing Xisha and the entire Gulf of Tonkin within missile range, 
the Chinese Communists appear determined to offer stiff resistance. 


Since its establishment, the Chinese Communist Navy has never fought a 
difficult battle. Even though it has had a few skirmishes with the Taiwan 
Navy at Jiangshan Island, Dachen Island, and also in the Taiwan Strait, those 
skirmishes were insufficient to drill the sailors. Although a few years ago 
it destroyed the navy of Nguyen Van Thieu, the scale of the battle was 

very small. Therefore, the Chinese Communist Navy has yet to face a real 
test of its strength. 


Many anti-Vietnamese operational plans have been drafted by the General 
Staff of the Central Military Committee. A plan that appears to be favored 
by the CCP Central Committee is a war plan having as its objective the 
deliverance of Cambodia through an invasion of Laos. This plan requires that 
Chinese Communist troops defeat the Vietnamese main forces within the border 
of Laos and then disperse the 200,000-man Vietnamese Army stationed inside 
Cambodia. Since the entire territory of Laos consists of the remnants of a 
transverse mountain range, mountains, rivers, and dense forests abound. 

This poses a sufficiently difficult problem for logistics to support and 
supply a large army deep in enemy territory. If Communist China is to 
actually implement this plan, besides the possibility of getting supplies 
from Thailand, it must prepare another approach. That is to land from the 
sea and to form an offensive grip in order to be able to support large troop 
movements. 


This war plan of the Chinese Communists is designed primarily to destroy the 
Vietnamese main force inside Laos in order to achieve the objective of saving 
Cambodia. If this objective cannot be achieved, battles must be fought inside 
the Vietnamese border and Vietnam must be cut in two in the region between 

Ha Tinh and Than Hao. In case the war plan meets resistance and the large 
force is intercepted and surrounded, the Chinese Communist Marine Corps 

will land somewhere between Ha Tinh and Than Hae and open up a second battle- 
front there. This step is the very last move the Chinese Communists would 
take. It would not be implemented unless absolutely necessary, because if 
the Chinese Communists were to commit a large force numbering several 
hundreds of thousands inside Laos and to move as far as Chengnan, they must 
win the war. If the existence of a large force in Vietnam is threatened, it 
cannot hurt to venture a landing. The wide expanse of ocean between Ha Tinh 
and Than Hae is within the effective range of the Chinese Communists' short- 
range guided missiles. Without Soviet interference, the probability of a 
successful landing and the opening of a second battlefront at Ha Tinh is 

very high. Even with Soviet intervention with a small number of ships, the 
Chinese Communists will not necessarily fail.

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The visit to Haiphong by several ships of the Soviet Pacific Fleet in early 
November was precisely a Soviet counterdemonstration against the Chinese 
Communists’ guided missile construction on Hainan Island. 


The decision by the Chinese Communists to build guided missile bases on 
Hainan Island reflects the implementation of an emergency measure adopted 
after a careful review of the anti-Vietnamese operational plan in recent 
years. This decision constitutes one of the most significant strategic 
changes made by the Chinese Communists against the Vietnamese. The Chinese 
Communists’ anti-Vietnamese operational plan has been made broader and 
sounder as a result of this modification. 


The Hainan Military Subsection is under the direct jurisdiction of the 
Guangzhou Military Section and does not receive orders from Guangdong 
Province.

After the December 1979 national municipal public order work confer- 
ence, the eight police stations in the Huxi Area and an unidentified 
unit of the Shanghai Garrison Command organized joint army-police 
defense. Each day 16 patrols were sent out to do around-the-clock 
combat (patrol) in the streets and lanes.

[Text] Editorial note: The following is the outline of two recent internal 
speeches by Deng Xiaoping. The main topic is criticism of troublemakers, 
erroneous trends of thought, anarchism and extreme individualism. 


We must now pay attention to people attacking the party from the right, 
while also waving the banner of upholding Chairman Mao. This is a new 
trend. There is currently ideological confusion among some people, some 

of which comes from the "left" and some from the right. No matter whether 
it is "leftist" or rightist, for most of these people it is a question of 
reeducation. So long as work is done well, most of these people can be 
turned around. “Leftist" and rightist ideas are both opposed to upholding 
the four things. Very many of these people do not understand things. 

They do not understand history, and have no experience of life. We must 
carry out patient and painstaking ideological work for these people. We 
must also clearly explain to the people that our target of the four moderni- 
zations is extremely vast. However, we have to go through a course of 
arduous strurgle in order to attain this target. Living standards must 

be improved, but it is difficult to accomplish this rapidly, and we must 
continue to promote the spirit of arduous struggle. We must also lay 
stress on criticizing and overcoming anarchism. We must criticize trouble- 
makers and their activities, criticize bourgeois and liberalization ten- 
dencies, and criticize blind faith in capitalism. 


Speaking of democracy, it is not the case that we had not democracy in the 
past. When we gained success in the past, could the people's initiative 
and creativity have been brought into such great play if we had had no 
democracy? If mistakes have been made they can be corrected, and the 
people’s opinions can be reported to the upper levels. We must also 

talk about what kind of political situation we want, whether we want the 
vivid and lively situation Chairman Mao spoke of, a situation in which 
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there is both centralism and democ’acy, discipline and freedom, and uni- 
fied will and individual ease of mind. We must also talk about the need 
for a political situation of stability and unity. We must consolidate 
and develop this stability and unity, and will not allow it to be disrupt +d 
in any form. We must advocate abiding by discipline and spontaneously 
observing discipline and advocate sense of organization and discipline, 
good morals and atmosphere, and love for the party, the motherland and 

the people. We must also commend and praise the heroic and hard-working 
spirit of the people of our country, and the spirit of patiently tolera- 
ting difficulties. In the past this spirit was educated and guided by 
Mao Zedong Thought. Refore 1966, and even during the difficult times, our 
people and society possessed this good virtue and atmosphere. 


We want democracy, and we also want centralism, we want freedom, and we aiso 
want discipline, we want individual ease of mind, and we also want unified 
wiil. In saying that the socialist legal system should be strengthened, we 
mean insuring bith aspects of these pairs. We cannot just insure democracy 
without insuring centralism; we cannot just insure freedon without insuring 
discipline; and we cannot just insure individual ease of mind without insuring 
unified will. For instance, the legal system must insure the democratic 

right of prosecution, and it must also take sanctions against frame-ups, 

and so on. 


The current situation is that there is a lack of democracy and freedom, and 
there is also a lack of centralism and discipline. In certain respects, 

one could even say that there is an even greater lack of centralism and 
discipline. There is a lack of both individual ease of mind and unified will, 
and in certain respects one could say that there is an even greater lack of 
unified will. The departments concerned must gradually decide on laws such 
as a publishing law and a law of assembly, and lay down clear-cut regulations 
in these 1spects. We cannot allow certain individuals to make use of the 
articles of our laws to drill holes and make trouble. 


Lin Biao and the “gan,, of four" practiced tyranny for more than 10 years, 
disrupted our domesti: political situation and ruined our social atmosphere, 
Even now ideas of anarchism and extreme individualism still run rampant among 
some people. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" poisoned an entire generation. 
There is a question of reeducating this generation, especially certain young 
people. The cadres at all levels, including #.ld cadres, must also be re- 
educated. An extremely important content of this reeducation is to make 
them respect centralism, abide by discipline, take the overall situation 
iuto consideration, put public interests first and private interests second, 
and also gradually revive and carry forward awong the people of the whole 
country the good morals and atmosphere we had before. 


There are now some trends from the “Jeft” and also from the right which 
assist in the growth of anarchism, extreme individualism and bourgeois 
liberalization. We must pay attention to the trends from both sides. We 
must criticize those people who make trouble in pursuit of their individual 
aims. They cause disquiet in society and instabiiity in the political 
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Situation, and always want to cause trouble. There are very few people 
of this type. The question is that of carrying out education for the 
great majority.

[Text] Beijing, 4 Feb--The People's Liberation Army has achieved marked 
success in planned parenthood wort. According to statistics, last year 
the number of late marriages in the army reached 99.3 percent; the number 
of people who took part in birth control, 95.7 percent; and the number of 
those who took part in family planning, 92.7 percent. 


During the past 3 years great progress has been made in planned parenthood 
work in the army. Since the beginning of last year the work has centered 
on advocating one child for each family. The various general departments 
and major units of the PLA have all strengthened their leadership over 

the work, adopted various effective measures, firmly implemented state 
policy and put into practice an award and punishment system. 


The propaganda and family planning departments of many units have used various 
propaganda media including newspapers, broadcasts, movies and slide shows, 
held study classes, conducted lectures on population theory, staged cultural 
performances, sponsored pictorial exhibitions, held discussion, report and 
award-issuing meetings and published honor lists to promote public support 

for the honor of having only one child per couple. At the same time they

By the end of last year the total number of couples of reproductive age who

MAO ZEDONG, DENG XIAOPING VIEWS ON LITERATURE COMPARED 
Hong Kong DONGXIANG in Chinese No 14, 16 Nov 79 pp 4-6 


[Article by Fang Xing [2455 6821]: "A Comparison of the Views of Mao Zedong 
and Deng Xiaoping on Literature"] 


[Text] Deng Xiaoping is an outstanding stateman but has published no 
literary works as Mao Zedong, Zhu De, Zhou Enlai, Chen Yi, and other high- 
ranking CCP leaders had done. No one had ever read any comprehensive works 
on literature and art attributed to him before the convention of the Fourth 
CCP Congress of Literary and Artistic Workers. Anyone who had monitored his 
routine public statements filled with accurate, sharp, pointed, humorous, 
meaningful, and beautiful verses would give him « very high mark on his 
mastery of words. 


It could be said that if Deng had devoted time to creative writings, he 
would have become one of the CCP's best essay writers long ago. For example, 
when commenting on realities of science and technology under the rule of the 
"gang of four," he remarked: "Their knowledge on foreign languages, 
mathematics, physics was nil. Their talk about scaling the world's highest 
peak of science and technology was a joke. Not only did they have trouble 
scaling the second highest peak but also a problem climbing the lowest peak." 
With this remark implicitly exhibiting his righteous indignation and anxiety 
at China's backwardness, he immediately presented to the people a clear 
picture of how far China had lagged behind other countries in science and 
technology. In this way, he also exposed the stupidity, ignorance, and 
arrogance of the “gang of four" and their followers. When the "gang of four" 
refused to implement the policy on cadres and discriminated against the old 
cadres in 1975, Deng challenged the gang by warmly helping those old cadres 
get jobs. He encouraged them by stating: "Don't give a damn for those who 
called you a ‘restorationist corps,’ and who accused you of staging a 
comeback and restoring the old order. Yours is a ‘proletarian corps' that 
wants to stage a comeback." This remark, presented in a metaphorical and 
creative way, exhibited an indomitable spirit and a sense of revolutionary 
firmness and determination, as well as ingenuity in using words properly 

and skillfully. 
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Although I admire Deng as a semantic genius, my knowledge of his views on 
literature and art is almost nil. After reading the congratulatory message 
of the Fourth CCP Cultural Congress, he delivered on 3f! October 1979 on 
behalf of the CCP Central Committee and the State Council, and after com- 
paring it with Mao Zedong's views on literature and art, I noted numerous 
sharp differences between them. These are views which may affect the course 
the CCP takes in developing literature and art for a considerable time to 
come. For this reason, I have decided to compare them in order to help the 
world understand their repercussions. 


I. "No Longer a Tool of Class Struggle" 


Beginning in April 1979, a polemic over whether literature and art were a 
tool of class struggle flared up in Shanghai literary and art circles. A 
general survey of Mao's views on literature and art revealed that he always 
regarded "literature and art as a tool of class struggle." During the last 
few years of his life, he firmly believed that "during the entire period of 
transition from capitalism to communism, there are class contradictions, 
class struggle between the proletariat and the bourgeoisie, and the two- 
line struggle between socialism and capitalism." He also advocated that 
"if we forget this basic experience in practical theory that our party has 
accumulated during the past 10 years or more, we will go astray." (His 
January 1965 speech to the National Work Conference of the Political Bureau 
of the CCP Central Committee.) For this reason, he also hysterically stuck 
to the view that “the overthrown bourgeoisie will invariably attempt to use 
literature and art as a vehicle to corrupt the minds of the masses and prepare 
for the restoration of capitalism." (See Chen Boda's opening speech at the 
meeting of the Beijing literary and art circles on the Great Proletarian 
Cultural Revolution, published in the No 15 issue of RED FLAG, 13 December 
1966.) Furthermore, he even speculatively described those works supporting 
the Communist Party and extolling the revolutionary struggles carried out by 
the Communists as "novels used to carry out antiparty activities." He also 
stated: This is a great invention. To overthrow a political power, it is 
always necessary first of all to mold public opinion, to do work in the 
ideological field. This is true for the revolutionary class as well as for 
the counterrevolutionary class." 


Quotation from an article "On Zhou Yang, a Counterrevolutionary Double-dealer," 
published in RED FLAG, 1 January 1967.) 


Unlike Mao Zedong's historical concept and sociological views that "class 
struggle is the only force pushing the wheel of history forward" and that 
“once class struggle is grasped, all problems can be solved," Deng Xiaoping 
clearly considers productive activities--the most rudimentary endeavor for 

the masses of people--to be a significant force which decides everything. 

In his congratulatory message, he stated: "To realize the Four Modernizations 
with one heart and one mind is an overwhelming central task for the people 
throughout our country for a considerable time to come, as well as a great 
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cause that will decide the destiny of our mothe ‘and for generations to come." 
For this reason, he would regard “any future contributions to the realization 
of the Four Modernizations" as “the most fundamental criterion for evaluating 
all work and for distinguishing right from wrong." This criterion, aimed at 
facilitating the development of productive forces, contrasts sharply with 

the six-point criterion contained in Mao Zedong's work "On Correctly 
Handling Contradictions Among the People," a work whose aim was to promote 
class struggle. The fact that the "four adherences" (adherence to the 
socialist road, adherence to the dictatorship of the proletariat, adherence 
to the leadership of the party, and adherence to Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought) were ignored in the congratulatory message has attracted my 

greatest attention. Clearly, the CCP leaders have come to realize that 

such phrases will serve only to "inhibit" writers from doing their job well 
and will stifle the growth of literature and art 


II. Th nes Need To Be Broadened and Further Broadened 


Since the founding of the PRC, theme has been a big problem bothering its 
literary and art circles. The “theory that the theme is decisive" is a rope 
which inhibits the writers from expressing themselves freely. Under the 
threat of this rope, they were so frightened that they had to move very 
carefully and watch every step of the way for fear of being made a scapegoat. 
There was only one voice of praise in all works of literature and art. 

This had taken place under the influence of Mao's views on literature and 
art, and therefore we could not point our finger of blame at the “gang of 
four" alone. In his "Talks at the Yenan Forum on Literature and Art," Mao 
Zedong stressed the need to gear literature and art to serve the workers, 
peasants, and soldiers, to put literature and art under the command of 
politics, and to praise the bright side of the proletariat. Mao emphasized 
that whether the bright side of the proletariat was praised or not was a 
question of class stand. Holding this view of literature and art on the 
eve of the great Cultural Revolution, Mao denounced all works that were 
done without taking his views into account as reactionary literature and art 
aimed at subverting the dictatorship of the proletariat. For example, on 

12 December 1963, he issued the following instruction: "Socialist trans- 
formation is not effective so far as many departments are concerned. Even 
now, many departments remain under the command of ‘the dead.'" (This com- 
plaint was raised after some classical and traditional Beijing operas were 
staged along with some foreign classical operas and ballets, and foreign 
classical songs were sung.) He even repudiated some leading members of the 
then literary and art circles by saying: "Many Communists are dedicated to 
promoting feudal and capitalist art instead of socialist art. Does this 
sound strange?" Citing this as "evidence of unwillingness to implement the 
party's policies, failure to keep in clos< touch with workers, peasants, and 
soldiers, failure to reflect the socialist revolution and construction in 
literary and art works, and a reflection of a desire to become officials 
lording it over others," Mao warned: "If these comrades fail to conscien- 
tiously transform themselves, our literary and art circles will become a 
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group like the Hungarian Petofi Club." Literary and art workers really 
didn't have much choice, if any novel not reflecting socialist revolution 
and construction could be condemmed as a work against socialist revolution 
and construction. 


In his congratulatory message. Deng Xiaoping, in his capacity as the Chinese 
Communist leader, proclaimed the total liberalization of "themes" which had 
been rigidly confined to a certain area for several decades, thus breaking 
the barriers to what a novelist wishes to express. Now let us hear what he 
said in this connection: 


"China is a vast country with a long history and a large population. The 
people in our country have lifestyles, customs and habits, cultural traditions, 
and artistic tastes as diverse as their nationalities, professions, ages, 
experiences, and educational backgrounds. Anything characteristic of 
splendor, delicacy, and meticulosness, anything of solemnity and amusement, 
anything sentimental and appealing to reason must be allowed to find the 
place it deserves in our garden of literature and art as long as it is of 
educational value, inspirational, entertaining, and enjoyable. Herosim, 
the life of ordinary workers and their struggles, sorrows, and happiness, 
reunions, and the life of modern men and life of ancient times must be 
reflected in the form of literature and art." 


Formerly, the only theme allowed was concentration on the consolidation of 
political power and class struggle. Now this has been extended to include 
the depiction of the people of different nationalities and professions as 
well as figures of different ages, experiences, educational levels, life- 
styles, customs and habits, and cultural traditions and artistic tastes as 
long as they are of educational value, inspirational, entertaining, and 
enjoyable. This is really great progress. In that passage of the congratu- 
latory message, one could almost sense the absence of political undertones 
of the old days. Formerly, novelists and artists were allowed to extol only 
the "great victory" of the CCP socialist revolution, the "great leap forward" 
on the front of socialist construction and other fronts, "new heroes," the 
“great leader," thus reducing the role of literature to a tool serving only 
temporary, specific, and direct political purposes. Now they are permitted 
to portray heroic deeds, the life of ordinary workers, and their struggles, 
sorrows, happiness and reunions and the lives of modern men and those of 
ancient times, thus marking an end to the cold winter in the CCP garden of 
literature and art and ushering in a roaring spring thunderbolt. This is 
really good news for everybody. 


III. Goodby, Will of the Supreme Authority 
Formerly, the line on literature and art, on the choice of the theme of a 
creative work, and on its critical review, and even the fate of a writer and 


his works, were decided by the will of the supreme authority. This could 
occur only in the Soviet Union of Stalin's time, Communist China of Mao 
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Zedong's era, and other Communist countries. During Stalin's days, the 
charter of the Soviet Writers Association governing the choice of the theme 
of socialist realism was his masterpiece. Because Stalin knew nothing 

about literature and art, if his regulations in this field were enforced as 
the first law under heaven, would it be possible to fetter the hands of 
writers and stifle their artistic life? Although, as an outstanding poet 
and political commentator, Mao Zedong knew better and much more about art 
and the laws of its development than Stalin, the line and policy on literature 
and art formulated by him were not necessarily absolute truths. If we 

treat all his statements on literature and art as golden rules, would they 
tamper with the growth of literature and art? True, while he was alive, 

Mao Zedong was greatly concerned with the development of literature and art. 
But if he used this concern as an excuse for imposing his will on writers in 
structuring their novels and developing their characters, it would become 

a bad practice. (Because of his eminence and cult position, writers would 
have no alternative but to heed all his pronouncements, although this might 
not be what was wanted.) One day, after watching "Shajiabang," he issued 
the following instruction for the closing part of this Biejing opera: "It 
is necessary to give prominence to the role of armed struggle, to emphasize 
the triumph of armed revolution over armed counterrevolution; this drama 
must be ended with a frontal attack on the enemy. Theatrical themes should 
emphasize the army-civilian relationship, and every action by a leading hero 
must be accompanied by music." (Mao Zedong's July 1964 instruction on the 
modern revolutionary Beijing opera "Shajiabang.") As I remember it originally, 
"Shajiabang" was an opera emphasizing the role of a female underground 
Communist Party member named Aqingsac. Under the influence of Mao as supreme 
authority, the opera was revised, and the original theatrical theme empha- 
sizing the role of underground communist activity was changed to bring Guo 
Jianguang, a New Fourth Army company leader, into the picture as the leading 
hero, on the grounds that Mao wanted to emphasize armed revolution, and if 
the underground work in the Kuomintang-controlled zone which was then under 
Liu Shaoqi's command was emphasized, it would mean credit to Liu Shaoqi. As 
a result of this revision, the original leading character, Aqingsao, became 
less important and the role of Guo Jianguang was strengthened through the 
"triple emphasis" of his character. Obscured by Guo Jianguang, Aqingsao 
lost her prominence as the central figure on stage. When it ended with the 
"frontal attack" on the enemy, as suggested by Mao, the drama was deprived 
of all its romance and became boring. 


It has been well known to everyone that literature and art suffered greatly 
because the supreme authority wanted to make its will felt in literature 

and art. If no efforts are made to put an end to this interference from the 
supreme authority, the garden of literature and art cannot be expected to 
flourish and prosper. Many people have felt the same way. (Of course, Deng 
Xiaoping is more aware of this than anyone else. In the second half of his 
congratulatory message, he pointedly explained the party's position with 
regard to the question of how to provide leadership for literature and art. 
In this connection, he stressed the following points: 1. When the party 
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decides to provide leadership for literature and art, it does not mean just 
dictating orders. The bureaucratic workstyle must be discarded; executive 
decrees for literature and art must be rescinded because they cannot give 
full play to the leadership of the party and because they produce only 
negative results. 2. The party leadership must help literary and art 
workers create conditions for constantly flourishing literature and art, 
raise the levels of literature and art, and present the world with great 
products in this field. It must provide this assistance on the basis of the 
specific needs for developing literature and art and in accordance with the 
laws of their development. Such assistance must emphasize moral and 
material support so that literary and art workers can bring their wisdom 
into full play. 3. The relationship between the party leaders and literary 
and art workers is one of equality. They must exchange their views on an 
equal footing. Party members-writers cannot exist in name only. They must 
play an exemplary role in their field by presenting the public with their 
products, and they must work together with the vast numbers of literary and 
art workers. 4. Literature and art is a complicated process of mental 
labor which requires all writers and artists to bring their creative spirit 
into full play. But what they should write and how they should carry out 
their writing plans are questions which can be gradually resolved by the 
writers themselves through practice and probing. This is a process which 
brooks no interference. 


"Don't dictate orders to us!" "Don't interfere with the freedom of the 
people's writing!" This voice from Deng Xiaoping echoed that of all writers 
and artists in China. I would trust that when he read this long-awaited 
message out loud, it earned unanimous applause from 3,000 representatives 
attending the Fourth CCP Cultural Congress.

REVIVAL OF LITERATURE AS INSTRUMENT OF CRITICISM REPORTED 
Hong Kong DONGXIANG in Chinese No 14, 16 Nov 79 pp 20-21

[Text] A delightful picture loomed large recently in CCP literary circles in 
the wake of the repudiation of an offensive mounted by the "Gotha group." 
Literary works critical of life have appeared in large numbers, with criticism 
steadily deepening and expanding to include new areas. Among the represen- 
tative works which reflect the current trend of CCP literary circles and 

which have attracted the public's attention are a full-length poem by Ye 

Wenfu eutitled "General, You Can't Do That," Jiang Zilong's “An Account of 
Factory Director Qiao in Office," and Liu Binyan's "Between Human and 
Monster." 


"General, You Can't Do That" is a work severely criticizing a recently rein- 
stated general for abusing his authority, for embezzling public funds, and 

for converting a kindergarten into a private home for himself. "An Account 

of Factory Director Qiso in Office" praises a factory director for breaking 
with the old regulations, managing his factory in accordance with economic 
laws, not shirking his responsibilities, and daring to criticize ideologically 
petrified cadres and unwieldy organizations. Although these two articles 

have attracted the public's attention, they are not as good as the article 
"Between Human and Monster" in terms of the dimensions of life involved and 
their significance and impact on the people. 


A Shadow Over the Country 


"Between Human and Monster" was published in the No 9 issue of the PEOPLE'S 
LITERATURE, a journal associated with the Ministry of Culture. Its writer, 

Liu Binyan, has years of experience in writing. As early as 1956, he published 
two feature articles, "At a Bridge Construction Site" and "An Inside Story 

for My Own Newspaper," which also attracted the people's interest. But these 
critical of life were later labeled "poisonous weeds" during the antirightist 
struggle, and Liu Binyan was condemned as a rightist. 
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After 20 years of silence, Liu Binyan presented to the public his "Between 
Human and Monster," which came after his rehabilitation. Defying 20 years 
of suffering, with his skills growing more mellow and his style more pungent, 
he is now capable of more thoroughly exposing contradictions and struggles 
in real life, and of more sharply criticizing the seamy side of society in 
addition to presenting many thought-provoking questions to the public. 


Chinese literary circles have attached great importance to his work "Between 
Human and Monster," because it has been praised as the most popular literary 
product today. 


"Between Human and Monster" is based on the "Wang Shouxin embezzlement case," 
which shocked the nation immediately after its exposure. Wang Shouxin was 
an old woman and the former manager of the Bin County Fuel Company in 
Heilongjiamg Province. She also enjoyed the title of "Binzhou fuel tycoon" 
of Heilongjiang Province. From November 1971 through June 1978, this petty 
county-level cadre stole over half a million Renminbi in cash from public 
funds, which shocked Heilongjiang Province as its biggest embezzlement 
scandal since the PRC's founding. 


As far as “Between Human and Monster" is concerned, Liu Binyan credits his 
success to his decision not to be pinned down by the details of the Wang 
Shouxin case but to shift his attention to exposing some problems that 
existed before and still exist in Chinese society today. While doing so, 

he did not ignore the history of how Wang Shouxin accumulated her fortune, 
how she abused power, and how she was arrested and brought to justice. It 
can even be said that Liu Binyan has clearly epitomized Bin County as a dark 
shadow of the country. 


The protlem exposed through the presentation of "Between Human and Monster" 
are not only multifaceted but very pungent as well. A general question arises 
from an analysis of these problems: What are the social conditions that 
engender the growth of careerists and embezzlers like Wang Shouxin? 


Any disorder across the land would give careerists a profitable opportunity. 
This is the first point presented in "Between Human and Monster" through its 
portrayal of Wang Shouxin. Wang Shouxin was a daughter of a horse peddler 
who knew only a few Chinese characters. When North China was under the 
control of Japan and the Kuomintang, she relied on her charms and beauty to 
attract some high-ranking officials’ attention and subsequently won a "job 
discarded by others"--a cashier in a small company. Before the Cultural 
Revolution, she couldn't do people much harm, although she could talk them 
into hating each other with her "loquacious tongue." But the situation was 
reversed with the launching of the Cultural Revolution. Cadres of integrity 
were labeled capitalist-roaders, while bandits and bad women asserted them- 
selves as "rebels" “implementing Chairman Mao's revolutionary line." PLA 
representatives stationed in various organizations joined and helped them 
punish the old cadres and assisted them in seizing power. At that time, 

all government and party organizations and offices of enterprises were 
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indiscriminately smashed, leaving PLA representatives as the absolute 
authority. Anyone who refused to heed orders from the PLA representatives 
would be accused of being unfriendly to the PLA or unwilling co “hold high 
Chairman Mao's red banner." Wang Shouxin's appointment to the vice chair- 
manship of a revolutionary committee was bas:d on an order from a PLA 
representative. It was precisely under suc!i social circumstances that the 
relationship between human anl monster was turned upside down and persons 
like Wang Shouxin were given opportunities to assert themselves. 


There are serious defects in China's cadre system. This is the second point 
presented by "Between Human and Monster" through its portrayal of circum- 
stances conducive to the growth cf persons like Wang Shouxin. "Between 
Human and Monster" also dramatizes the character of political commissar Yang, 
a PLA representative, who order the promotion of non-Communist Party member 
Wang Shouxin to the vice chairmanship of a revolutionary committee. After 
becoming an official, she helped her eldest son and daughter-in-law get 
positions as vice chairman of a commune revolutionary committee and deputy 
dicector of a Cultural Revolution group under a county revolutionary committee, 
respectively, thus realizing her hope of "turning her whole family red." 

Why could some cadres be allowed to turn a state power organ into the.r 
private property and profit from it? Why is it that ordinary people could 
only complain behind their backs and do nothing about what these cadres had 
done? 


"The Claim That the Communist Party Controls Everything Does Not Mean 
Controlling Itself" 


The defects in the cadre system give cadres opportunities to steal public 
funds without fear of being caught and punished. "Between Human and Monster" 
points out: Communist Party cadres are afraid of offending this and that, 
but they are not afraid of offending the people--masters of the People's 
Republic. Why are they not afraid of offending the people? Because the 
people have no power to wield. All cadres are appointed by their superiors. 
Any cadre loved by his superior is a good official and therefore can turn a 
deaf ear to the voices of the masses. 


"The claim that the Communist Party controls everything does not mean it 
controls itself." This is another condition that enables careerists to 

exist in society, as suggested by the author of "Between Human and Monster." 
Shortly after the PRC's founding, the division of power between the party and 
government was relatively well-defined. But later on, this situation under- — 
went a radical change when almost all power fell into th2 hands of the Com- 
munist Party and the party committees were authorized to approve almost 
everything, ranging from conscription to grain planting and from the trial of 
criminals to family planning. The party committees seemed to control every- 
thing, but they forgot to purify the ranks of their members. It was under 
such circumstances that Wang Shouxin was admitted as a party member. Shortly 
after becoming a party member, she invited a large number of her confidants 
to joint the party, thus turning it into a "nursery" or "haven" fer fostering 
careerists. 
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The unhealthy social practices which encourage individuals to show interest 
only in material gain, to exploit each other to their best advantage, and 
to protect each other's interests are seriously eroding the organic body 

of the party and undermining the people's confidence in the party. This is 
the third point and also the most thought-provoking problem presented by 
the author of "Between Human and Monster." 


Wang Shouxin's activities were contagious to society at large. Please note: 
Wang Shouxin loved to give parties and to send gifts to curry favor, and 

she indulged in excessive feasting. But the question is whether there 

aren't other cadres who give parties and send gifts to curry favor? Of 
course, such parties and gifts are not necessarily given to cover up embezzle- 
ment activities. Someone may use such occasions to talk about business and 
open a path toward obtaining special privileges. But all these social 
activities have the same demoralizing effect. Wang Shouxin also loved 
informal contacts with others and back door deals. But how could anyone 
solve problems quickly without taking such a course? Therefore, anyone 
capable of engaging in “back door deals" and devising various ways to 

realize what he wishes would be praised as an "able" and "competent" person. 
Others who know only how to adherz to the regulations in running their 
business would be regarded as “iucompetent fools." Isn't this practice 

still popular with people in scciety today? If “factory director Yang" and 
"section chief Du" in Bin Covnty could steal a large quantity of building 
materials from the state to build new homes for themselves, why couldn't 
Wang Shouxin embezzle the funds used to transport coal from her company? 
Surely, the theft of over half a million yuan by Wang Shouxin was alarmingly 
large. But it was certainly not too big if we compare it with the large 
amounts of state funds squandered by high-ranking officials to build luxurious 
homes for themselves. In the 10 years of the Cultural Revolution, the line 
between public and private interests, between gifts and bribes, and between 
legal and illegal became thinner and thinner until it became blurred and 
society at large became totally demoralized. Is it any surprise that figures 
like Wang Shouxin could assert themselves under such social conditions? 


A Criminal Net Woven by the “Exchange of Powers" 


The method applied by Wang Shouxin as an embezzler was much simpler and more 
overt than that of her counterparts in the West. But how could her embezzle- 
ment remain undisclosed for so long? 


The reason is that the bureaucrats in her county and province and other 
provinces, and even on the Central Committee, had used their respective 
authorities to build a shield behind which she could be protected. 


This relationship of mutual exploitation and protection can be likened to a 
net. In this connection, a passage from “Between Human and Monster" states: 
"The exceedingly complicated and intricate relationships awong people in 
many ways bear a striking resemblance to a heavily built and closely knit 
net. Marxist principles and the party's policies are bound to lose their

effectiveness once they hit this net, just like things hitting a power cable. 
If an enterprise gets involved in this net, the socialist system is certain 
to lose its validity. If a legal case should fall into it, the dictatorship 
of the proletariat would be distorted, the line between right and wrong 
would become blurred, bad elements would be rewarded, good ones would be 
punished, truth would have to bow to falsehood, and illwill would triumph 
over goodwill." 


This net was woven by the "exchange of powers." For example, when Wang 
Shouxin wanted to ship to Harbin a large quantity of meat, fish, grain, and 
vegetables which were banned by local laws, she could get the signature and 
approval of the director of the industrial and commercial department, who 
was also leader of the "rebel" forces; he could get a "loan" of 600 yuan 

in cash in addtion to other benefits for doing her that favor. When Wang 
Shouxin moved to keep for her own personal use over 100,000 yuan in cash 
that otherwise would have to be delivered to the state treasury, she could 
open a bank account in the name of a deputy director of the local financial 
department, thus legalizing her future use of this fund. In compensation 
for this favor, she promoted the son-in-law of the deputy director of the 
financial department from a temporary to a permanent position in her office, 
in addition to providing room and board for his own son at a "training center 
for educated youth" that she had founded. Later, she ~ven helped the boy go 
to college, which was illegal in his case. An invesi‘gution into the Wang 
Shouxin embezzlement case showed that of the 11 standing committee members 
of the Bin County party committee, 9 had received gifts from her, and nearly 
100 cadres on the county, prefectural, and provincial party committees were 
associated with her. Ina sense, this was the shield or "net" Wang Shouxin 
had built to protect herself. 


"Between Human and Monster" is full of alarming cases of wrongdoing which 
teach the people a painful lesson: serving as a "protective umbrella" for 
illegal activities and as supporters and backers of Wang Shouxin, some cadres 
have intentionally encouraged the back door deals aiid disrupted tue social 
order. They have also created a “credibility crisis" for the CCP with the 
masses. 


“Between Human and Mouster"™ is undoubtedly a work aimed mainly at exposing 
the seamy side of society. However, it also brings to light a plain fact-- 
notably, the “condition and environment" in which embezzlers like Wang 
Shouxin could grow. After going through it, a reader may feel that this is 
actually a clarion call for concerted action to eliminate such "conditions and 
environment" as soon as possible. 





Other literary works which appeared earlier criticized the "gang of four" in 
an ineffective way, as if they wanted to scratch an itching foot with the 
boot on. Their criticism was too general, and the aim was simply to point 

a finger of blame at the "gang of four." As the CCP is going to thoroughly 
sum up its post-Cultural Revolution experiences and lessons, the authors of 
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literary works have begun to bring to light a series of thought-provoking 
questions through an analysis of sociological problems. “Between Human and 
Monster" can be called a harbinger of such literary works. After going through 
it, a reader may note the serious, adulterated character of the CCP cadre 
force, the imperfection of its legal system, the shortage of people's 
democracy, defects in its economic management system, and the necessity of 

and difficulties in eradicting these diseases. At the end of this feature 
article, the world is awakened to the fact that the Wang Shouxin case was 
brought to light. But have there been any changes in the social conditions 
that engendered the growth of people like Wang Shouxin? Is it true that 

many persons like her are still alive in all parts of the country, continuously 
eroding socialism and the organic body of the party without being caught 

and punished by ‘he dictatorship of the proletariat? Fellows, be on the 

alert! The time is not yet ripe for celebrating victory. 


“Between Human and Monster" exhibits a revival of literature and art as an 
instrument for criticizing life and for pushing society forward. This is 
something worth celebrating.

"RENMIN RIBAO' COMMENTARY ON STOPPING SUPERSTITIOUS ACTIVITIES

[Text] As the several reports and letters from readers published here 
illustrate, feudal superstitious activities have ,ained ground in some 
areas. Since they produce certain harmful effects on people's production 
and livelihood, they deserve our attention. 


Superstition is an expression of people's unenlightenment and ignorance, 
because the levels of productive forces, science and culture were extremely 
low in ancient time. People were unable to explain birth, aging, illness 
and death as well as other natural phenomena. They had the misconception 
that a supernatural force in the presence of a diety was governing affairs. 
Thus, superstitious thinking and activities emerged. Upon entering the 
class society, the exploiting class mauipulated superstition as a weapon to 
dupe and benumb the laboring people and consolidate its reactionary ruling 
and exploiting system. Like opium, superstition seriously contaminated 
the minds of the laboring people for a long period. To safeguard the in- 
terests of the broad masses of people, the party and the people's government 
since liberation have vigorously propagated atheism and suppressed feudal 
supersititious activities. 


Owing to the disruption and sabotage by Lin Biao and the “gang of four," in 
the past 10 years or so, propaganda and education work on atheism among the 
masses of people was gravely undermined. To make matters worse, witches, 
sorcerers and geomancers went from place to place, making pretences to de- 
fraud people of money and even injuring them. Influenced by feudal super- 
stitious thinking, some of the masses still carry out superstitious activi- 
ties by visiting fortunetellers and worshipping idols. In the guise of 
“religious freedom," a small handful of people fabricate rumors and con- 
fuse and poison people's minds so that the unified and stable political 
situation as well as the building of the four modernizations are disrupted 
and undermined. We must by no means let this go unchecked. We should 
resolutely stop it in good time by adopting effective measures. 
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In handling this kind of problem, we must strictly distinguish the two 
types of contradictions. Most of the masses engaged in such activities 
follow feudal superstitious thinking. Our primary task is to educate them 
by persuasion and conduct serious and painstaking political and ideological 
work. We must carry out propaganda in science and materialism among them 
through various methods to expose and criticize the duplicity and harmful- 
ness of idealism and feudal superstitions. We must also clearly state what 
is meant by freedom of religion in accordance with our country's constitu- 
tion and what feudal superstitions we oppose in order to avoid being ex- 
ploited by bad people with ulterior motives. We must show concern for the 
masses who are in difficulties because of birth, age, illness and death and 
help them overcome their practical difficulties. Provided that we do our 
work well and that cadres, party and CYL members take the initiative in 
believing in science and doing away with superstitions, the general masses 
will be able to emancipate their minds and abandon feudal superstitious 
activities. Most witches, sorcerers and geomancers are from laboring 
families. We must adopt the principle of educating them through criticism. 
We must seriously deal with those individuals who play tricks to defraud 
people and who cause grave consequences in society. To the small handful 
of offenders who exploit feudal superstitions to conduct counterrevolutionary 
activities or crueily injure people and violate state laws, we must impose 
punishment in accordance with law. 


Eliminating feudal superstitious activities will be an arduous task for a 
considerably long period. Party committee at various levels must make 
thorough and careful investigations and study and pay frequent and close 
attention to propagating materialism and science. We must set strict de- 
mands for party and CYL members. We must seriously conduct education through 
criticism of individual party and league members who lead or participate in 
carrying out feudal superstitious activities. In dealing with those who have 
committed serious errors and refused to mend their ways, we must implement 
disciplinary measures. Meanwhile, we must try to develop production, make 
adequate arrangements for the daily livelihood of the people and vigorously 
popularize science, cultural and educational work. As long as various 
related sides closely coordinate with each other to work well, feudal super- 
stitious activities can be stopped and stable and unified political situa- 
tion consolidated and developed. 
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
